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REPORT. 



TO THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Mat it please ydue Gracious Majesty; 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
appointed under an Act passed in the 7th and 8th years of your Majesty's 
Reign, entitled, " An Act for the more effectual Application of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests in Ireland,** humbly beg leave to submit to your 
Majesty this our Tenth Annual Report. 

2. In the first Schedule hereto annexed will be found the dates of the 
several meetings of our body, held since the 4th May, 1854, together with 
the names of the members present thereat, respectively. 

3. Since the date of our last Report, our Charity Accounts for the year ending 
31st December, 1853, have been declared by Acheson Lyle, -Esq., Master in 
Chancery, who has been charged with that duty by the Lord Chancellor, under 
an Act of Parliament abolishing the Equity jurisdiction of the Exchequer. 

4. We annei to this our Report, in Schedule No. 2, a Copy of the Abstract 
of our Accounts, in the several Charities under our administration, from 1st 
January, 1854, to 31st December last ; the details of which have been lodged 
with Master Lyle for examination, and audit. 

6. That portion of our accounts, called our " Private Account,** as distin- 
guished from our " Charity Accjount^'* consisting of grants from the Treasury for 
the ordinary expenses of the Board, and for payment of such costs as cannot be 
charged against any particular Charity Fund; and the interest on a sum of 
£1,397 13^., new 3 per cent., formerly in 3^ per cent, stock, called the "Embezzled 
Charity Recovery Fund,'* referred to more particularly in former Reports, is 
subject to the inspection of the Audit OflBce. We have since our last Report 
rendered to that Office Monthly Accounts, as required by the Commissioners of 
Audit ; and the year's account to the 31st March, 1854, has been finally audited 
and declared, as appears by a Certificate from the Commissioners, dated 24th 
October, 1854, a cop;f of which is annexed in Schedule No. 3. A balance of 
£20 199. lie;?., on an account to the 1st April last, and the above-mentioned sum 
of £1,397 13*., new 3 per cent, stock, are the only sums under our control not 
appropriated or belongmg to any particular Charity Trust. 
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6* We have since our last Report been enabled, by receipt of funds in the 
Charity causes mentioned in Schedule P, annexed to our Costs Report^ dated 
2nd July, 1847, to pay a further sum of £192 17*. 6d^ towards the discharge of 
costs due by the late Board, and we expect to be able to make further payments 
from the sources mentioned in said Costs Report 

7. The total amount of the trust funds now under our care and control in 
cash, and vested in Government and other securities, is set forth in the 4th, 5th, 
and 6th Schedules annexed to this Report ; the particidars of which, together 
with the objects of each trust fund, will be found in Schedule No. 6, also annexed. 

8. The annual amount of rents and annuities under our guardianship, speci- 
fying the particular amount of each, with the name of the testator or donor by 
whom created, the source from whence each is derived, and the object of each 
trust, is given in Schedule No. 8, to this Report annexed; and in Schedule 
No. 9 will be found a Return of Charity Funds standing to the credit of causes 
or matters in the Court of Chancery, in which the title of the Charity has been 
established by decree or order. 

9. All which we submit as oiur Report to Your Most Excellent M^esty, and 
in testimony thereof have caused our corporate seal to be hereunto affixed the 
15th day of May, 1855.

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, 

&c. &c. &c. 

WE^ the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and corporate 
seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the provisions of 
the Act 8 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report of the 
proceedings of the Commissioners for the year ending the 1st of August instant, 
and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, distinguishing 
the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, and the specific 
purposes to which they have been applied ; also an account of receipts and dis- 
Dursements in relation to Primate Boulter's and Primate Robinson's Funds. 

The proceedings of the Commissioners, in respect to the erection and repairs 
of Churches, have been on a more extensive scale this year than for some years 
past, the number of new Buildings for which grants have been made being 25, 
the greatest number undertaken in any of the previous years referred to having 
been but 10, and the sum granted for repairs being 5,014 /. above the grant of 
last year. For the new Buildings a sum of 9,659 1. 1 s. 2 d. has been set apart, 
which is exclusive of a sum of 5,421 Lll s.l d.^ granted for Buildings partially 
provided for in previous years. The number of Churches in which repairs have 
been ordered has been 930, for which a sum of 31,261 Z. 4 5. 4 d. has been allo- 
cated, including the repairs of Churchyard fences, and the external painting of 
about one-fourth of the Churches in Ireland. 

The money granted for new Buildings was in the expectation, in some cases, 
of liberal assistance being afforded by private contributions, and in other cases, 
grants were made for the completion of Buildings which had been commenced 
from prifate sources, at a lime when it was not in the power of the Commissioners, 
owing to the state of their funds, to undertake the works. The aid thus afforded 
in these cases has hitherto amounted to 6,9162., and it is expected that a further 
sum of 3,650 /. will be contributed on this account. It is, however, to be ob- 
served, that the amount granted by the Commissioners this year will not be 
sufficient to complete the Buildings in all cases, and that a further sum of 7,592/. 
will be hereafter required from them for that purpose. 

After a due consideration of the merits of the several cases before the Commis- 
sioners, the following are the Parishes to which the grants for new Buildings 
have been made, either for the rebuilding of the ancient Parish Church, or the 
erection of a Church within a newly constituted Parish : Magherafelt^ in the 
Diocese of Armagh ; Ballynure, Camemoney, and Rasharkin, in the Diocese of 
Connor ; Castlerahan and Billiss, in the Diocese of Kilmore ; Kilcronaghan, in 
the Diocese of Derry ; Aghavea, in the Diocese of Clogher ; Cloonco, in the 
Diocese of Ardagh ; Knappagh, Astleagh, and Sellerna, in the Diocese of Tuam ; 
Kilbryan and Killyon, in the Diocese of Elphin ; Clonoulty, in the Diocese of 
Cashel ; Bilboa, in the Diocese of Leighlin ; Kilmore, Nenagh. and Kilcoleman, 
in the Diocese of Killaloe ; Rathbourney, in the Diocese of Kilfenora ; Brosna 
and Aglish, in the Diocese of Ardfert ; Kanturk, Magourney, and Ballynoe, in

With reference to the Churches named in last year's Report, as being then in 
progress, the following have been since completed : Derryvollen and Lisnaskea, 
m the Diocese of Clogher ; Donamon, in the Diocese of Elphin ; Kilnemanagh, 
in the Diocese of Ferns ; Lismalin, in the Diocese of Cashel ; Skull, in the 
Diocese of Cork ; Kilfinaue, in the Diocese of Limerick ; and Castletown- Arra» 
in the Diocese of Killaloe. 

The following Churches, built exclusively by means of private funds, have 
been taken under the charge of the Board this year : Edenderry, in the parish 
of Cappagh, Diocese of Derry; the Barr, in the parish of Fintoua, Diocese of 
Clogher ; Groomsport, in the Parish of Bangor, Diocese of Down ; and Newtown 
Gore, in the Parish of Carrigallen, in the Diocese of Kilmore. 

The Commissioners Iiave been enabled, with the assistance of private sub- 
scriptions, to provide, to a limited extent, for the enlargement and internal 
painting and colouring of Churches, for the inclosing of Churchyards, 
and for the erection of stoves and bells, where they have been provided 
by the Parishioners : the sum appropriated to these several objects has been 
6,963/. 5;^. 11 d.y and the subscriptions received in aid thereof, have hitherto 
amounted to 2,268/. 14^. Sd. 

We have much satisfaction in bringing these particulars, as to the assistance 
afforded by private contributions, under the notice of your Excellency, as by this 
means much has been accomplished in the extension of Church accommodation, 
and in providing for other pressing wants, which otherwise must have been, to a 
great degree, postponed, had the Commissioners been altogether dependent on 
tlieir own resources. And we beg to observe, that the Commissioners fail not, 
on every opportunity, to represent the urgent necessity of their being liberally 
aided from private sources in their endeavours to meet the numerous demands 
upon them, the funds at present at their disposal being wholly insufficient for 
the several purposes to which they are applicable. 

By the half-yearly returns of Promotions, it appears that 18 Dignities and 
Prebends, and 48 Parochial Benefices, have become vacant ; of these, four only 
have been added to the account of Benefices, subject to tax, seven having been 
previously taxable, the remainder being under the net value of 300/. per 
annum. 

In the case of the Precentorship of Kilfenora, in the Diocese of Kilfenora, and 
the Prebend of Laccagh, in the Diocese of Tuam, the Commissioners transmitted 
the usual instruments, under their seal, to your Excellency and the Privy 
Council, recommending that the appointments of clerks thereto should be 
suspended, there not being cure of souls attached to either of them within the 
provisions of the Church Temporalities Acts. In respect to the vacancy which 
occurred in the Prebend of Templebryan, Diocese of Ross, although the Com- 
missioners had not the power of recommending a suspension of the appointment, 
\)y reason of a temporary union of the Prebend during a preceding incumbency 
with the Parish of Kilnagross, in which there is a Church, yet they deemed it 
right to call the attention of your Excellency and the Privy Council to the cir^ 
cumstances of the case, with reference to the powers vested in your Excellency 
and the Council of disappropriating the Revenues of the Prebend. The Com- 
missioners have not yet been apprised of the decision of your Excellency and 
the Council in respect to the Precentorship of Kilfenora, or the Prebend of 
Laccagh, but have been informed by the Clerk of the Council, that, in the case 
of the Prebend of Templebryan, it did not seem fit to your Excellency and the 
Council to make any order for disappropriating the Revenues from the rrebend. 

The appointments of Clerks to the Benefices of Kilcorney, in the Diocese of 
Cloyne ; of Kilbarrymeaden, in the Diocese of Lismore ; of Red City, alias 
Kilmillick, and of TuUamaine, both in the diocese of Cashel, have been sus- 
pended by the Commissioners, and provision made for the discharge of the occa< 
sional duties, it appearing, by the certificates of the respective Ordinaries, that 
Divine Service had not been celebrated therein within the three years next 
preceding February 1833. 

The approval of your Excellency having been obtained to the letting of the

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Porter, the Commissioners have executed a lease of these premises for a term of 
999 years, at a rent of 200/., on payment of a fine of 4,000 /., which sum has 
been invested in Government Securities, to the credit of the Clogher See 
Estate. 

In respect to the treaty for a sale of the Advowson of St. Mary's, Clonmel, 
belonging to the Corporation of that town, referred to in last Report, the Deed 
of Sale has been since executed to the Rev. John Prior, pursuant to the provi- 
sions of the Act 3 & 4 Vict. c. 108. 

The sum realised within the year from the sale of Perpetuities has amounted 
to 5,213/. lis. 10 d. J of which 5,187/. Is. 6d. has been invested in Government 
Securities, for account of the Perpetuity Purchase Fund. 

There has also been invested in Government Securities, for account of the 
General Fund, a sum of 18,199/. 12^. 2rf., which, with the amount of such 
portion of previous investments as is still to the credit of this Fund, will remain 
at interest, until required for the discharge of the several sums for which the 
Commissioners are responsible, on account of grants for Church Works remaining 
unpaid. 

The annual Account of the Trust Fund, arising under Bishop Gore's Will, 
from the Impropriate Tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Diocese of Lismore, has 
been furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel and Waterford, 
pursuant to the directions of the Court of Chancery. 

All which is submitted to your Excellency's consideration.

TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK EARL OF CARLISLE, 

LORD LIEUTENANT GENERAL 
AND GENERAL-GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &c. &c. &c- 

WE, " the Commissioners of Education in Ireland," appointed by Acts of 
Parliament passed in the 53d year of the reign of his Majesty King 
Geoi^e the Third, and the third year of the reign of his Majesty King George 
the Fourth, do, in obedience to the provisions thereof, respectfully submit to 
your Excellency a Report of the " General Proceedings" of the Board since the 
last Report. 

On the School-houses and Premises belonging to the Royal Schools, as well 
as on those whose endowments are under our control, we have, during the past 
year, expended such sums in repairs and alterations as the different reports 
from time to time laid before us, and the funds at our command, have seemed 
to justify ; and we may report, generally, that they are in a very satisfactory 
condition, vdth the exception of those of Raphoe and fianagher, the small 
endowments of which, consisting of rents derived from their respective estates, 
have precluded such an outlay as it would be desirable should be made with a 
view to putting them in a more respectable state. In reference to Banagher, 
we have, during the past year, been in n^otiation for a new tenure of the 
School-house and ground rented there by us, but the circumstances connected 
with the existing lease, and other matters to which it is unnecessary more 
particularly to advert, have induced us for the present to postpone taking any 
further steps in reference thereto. 

And as regards the legal proceedings undertaken by us against the surety of 
our late agent for this estate, and referred to in our last annual Report, we 
beg to inform your Excellency that although the proceeedings have been 
unsuccessful, they were carried on under the sanction and advice of eminent 
counsel. 

At Tullyvin School, which is one of private endowment, we have, with a view 

to carrying out more fully the intentions of the Testator, under the superinten-

dence of Trustees appointed by the Court of Chancery, recently opened a 
second School for boys and girls in a temporary School-house rented by us for 
that purpose. 

The periodical Reports inade to us by the masters of the different Schools 
in connexion with this Board show that a very general and extensive course of 
instruction is afforded therein, especially in those of Royal foundation. 

Acting on the recommendation of the Court of Examiners appointed to report 
on the merits of candidates for the Royal Scholarships founded by us, we have 
made some alterations in the coiurse of examination to be hereafter adopted. 
And we have to state to your ExceUency that at our last election of Royal and 
Foundation Scholars we made the following appointments, viz. : — 

John Boxwell, to a Royal Scholarship of 50 /. per annum, for five years. 
James Rowley - - „ - - 50 /. „ „ 

George Keys - - „ - - 20 /. „ „

The management of the estates forming the endowments of certain of the 
schools necessarily occupies much of our time and attention, and we have 
endeavoured, as far as has been practicable, with the assistance of local agents, 
to keep them and the tenantry in a satisfactory condition. 

At Raphoe the police barrack, built by us some years since, having been 
recently surrendered by that force, has been, at the suggestion of our ^ent, 
advertised to be let, with a right of sporting over the estate, which is a wild and 
mountainous one, very extensive, but, in a pecuniary point of view, far from 
being remunerative. 

On the Dungannon Estate we have, at the urgent request of h large portion 
of the tenantry who have subscribed towards the necessary outlay, and on the 
recommendation of one of the members of this Board, who is personally 
acquainted with the locality, and also of our agent, who has procured a large 
presentment from the grand jury of the county of Tyrone for the purpose, 
undertaken, at an expense of about 350 /., the construction of some bridges and 
a road leading towards a market town, which it is represented wiD be very 
beneficial to the tenants and to the estate. 

At the suggestion of a member of this Board, who gives personal inspection to 
certain of the estates, we have established annual premiums for such of our 
tenants as shall be found to keep their houses and farms in the most creditable 
state. And it has been reported to us, that this course has been already pro- 
ductive of very satisfactory results. 

As to the condition and progress of the various Schools, the reports laid 
before us by the respective Masters do not warrant a statement of any material 
change having taken place since we last reported. 

We regret to state, that the Diocesan School-houses continue in the same 
unsatisfactory condition, in consequence of want of funds to repair them. 

As regards the Royal Commission recently issued for the purpose of inquiring 
into the state of the Endowed Schools of Ireland, we beg to inform your 
Excellency that, acting under our directions, our Secretary has been in commu- 
ilication with that Commission, and has furnished such returns and information 
as have been required from this Board.

And we beg further to state to your Excellency that having, in obedience to 
orders of the House of Commons, furnished since our last general annual Report 
some very comprehensive and detailed retiuns of the endowments, salaries, 
general income and expenditure, and charges for and nimiber of pupils in 
attendance at the different schools under the control of this Board, and to 
which we would most respectfully beg to refer, we do not feel that a report of 
the " General Proceedings '* of the Board during the year calls for any further 
statement 

And we therefore beg respectfully to submit this as our Annual Report to 

your Excellency.

May rr please your Excellency, 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, K.G.^ G.C.B,, Chancelknr of the 
Queen's University in Ireland, it becomes my di^y, afi Vice^ChanceilcMV ^ submit 
to your Excellency the report of its condition and progress since \sX September, 
1853, 

In accordance with the Ordinance, approved by your Excellency on the 15th 
March, 1853, the Examinations for that year were conuneaced on the 20th 
September, and terminated on the 1st October; they were carried on in the 
order stated in the annexed table. Appendix L 

They were mainly conducted by printed papers, copies of which I have here- 
unto attached. Appendix n. 

The several Candidates named in the accompanying lists were duly passed by 
the Examiners for Degrees, Diplomas, and Honors; eight of those who pre- Appendix in. 
sented themselves for Examination having been rejected. 

The results of the Examinations having been approved by the Senate, a public 
meeting was held on the 10th of October, in St. Patrick's Hall, when, in your 
Excellency's presence, the various Degrees, Diplomas, and Honors, just referred 
to, were duly conferred. I annex an account of the proceedings on that Appendix IV. 
occasion. 

It having appeared to the Senate that several of the Examiners considered 
that they, as a body, had the power to pass Candidates for Degrees by a vote of 
the majority, the Senate directed it to be intimated to them that the rejection 
of a Candidate by any one Examiner could not be overruled by the vote of the 
others; the Ordinances requiring each Candidate to pass in all the essential 
subjects of education prescribed in his course. 

Memorials having been received by the Senate from a Committee of Non- 
subscribing Presbyterians, and from the Professors of the Queen's College, 
Belfast, requesting modifications in the courses of education now prescribed, 
the Senate has devoted much anxious attention to the subject, but has not yet 
been able to arrive at a conclusion, as to the expediency or propriety of adopting 
any of the suggestions referred to. 

The Right Hon, Henry Monahan, Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas, 
has been appointed, by Her Majesty's Warrant, a member of the Senate, vice 
the Right Hon. T. B. C. Smith, resigned.

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4 KEPORT ON THE CONDITION AND PROGRESS 

Applications having been made by several individuals^ relative to the granting 
of ad eundem Degrees, the Senate consider that it would be proper to exercise 
the power they possess in that respect under the Charter, by conferring on persons 
holding Degrees in other Universities similar Degrees in this; but that it should 
be done with great care, and on the special application of each individual 
desirous of that distinction, to be submitted to the Senate for separate con- 
sideration. 

I have to express the gratification of the Senate, that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment have £Etvourably entertained the claims of the Queen's Colleges to increased 
grants, for the maintenance of Museums, Libraries, &c«, as strongly reconunended 
by the report of the Senate of the 17th day of December, 1853.

The amount of 
rent is increased or diminished each year according to the ascertained value of the 
holding. The assessor fixes the amount to be paid, and the Ryot takes it or not as suits 
his convenience. The third system, now in force in the north-western provinces of India, 
is a system of long leases, settlements made for twenty or thirty years with different 
descriptions of tenants. The village communities have been recognised wherever they 
existed in a perfect state ; and each village, whether the proprietary right was claimed by 
an individual or by a community, was made the limit of a separate setUement.

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IV — Report of a Public Meeting of the Queen's University in Ireland, held in St. 
Patrick's HaU, Dublin Castle, 10th October, 1853 

A meeting of the Queen's University was held on this day, for the purpose of conferring 
degrees upon Students in the Pro\dncial Colleges of Belfest, Cork, and Galway. The cere- 
mony took place in St. Patrick's Hall, Dublhi Castle, which was fitted up for the accom- 
modation of the members of the University, the candidates, and a large number of visiters. 
A large assembly, including the Senate of the University, the Brofessors and Students of 
the Colleges, arrayed in their collegiate costumes, and a considerable number of visiters, 
attended on the occasion. Shortly before three o'clock, the hour appointed for the meeting, 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, accompanied by his Aides-de-camp in waiting, arrived 
from the Viceregal Lodge, and took his place at the head of the hall, beside the Vice- 
Chancellor, at each side of whom sat the other members of the Senate, invested with their 
official robes. Amongst those who assembled were : — 

The Right Hon. IWSziere Brady, Lord High Chancellor of Ireland, Vice-Chancellor ; His 
Grace the Archbishop of Dublin, the Right Hon. F. Blackbume, Sir PhiUp Crampton, Bart. ; 
Rev. P. S. Henry, d.d.. President of Queen's College, Belfest; Sir Robert Kane, President 
of Queen's College, Cork ; Edward Berwick, Esq., President of Queen's College, Gfalway ; 
Dr. Corrigan, the Chief Secretary for Ireland ; the Very Rev. the Dean of the Chapel Royal, 
the Mar(iuis of Kildare, the Earl of Harrowby, the Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, 
the Right Hon. Baron Greene, Right Hon. J. Hatchell, the Hon. and Very Rev. the Dean 
of St. Patrick's, Mr. Justice Jackson, Mr. Commissioner Longfield, Sir W. Hamilton, Sir 
H. Marsh, Dr. Twiss, Dr. Banks, Mr. Corballis, Professor Heron, Dr. Hatchell, Mr. Commis- 
sioner Baldwin, Dr. Owens, Deputy Governor of the Apothecaries' Hall ; Dr. Hancock, 
Alderman Andrews, &c. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the Senate having taken their seats, 

The Vice-Chancellor rose and said — The Senate of the Queen's University is again 
assembled in this hall to fulfil the most important of its functions, that of conferring degrees 
and honors on the several Students who have attended at our examinations from the Queen's 
Colleges of Belfast, of Cork, and of (Jalway ; and it is most gratifying and encouraging to 
find that the numbers so attending progressively increase. On the last occasion of our 
meeting for the like purpose, in October, 1852, degrees were conferred on thirty-three Stu- 
dents : we have now before us twenty-five who have passed the examination for the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts, eleven for that for Master of Arts, and eight for the degree of Doctor of 
Mi?dicine — in all forty-six Students; of whom eighteen are from the Queen's College of 
Belfast, twenty from that of Cork, and eight from that of Galway. And twenty -seven of 
those Students have successfully competed in their respective departments of study for the 
honors we have proj)Osed to confer on the present occasion. It was my pleasing duty, at 
om* last meeting in this hall, to announce the high opinion entertained by the Examiners of 
the manner in which the Students then before us had passed through the examinations — as 
well those for degrees and diplomas as those of a more difficidt character, by which the 
competition for honors was determined. I have, on this occasion, to convey a similar tribute 
of their general approval of the answering of the Students, on the part of the eminent and 
learned individuals who have discharged the duties of Examiners at the late examinations ; 
and I believe it will be found, when the papers of this examination shall be laid before the 
public, that it has been, in all the branches of science and learning comprised within the 
range of our course of studies, well fitted to test the appUcation and develop the acquire- 
ments of the Students, to have demanded no ordinary or superficial preparation, and to satisfy 
the public that the young men who have passed through this ordeal with success have 
come from institutions well designed for all the purposes of soimd and useful instruction, 
and fully provided with teachers of great learning, ihtellifi^ence, and assiduity in their several 
departments ; and, ftirther, that they must have diligently availed themselves of the means 
of instruction thus provided for their education. That education takes a wide and useftd 
range through the fields of literature and science, and I think I may say of it that if there 
\}e as yet in it any thing incomplete, it nevertheless approximates very neaily to all that is 
demanded by the advancing spirit of the age for the institution of a general system of colle- 
giate studies. It will not be out of place on this occasion, that I should advert to some of 
the details of the course of studies thus established, and to observe upon them as in connex- 
ion with the Ordinances prescribed by this University for the guidance of candidates for its 
degrees and honors. That course, it is determined, shall comprise a period of three years, 
during which the Student is to pursue in some one or other of the Queen's Colleges the 
followuig branches of Uterature and science: — The Greek and Latin Languages, tlie Enfflish 
Language, Modern Languages, Mathematics, Logic, Chemistry, the Principles of Zoology 
and Botany, Natural Philosophy, History, and English Literature, Physical Geography; and 
to these is to be added the study of Metaphysics, or that of Jurisprudence and Political 
Economy, at the option of the Student. Under some of these general divisions of study, 
many special studies are arranged, as, for instance, when I turn to the description of the 
business of the class of Natural Philosophy, in the announcements of the College lectures 
of the Professors, I find it declared to consist of demonstrations of the principles of Mechanics, 
Hydrostatics, Pneumatics, Acoustics, Optics, and Astronomy; and the course of Chemistry 
embraces, in addition to Chemistry proper, the general properties of heat, Galvanism, and 
Electro-magnetism, together with their more important applications to the arts. In other 
branches like divisions will be found. The course of study thus indicated is, as I have stated, 
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to be pursued during a period of three jrears, in one or other of the Colleges ; not, however 
in all those branches simultaneously during the entire term, but in a certain order of arrange- 
ment for each successive year, the details of wliich it is unnecessary to enter into. To assure 
us that this has been well and &ithfully observed, the Ordinances of the Senate require that 
every candidate for its degrees should produce certificates from the Professors and authorities 
of the several Colleges of his having so pursued these courses of study, and of his having 
passed the annual examinations of his College, and been found sufficiently qualified to be 
admitted to the examination for a degree. They do not, however, exact from him that 
he should, in that final examination, answer in all those several branches. A certain range 
of selection is left open to the candidate as to some of the subjects of his previous studies, 
while a successftil examination in others is made essential to his obtaining the degi*ee. 
Those, then, considered as of necessan^ obligation, are the Greek and Latin Languages, and 
the literature of each ; one Modem Language, at the least ; and Mathematics. The other 
branches of study are divided into three groups, comprising subjects having some analogous 
relations to, or connexion with, each other ; in one of which groups, to be selected by himself, 
the candidate must also be expected to answer. These observations apply to the ordinary 
degree of Bachelor of Arts, that most usually taken by Students of all Universities. Otlier 
degrees are, however, sought for special or professional purposes ; and in reference to the 
first of those in our Universities, that of Master of Arts, the Senate have adopted the prin- 
ciple, which is also adopted in the London University, of making the degree a real test of 
merit and study, instead of permitting it to be assimied, as in the older Universities, almost 
as a matter of course, after the lapse of a few years from the time of obtaining the Bachelor's 
degree. To this end we require that the candidate for this degree should be submitted to 
a special examination, preceded by the study of extended courses of some of the more 
important branches of learning to which he had applied himself in the undergraduate course. 
We, on the other hand, have not thought fit to relegate the Student to a collegiate life for 
any considerable time, at a period when his time ana energies might more fitly be devoted 
to the special studies of some important profession. The candidate for the degree of a.m. 
may present himself for examination at tne expiration of one year from the attainment of 
that of Bachelor of Arts, and after an attendance in the interval for two terms on a course 
of lectures in one of the Queen's Colleges on some of the subjects of the course of study in 
which he submits to be examined. We did not think it expedient wholly to disconnect the 
studies for this second and higher degree from the College in which the candidate had pre- 
pared himself for the first. A somewhat similar course has been adopted by the Senate in 
relation to the other degrees of Bachelor and Doctor of Laws, the attainment of which must 
be preceded by special examinations and additional courses of study, embracing that of 
certain branches of Common Law, Constitutional Law, and Medical Jurisprudence. But to 
the public, the most vitally important in all the degrees that can be conferred by any Uni- 
versity is that of Doctor of Medicine. When we consider the duties, the powers, and the 
responsibilities of those who enter on the administration of the fimctions intrusted to the 
medical feculty, it is impossible to estimate too highly the care that should be taken on the 
part of all public authorities instituted for the purpose of giving the sanction of degrees and 
diplomas for the exercise of those functions, to see that nothing shall be wanting that can 
give a safe guarantee to the world, of the knowledge and the skill of the individual so to be 
invested with their solemn testimoniiun. Fully impressed with this conviction, the Senate 
of the Queen's University have endeavoured to meet the exigencies of its position in regard 
to the degree of Doctor of Medicine, and, with the efficient assistance of those of its body 
who are more immediately connected with the profession, have laid down a course of study 
varied and comprehensive in its nature, and embracing all the recognised branches of medical 
science, to be pursued by the Students who would seek the sanction of its degree. This 
course is extended over a period of four years, divided into two periods of two years each ; 
and the candidates, before admission to the degree, must pass two examinations, respectively 
comprehending the subjects of each period of study. Endowed, as the several Queen's 
Colleges are, with professorships in those several departments, and boasting, as I believe 
thev may very confidently do, that the chairs are filled by men eminent for their knowledge 
and attainments, and abundantly qualified to convey to the Students the highest degree of 
professional knowledge, it has not, however, been thought wise or prudent, in tne constitution 
of the University, to restrict the candidates to attendance merely on the lectures of their 
collegiate professors. It was thought, and wisely thought, to be for the advantage of the 
Students, and, through them, for mat of the public, that each might be free in the wide 
world of medical science to choose for one brancn of his pursuit some place of special study — 
to select for another some lecturer or professor of more especial eminence in his particular 
department, — or to devote himself for a time to attendance on practical details in some 
locality more amply supplied with opportunities for their illustration than could be enjoyed 
within the limits of the provincial institution. Accordingly, for the attainment of this degree, 
the Student is not bound to pursue all his academic studies in the Queen's Colleges ; and her 
Majesty's Charter has provided that it shall be sufficient that at least one-third of the course 
of medical lectures has been attended in one of those institutions. I do not go into the 
details of the course of studies prescribed by the Senate for the candidates for tnis degree. 
They are set forth at large in the printed ordinances of the University. They are for the 
more especial consideration of the professional world, and I believe they are entirely adequate 
to their purpose. 

On the last occasion of our meeting in this hall, I stated that, in addition to the degrees 
which we are required to confer, the Senate had determined to give special certificates or

diplomas to the Students in Law, in Engineering, and in Agriculture. There is some novelty, 
but, I believe, sound utility in this arrangement. Though not, technically speaking, degrees, 
those diplomas are in the nature of them. They are attainable only on a special examination 
in the respective departments, and after courses of study particularly designed for the purpose 
of training the Students in the knowledge of the subjects in which the examinations are to 
be conducted. The course prescribed for the Students of law may, perhaps, only be (rf 
interest to members of the legal profession, but those for the diplomas of medicine and agri- 
culture are deserving of general notice, as showing the character and extent of that informa- 
tion which is conveyed in the respective coUeges in those now most important branches of 
knowledge, and the amount of attainment in them which our diploma testifies to be possessed 
by the person on whom it is conferred. I think that it might be of some consemience that this 
particular branch of our arrangements should be more generally kno¥m. I believe these 
courses of study and examination comprise much of all that practically and theoretically can 
be suggested for the education of the lawyer and the a^culturist ; and I woidd hope that on 
future occasions we shall have a numerous class of candidates for diplomas, which, in testifying 
to the possession of such acquirements on the part of the successfid Students, cannot £m 
to commend them to profitable employment in their respective departments. In all the 
branches of learning and science in which we confer degrees and diplomas, special honors 
have been instituted, to be obtained on a separate examination ; and, as I have already stated, 
at the recent examination, twenty-seven Students have been found worthy of being so 
distinguished. For the particular subject of their examinations, and for many other details 
of interest and importance connected with the course of study to which I have adverted, I 
must, on the present occasion, content myself with referring to our printed Ordinances, to 
which I do not hesitate to invite the attention of all who are solicitous to difiuse among the 
youth of our country the advantages of sound and comprehensive education. I desire, in 
the same spirit, and tor the same object, to direct the inquiries of those who are interested in 
the subject, to the works of classic and scientific learning, in which the Students of the 
Colleges are instructed, and which form the groundwork of the lectures of the Professors. 
They wiU be found enumerated in detail in the published reports of the proceedings and 
calendars of those institutions ; and I think I may safely say, that they comprehend the 
writings of the most eminent classic authors, of the most profound critics, of the ablest 
logicians, and of the most gifted of the great instructors of science, in all the varied branches of 
her vast dominion. The material adjuncts and helps to study to be found in the Queen's 
Colleges, are not undeserving of mention. In each there is a public library of ancient and 
modem literature, a museum of natural history, a collection of apparatus for the demonstration 
of the principles of natural philosophy, and collections especially devoted to the pursuits of 
the mediod profession. These are all, no doubt, of recent origin and collection. If they 
cannot, as in older institutions, boast of the accumulations of ages of learned benevolence or 
patriotic boimty, yet they are in many sections of their respective subjects most valuable, and 
m some not fer from being complete ; and, speaking from my personal observation of them 
all, I may say, that the wonder is that in these departments so much has been already done. 
Wliat remains will, I hope, be not long found wanting. They are departments of vast im- 

Eortance; they require annual care and annual augmentation ; and I would fain hope, that the 
beral assistance of the legislature will not be asked for in vain, whenever an appeal is made 
to it for advancement of objects of such importance to tlie weU-being of these great foun- 
dations, and through them to the diffusion in our provinces of scientific and useful knowledge. 
To the extent of this knowledge, or, I should say, to the enumeration of the several branches 
into wliich it is arranged in our course of education, perhaps, little as regards the Students 
could successfully be added. Situated, however, as the Colleges are — ^in the centres of 
important districts — it may, perhaps, be thought that they might be made instrumental to 
the diffusion of more varied and ornamental branches of instruction. To some, on the other 
hand, it may appear, that in the course of studies in the Colleges, as they are made obligatory 
by the requisites of our University Ordinances, too much is exacted from the youthful mind, 
and that too many subjects of study, each in itself demanding earnest and undivided attention, 
are crowded into a space too limited for the proper application of the feculties of the Students 
to so varied a course. I know that this has been with some, whose opinions are entitled to 
gi-eat weight, a topic of serious consideration and doubt. I am sure that if, on examination 
and inquiiy, it shadl be found by the Senate that amendment is called for, such amendment 
vnW be made, as far as is consistent with our determination and our ability to keep feith, if I may 
say so, with the world, and to give to no man an authentication of learning on a shallow and 
unsound examination. But I confess, that to this time at le^st, I do not share in the opinions 
of those who think that the course of study prescribed is over arduous, imnecessary, or 
oppressively extensive ; and if I wanted an answer to the objections, I have to look before me 
and I find it. It is in the numbers now presented to us who have gone through this course 
of training, who have pursued the studies tlius prescribed, who have undergone and passed 
tlie examination by which their proficiency is fully attested ; and, I may add, more especially 
in the class of those who have, in addition to the ordinary examination, competed for, and 
obtained the honors now about to be conferred upon them — honors impossible of attainment 
but by the possession of a profoimd and accurate knowledge of the most important of the 
subjects comprised in the collegiate studies in which for the last three years tney have been 
severally engaged. Looking, then, to this honourable array — looking back to the class of 
Graduates who presented themselves in like manner in the year 1852, 1 am relieved of any 
serious apprehension for the further progress of those now engaged, or who are about to 
^^S^^y ^ ^^ studies of the Queen's Colleges, that they will find the course beyond their 
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power of mind or of application. I would say to them, if any encouragement is required to 
excite the energies of the youthful Students, look onward to this vanguard of your collegiate 
ranks — see that, if difficulties there are, they have been overcome by them — set yourselves 
steadily to the same honourable pursuit, and be satisfied that, as in everything else in life, so in 
collegiate studies, what has been done before can be done again, if only the attempt be made with 
attention, with energy, and with perseverance. I have nothing to add to the • observations 
I felt it my duty to make at our last meeting in this hall, in reference to the moral and 
religious instruction and conduct of the Students in the Queen's Colleges. These institu- 
tions are not, nor were they designed to be, schools for tlie special training in theological 
studies of those who purpose to devote themselves to the sacred offices of the ministrv in any 
religious denomination ; but the provisions of the Statute under which they have been rounded, 
and those of the Royal Charter oy which they are regulated, have been framed with careftd 
regard to the constant supervision of the habits and conduct of the Students, and their 
regular observance of religious duties, by the institution of licensed boarding-houses in the 
respective localities in which the Colleges are situated, and the appointment of those most 
invaluable officers, the Deans of Residence. I have again to express my regret that we are 
deprived of the honour and advantage of the presence of our Chancellor, the Earl of 
Clarendon, who would so much better have filled the place, which, in his absence, it is my 
duty to occupy. I am sure that this Senate, and the authorities and Professors of the College, 
will acknowledge that the weighty and most responsible duties in which his Lordship must 
now be anxiously engaged, could not possibly admit of his taking part in the proceedings of 
this day ; and I also feel, that with me they will believe, that amidst those duties he does 
not cease to regard our course with the deepest interest, or to give his warmest wishes to the 
success of this institution, to the constitution of which he devoted his best attention and his 
most zealous exertions when administering the viceroyalty of Ireland. 

Dr. Ball, the Secretary, then called over the names oi the candidates for degrees, at the 
same time handing the official document attesting the degrees in the several orders to the 
Vice-Chancellor, who presented it to each as he advanced. 

The degrees and honors having been distributed to the successful candidates. 

The Vice-Chancellor then said — May it please your Excellency, having now arrived at 
the close of our proceedings, it becomes my pleasing duty to convey to your Excellency the 
thanks of the Senate of the Queen's University for the honour conferred upon them by your 
presence upon this occasion, and also for the prompt attention which you have invariably 
paid to the communications made by them to your Excellency, when they asked your 
sanction of certain Ordinances which they had found it necessary to adopt in reference to 
those Colleges. The Charter of this University has made the Lord Lieutenant the patron 
of the institution ; and in obedience to its directions, I have now the honour of presenting to 
your Excellency the report of the Senate for the year ending September, 1853. The state- 
ments in that document will, I believe, fully bear out the opinion which I ventured to 
express last year, that the gentlemen selected by the Senate to fill the position of Professors 
and Teachers in the new Colleges, have well and faithfully discharged the important duties 
committed to their hands. In the course of your Excellency's late tour to the wes em parts 
of L^land, you paid a visit to the College at Galway ; and I think I may say, without 
hesitation, that, through the appliances presented by the course of study adopted in that 
institution, much has been already accomplished towards advancing the cause of soimd 
education in the province of Connaught. Your Excellency did not find the course of study 
in actual progress in that College, because your visit took place during the vacation, and 
when the Students were dispersed to their respective homes ; but had it been otherwise, your 
Excellency would have found that, notwithstanding the many difficulties with which that 
institution is incumbered, it has progressed in a comparatively successful manner ; so much so, 
indeed, that in spite of all these difficulties, if we consider the number of inhabitants in that 
province, it will oe found that the number of Students in the College of Galway, actually 
exceeds the proportion that would.be expected from a comparison of the populations of Ulster 
and Munster with that of Connaught. On future occasions I trust that these Colleges will 
furnish a larger number of Students than have assembled on the present occadon. Tney are 
as yet, comparatively speaking, in their infancy. They require and call for the aid and 
encouragement of all who are interested in the progress of sound education ; and I am sure 
they will receive from your Excellency every support and assistance which your distinguished 
position will enable you to bestow. In conclusion, I have to express, on the part of the 
Presidents and Professors of the several Colleges, their cordial thanks for the honour your 
Excellency has conferred upon them by your presence on this occasion, and their earnest 
hope that on future occasions they may be enabled to present a larger number of Students 
to receive the degrees and honors confeiTed by the Queen's University. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant then rose and said — Mr. Vice-Chancellor and mem- 
bers of the Senate, a compliment paid by so distinguished a body as the Senate of the Queen's 
University, is one of no ordinary value, and I therefore receive with pleasure that which you 
have just paid to me. 1 have witnessed these proceedings with great gratification. They are 
indeed peculiarly interesting to me, for it was my good fortune to have assisted in the foun- 
dation, if I may so speak, of this University. (Applause.) I was a member, nine years ago, of the 
Government of which the late Sir Robert Peel was the head ; and holding tlie office Af Chief 
Secretary for Ireland. I then aided in framing the act which created the three Colleges which 
are now connected with this University. The establishment of this University has crowned and 
completed that beneficial measure, and I rejoice that I have been an assistant in promoting 
80 good a work. I believe that in no country is there any College in which the instruction

fVen is superior to that which the Students of the Queen's Colleges in Ireland receive ; and 
believe that there is no University in anv country whose honors, considered as a stamp of 
merit, deserve to be more highly prized, than those conferred by the University whose 
Senate I have the honour of addressmg. (Applause.)

I hope that the young men who have this day graduated will readily discern 
the true nature of their position, that they will look upon it as a stepping-stone in their 
onward course — a stepping-stone upon which they are to take but a momentary stand, and 
from which they are to advance, unaided by the helping hand upon which they have hitherto 
rested. 1 congratulate them, and especially those who have gamed honors, upon the success 
which they have already achieved, which will, I trust, be an incentive to them to future 
exertions in the acquirement and application of sound and useful knowledge ; but 1 would 
exhort them, at the same time, not to allow their time or their thoughts to be so entirely 
engrossed, even by those laudable pursuits, as to forget that they have yet a still higher 
ana more sacred duty — that they will not forget the duty which they owe to God, or be 
unmindftd of his laws. (Applause.)

— Ordinance regulating the Conditions, Forms, and Subjects of the Degree, 
Diploma, and Honor Examinations for the Year 1854. 

General Regulations. 

The General Examination will commence on Tuesday, the 19th September, 1854, and 
will be carried on in the order prescribed in the annexed Tables. 

This Examination will be prmcipally by printed papers, with such viva voce interrogation 
as the Examiner may deem necessary. The Honor Examination is to be solely by printed 
papers. 

Candidates will be required to answer for Degrees and Diplomas in all the subjects 
prescribed by the Ordinances for their respective courses, save where an option is given 
Herein. 

The Honor Examination will be similarly conducted (except where specially provided 
for), the questions being of a higher character. 

The following Fees to the University are to be paid by the respective Candidates to the 
Secretary before th^ Examination ; they are not returnable in case of rejection, but are not 
required again for re-examination : —

The names of Candidates obtaining Degrees or Diplomas will be published in alphabetical 
order ; those of Candidates obtaining Honors, in the order of merit. 

The Examiners having passed Candidates for Degrees or Diplomas, shall select from 
them those whom thev consider deserving of being examined for Honors, and shall return 
their names to the Secretary, with the result of the General Examination. None others 
shall be entitled to compete for Honors, save for that in the Celtic Languages, for which 
any Candidate who has passed for a Degree may present himself as a competitor, the sub- 
ject not requiring a preliminary examination. 

Students passed for the Degree of A.B. may be examined for Honors in more than one 
demrtment.

This Examination will be principally by printed papers, with such viva voce interrogation 
as the Examiner may deem necessary. The Honor Examination is to be solely by printed 
papers. 

Candidates will be required to answer for Degrees and Diplomas in all the subjects 
prescribed by the Ordinances for their respective courses, save where an option is given 
Herein.

The number of Loan Funds in existence in 1854, on Board's Register, was 
115, three more than were in operation in 1853. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout Ireland, connected with the Central 
Board in 1854, amounted to £870,024 ; it exceeded that of 1853 by the sum of 
£27,221, and the amount of the circulation of any previous year since 1847. 
In the steady continuous increase of circulation of the preceding five years 
especially, there is evidence of increased activity in the operations of Loan Funds 
and in industrial pursuits generally throughout the country. 

The Capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1854 was £214,735. The 
Capital to be accounted for by Managers in that year amounted to £219,725, 
and exceeded the sum for which they were accountable in 1853, by the sum of 
£7,387. 

The number of Loans made in 1854 was 208,917 ; it fell short of the number 
issued in 1853, 1,705. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1854, at Irf. each, was 212,200; 
the decrease on the number sold in 1853 was 6,200. The produce of the sale 
of Notes in 1834 was £884 35. ^d ; the decrease on the produce of sale of Notes 
in 1853 was £25 16^. %d. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1854, at 1^. each, was 669, the produce of 
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THE LOAN FUND BOARD, IRELAND. 5 

which sale was £33 9^. There was an increase in 1854 on the number sold in 
1853 of 254, and on the produce of the sale of same year of £12 14$^ 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of 
Application Papers and Cards, in 1854, was £25,416 ; the amount exceeded that 
of same profits in 1853 by £1,518 14^. 9rf. 

The amoimt of Fines in 1854 was £4,089 15^. 6rf. ; it exceeded the amount of 
Fines in 1863 by £420 1^. Sd. This large increase of Fines, bearing no fair pro- 
portion to the increase of circulation, shows the necessity of limiting the Income 
of Loan Funds to legitimate sources of revenue, by some more stringent means 
than are at present at the disposal of the Board. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied in 1854 to " Charitable or Useful 
Local purposes" was £1,405 10^., showing an increase of grants over those of 
lgS3of£429 0^. 5(/. 

The Board's Income in 1854, derived from ordinary sources of Revenue, viz.: —

Board s Expenditure in 1854 was £886 4^. lid.; being less in amount than 
Expenditure of 1853 by £77 Us. Qd. Excess of Income in 1854, from all 
sources, over Expenditure in the same year, £161 10^. 3(/, The Balance lodged 
in the Bank of Ireland to Board s credit, at the close of operations in 1854, was 
£681 4^. 

In the course of last year no Society was Gazetted by the Board* Dividends 
were paid to Depositors in 1854 in the following Societies: — 

KiNGSCOURT — ^A third dividend of 5^. in the pound, the amoimt of which, 
with two former dividends, J6548 16*. paid Depositors, leaves £235 still 
due, and assets receivable to pay a further dividend. 

Thurles — A final dividend of 1*. Id. in the pound, paid to all Depositors 
save one, whose claim stood in the name of Treasurer in Accounts, and 
vdth a former dividend of 5*. in the pound, these payments leave a loss 
of £674 17*. lU 

The Board, in their former Report, expressed their opinion that some inquiry 
was requisite into the adequacy of the present machinery of local management 
and existing legislative control over the institution, for the due protection of the 
savings of the industrious poor that are invested in Loan Funds in this country. 

In compliance with a requisition of his Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant, the 
Commissioners having considered the subject, with a view to the improvement of 
the local machinery and management of the system, a draft of a Bill, to amend 
the present Act for the Regulation of Loan Funds in Ireland, 6 and 7 Vict., 
cap. 91, embodying such changes as were deemed calculated to remedy existing 
evils, was accordingly prepared by their legal adviser, and has been submitted to 
his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.;

DISTRICT, CRIMINAL, AND PRIVATE LUNATIC ASYLUMS 

IN IRELAND. 



TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK, EARL OP CARLISLE, E.G., 
LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May rr please your Excellency, 

We, the Inspectors of Lunatics and of Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, under 
the Acts 5 & 6 Vic^ c. 123, and 8 & 9 Vic, c. 107, have the honour to submit 
to your Excellency our Seventh General Report on the state of the various insti- 
tutions, public and private, established in this country for the care and treatment 
of lunatics, and on the condition of the insane of all classes confined in them ; and in 
doing so, we are happy to be able to inform your Excellency that our inspections, 
during the two past years — which period is embraced in this Report — ^have been 
miost satisfactory, affording us, as they have done, frequent opportunities of 
observing, personally, the beneficial working of the important department of the 
public service placed under our control, both as regards the successful appliance 
of the improved curative system now adopted in the treatment of lunacy, and 
the d«e maintenance, in quietude and comfort, of those whose confirmed insairity 
necessitates a prolonged residence within the walls of an asylum. 

The number of insane persons brought within our cognizance, as appears by Number of insane 
the Official Returns which we have obtained, and which are made up to the 31st in Ireland 
of March, 1855, reaches 13,493, and they are thus distributed: —

According to the statistics published in our Report of 1851, the aggregate DecreaAe. 
Biuiber of lunatics was then 15^098 ; a decrease of 1,605 has consequently 
occoned within the last four yeai!s» This decrease is observable under the heads 
five and six. Our information as to the number of insane at large, on the former Lunatics at large 
occasion was procured throu^ the agency of the Relieving Officers in the, 2^l.(i0 'inprovided with 
districts into which this country had been subdivided during the famine visitation, ^™5?<^^^» 
for the more effectual carrying out of the provisions of the Acts of Parliament p.^32/ ^ ' 
imder which the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland exercise their functions. In the present instance we obtained our in^ 
feimation by means of the Constabulary and Police from all parts of the kingdom; 
and though it would be too much to expect strict accuracy in either of these

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Returns, still they may be regarded as not very deficient, and so far satisfactory 
as affording an approximate idea of the extent to which insanity prevails through- 
out the country. In poorhouses the decrease is certain, the relative numl^rs 
being in 1851, 2;393 ; in 1855, 2,000. 
Lunatics in goals. There is also, we are happy to state, a very marked diminution of lunatics in 
gaols, a diminution which has been going on for several years — the numbers 
formerly confined in them being upwards of 500, while at present there are only 
156 in custody; and before the close of the current year we hope to disembarrass 
all the gaols with the exception of those belonging to the districts of London- 
derry, Clonmel, Cai-low, and Armagh, of their lunatic inmates. This object will 
be attained on the completion of the additional accommodation to which reference 
has been already made in previous Reports, 

It will, however, be necessary to increase the accommodation at the four asy- 
lums above enumerated, as they are not spacious enough to meet the requirements 
of the districts to which they belong ; and we think it desirable that they should 
be enlarged each to an extent varying according to circumstances, sufficient to 
admit of from 60 to 100 additional patients ; but as we mean to enter more fully 
into this subject when we come to speak of the lunatic inmates of poorhouses, it is 
unnecessary to dwell upon it here. 
Practice of com- Reverting to the diminution of lunatics in gaols, we have always entertained 
mitting lunatics to strong objections to the residence of insane persons in such places, where they 
gao jec lona e. j^^gj necessarily interfere with the discipline and order which it is desirable to 
have observed amongst prisoners, and occupy, too much, the time and attention of 
the resident officers; our feelings on this subject have been frequently expressed 
in Reports to your Excellency's predecessors. We have accordingly endeavoured 
to do away with the very objectionable practice of committing lunatics to gaol 
under the 1 Vic, c. 27, and subsequent Acts specially passed to provide for the 
safety of insane persons when outrageous and dangerous to themselves or to the 
public, but which are frequently taken advantage of by the friends of parties as 
affording an easy and inexpensive mode of having them transmitted to an asvlum, 
without either the trouble of a formal application to the Governors, or of con- 
veying them directly to the institution. So far this practice has been, in a great 
measure, an evil which could not be well avoided ; consequently, when committals 
had actuallv taken place, and the informations, medical certificates, &c., were 
regular and in accordance with the Act, we facilitated removals from gaols as 
early as possible in all cases where vacancies existed in district asylums. On the 
completion of the new institutions, and of the enlargements in question, we pur- 
pose to submit to the executive the propriety of communicating with the magis- 
tracy, and recommending justices not to issue a warrant of committal for any 
lunatic unless it be first shown by the parties interested, that application had been 
made to the proper district asylum without effect, or that the attack was so sudden 
and dangerous as to render the committal of the individual to prison, absolutely 
necessary for safety, without the delay of awaiting the result of an application to 
the asylum authorities. 
Lunatics in poor- Of those classified as lunatics in poorhouses, nearly two-thirds are of the 
hoi^8,App.No.2, female sex. Generally speaking, they are harmless, decrepit, and chronic cases; 
P* occasionally, however, their malady assumes an acute character, when the usual 

course is taken for their transmission to the district asylum to which they 
belong. 
Question of accom- With regard to the lunatics, idiots, &c., at large (mentioned in the foregoing 
U^fkr^r^''"^ abstract at No. 6), a material difficulty would seem at first sight to present itself 
108 a rge. ^ ^^ j^^^^ asylum accommodation should be provided for such a number. On 

this point, however, we may observe, that in a Report on the general condition 
of the insane in Ireland we have thought it advisable to include not alone those 
who are absolutely demented, and, as such, under official supervision, either in 
public institutions or private establishments, but also the idiotic, and those who, 
from repeated attacks of epilepsy, are liable to insanity in its most aggravated 
and dangerous forms — particularly, too, as from these classes the district asylums 
receive, from time to time, a large proportion of their inmates. But we are by no 
means to be understood as indicating a necessity for accommodation to any tning 
approaching the amount of the above numbers ; we merely put forth the fact of 
the extent to which mental disease in every phase prevails, as well as those affecr 
tions which may be regarded as identified with it, at the same time expressing our 
conviction that nothing can tend more to the advantage of the general community 
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than to aflTord an opportunity for the immediate admission of every insane person 
into an asylum on the first manifestation of the disease; and with this conviction 
we strongly advocate the necessity of having a considerable number of extra 
beds available in every establishment for the insane throughout the coimtry. 

Whilst meeting the exigencies of the lunatic poor, it has always been our object 
to keep down, as much as possible, the expenditure entailed on the country by 
institutions so costly as asylums necessarily are ; but we feel, at the same time, 
that the Government and the public do not desire that parsimony should be 
practised, or even economy carried too far where so serious a question as that of 
preventing the spread of insanity is involved. 

We have now to enter upon a matter of very great importance in connexion Objections to the 
with district asylums, viz., the residence of lunatics in poorhouses. Taking a f esidence of the 
broad view of the question, it is obvious, for many reasons, that the most suitable j,"^Q^ ^^ ^^^' 
place for every demented person, lunatic or idiot, harmh ss or otherwise, is an 
institution specially devoted to the care of the insane, under the superintendence 
and management of experienced oflficers and attendants, who are practically ac- 
quainted with the treatment of mental disease in every form, and directed and 
controlled by that department of the public service to which the superviiaon of 
all matters relating to such establishments properly belongs ; and we regard the 
question as deserving the consideration of the executive, namely, whether the 
time may not have arrived for making provision for the complete separation of 
the insane poor of every class, from the sane portion of the cgmmunity ; and 
which, whilst effecting a moral duty towards the latter, would insure for the insane 
poor, idiotic, or imbecile, more care and comfort than they can possibly have in 
ordinary workhouses, where they cannot at all times be secured against annoy- 
ance from the ignorant or thoughtless paupers by whom they are surrounded. 
We feel that objections to a change may be advanced on financial grounds, and 
that it may be argued, considering the extremely low position which, particularly 
the idiotic, inmates of poorhouses occupy in the human family, both socially and 
mentally, that they are comfortably circumstanced and sufficiently well cared for 
at present. 

It is evident, however, that the attention and care necessary for the relief of Due attention 
these distressed classes cannot be efficaciously extended to them whilst they are cannot be paid 
placed in institutions of a very different nature from asylums ; and further, it ^^^ msane except 
would be falling into a great mistake to imagine that even the most miserable ^^ ^^ ^^^' 
objects of mental incapability are beyond the reach of being relieved ; for there 
is no species of disease or affection, trom the highest state of maniacal excite- 
ment to the very lowest grade of imbecility, that does not admit of cure or 
alleviation under judicious treatment, such alone as can be obtained in establish- 
ments exclusively devoted to the object 

The cost of the proposed alterations would not be so serious as may appear Enlargement of 
at first sight, the plan we have in view being simply the erection of suitable some asylums 
auxiliary buildings of the least expensive form and character, with large dormi- Jiecessary. 
tories, on the grounds of such of the existing district asylums as shall be found 
on examination to require an addition, the present staff in each — and which 
constitutes one of the principal items of expenditure — being available for the 
piu^poses of management, with the assistance only of a few extra attendants. 

Another and most desirable object would be obtained by this measure, Adyantages of ad- 
inasmuch as all the chronic and incurable cases which have been for many ditional acoommo- 
years accumulating, and at present take up a great deal of valuable room in the ^**^^^ 
several district asylums, that could otherwise be more beneficially devoted to recent 
and acute cases, might be removed to these auxiliary buildings, by which means a 
twofold advantage would be gained, viz., the provision of proper accommodation' 
for the class in question, without the necessity of having a special establishment 
under the objectionable title of an asylum for incurables, and the disembarrass- 
ment of the parent houses fi'om all but inmates suffering from recent and acute 
affections, or those whose malady afforded reasonable hopes of an ultimate 
recovery, thus leaving them free to exercise their proper and legitimate functions 
of hospitals for the cure of insanity, instead of being mere receptacles for the safe 
keeping and maintenance of chronic cases. 

In the Report of the Select Committee of the House of Lords on the state of 
the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, in 1843, at page 4, the following passage occiu^s 
with reference to this subject : — 

"The increased and rapidly increasing numbers of incurable cases have 
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Report of Select lamentably diminished the efficacy of those asylums as hospitals for the cure of 
Oommittee of the insanity. This result had been foreseen by one of the medical witnesses. Dr. 
House of Lords. Cleghorn, of Swift's Hospital ; that eminent physician stated, that * places of this 
kind, unless under a strict rule for a limited term of residence, beyond which no 
patient should be allowed to remain, will shortly become asylums for mad 
people, and not hospitals or places for the cure of insanity.' Of the 2,161 
mmates of the district asylums, no less than 688 are classed as incurable." 

The case is nothing changed since that period, or, rather, to repeat the words 
of the Report, ** the increased and rapidly increasing nuii^ber of incurable cases 
have lamentably diminished the efficacy of those asylums," the incurablgs in them 
at the time to which our present returns are made up being no less than 2,295, 
or about Q6 per cent, on the total number. 

Further on, at page 5, speaking of the operation of the asylums, the Report says : 
'* The system is one which, if applied exclusively to the cure of the malady, and 
if the asylums were relieved from the pressure produced by the increasing 
number of incurables, appears to the Committee m its essential points to be 
deserving of confidence and approval ; but unless so relieved, by some alteration 
in the present law, or of the present practice, the admission of new cases must 
necessarily be limited, and may ultimately be restricted within very narrow 
bounds indeed. The necessity of some change in this respect is admitted by 
all the witnesses, as well as proved by the documentary evidence before the 
Committor." 

It will be only necessary to quote another passage from the Report in ques- 
tion, to show how deeply the Committee were influenced by the feeling, that 
in asylums especially provided for the purpose, lunatics and the insane of every 
denomination should be alone located ; and we are moreover desirous of pointing 
to the fact, that of the five following propositions recoaimended to the attention 
of the Legislature, the only one not carried into effect, or taken at all into con- 
sideration, is that in which the residence of the insane in workhouses is so dis- 
tinctly condemned. 
Propositions of the " The Committee are desirous of impressing on the House, as the result of 
committee. their inquiries, the following propositions, on which they have formed the strongest 

opinions." 

" 1. The necessity of discontinuing, as soon as practicable, the committals of 
lunatics to gaols aad bridewells." 

Has been materially discontinued, and will shortly be restricted within very narrow limits — 
if not wholly put a stop to — as already indicated. 

"2. The necessity of amending the Act of the 1st Vice. 27, which appears 
on the authority of the Lord Chancellor of Ireland (Sir Edward Sugden) to 
have led to the most serious abuse."

3. The inexpediency of appropriating the union workhouses as places either 
for the custody or the treatment of the insane, for both which purposes they 
appear wholly unsuited." 

Never has been acted upon. Number of insane in these establishments at present, 2^,000. 

" 4. The iliecessity of providing one central establishment for criminal lujnatics, 
ujidei; the immediate control and direction of the Government of Ireland, to be 
supported from the same funds, and under the system adopted in respect to 
criminal lunatics in England/' 

Tlhie proposition has been carried out, and an Asylum erected at Dundrum for 120 inmates. 

" 5. The ijiecessity of increasing the accommodation for pauper lunatics in 
Ireland, and of pi;oviding for the eases of epilepsy, idiocy, and chronic disease 
by an increased number of the district asylums, by an enlargement of those 
asylums, or by t}\9 eri^ction of separate establishments specially appropriated 
for those clasps of patients." 

Provided for under 8th and 9th Vic, c. 107, but only partially carried into effect, paa> 
ticularly as regards the idiotic, epileptic, and chronic classes. 

A mass of testimony of the most reliable character, and from iSae best 
informed sources, could be adduced in sustainment of the principle that pooiv 
houses are not fit places for the insane^ no naatter under what denomination 
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the disease itself may be classed ; but we consider the foregoing amply suflS- 
cient for the purpose. 

If called upon, we hope to be in a condition to enter fully into details, and to 
submit our views to the executive ; meanwhile we take leave of the subject, 
expressing our earnest hope that it may meet with that consideration in the 
proper quarter to which we feel it is so justly entitled. 

In former reports we referred to existing legislation, with a view to effecting Present atsie of 
a change therein ; and as questions having reference to the accommodation, care, the law reUtiBg to 
and maintenance of lunatics, and to establishments for the insane in Ireland, are l^^*tics. 
now occupying a considerable share of attention, both from Government and from 
the country at large, we deem it a not inappropriate time again to suggest, for 
the consideration ot the executive, that a necessity exists for making some amend* 
ment in the laws relating to them* 

Our opinions upon the subject have been arrived at after many years' 
experience of the working of the various Acts, of which there are no less than 
fourteen in being at the present time. They are —

Asylums, 

On reference to the Appendix,* in which we have given an abridgment of 
these Acts, the 1st and 2nd Geo. IV., c 33, 6th and 6th Vic, c 123, and 8th 
and 9th Vic, c 107, will be found the most important, the first nan.ed being the 
Act upon which all the subsequent statutes relating to public asylums are based. 
They have all, however, been so frequently amended, added to, and taken from, 
and have become so mixed up and intertwined one with another, that the neces- 
sity for reducing them into a simple and intelligible form, in the shape of a single 
comprehensive measure, will be apparent to the most casual observer. 

The 1st and 2nd (ieo. 1\^ is the Act under which district asylums originally ist and 2nd Geo. 
were established. It makes provision of funds for the erection of asylums, and IV. 
for their support and maintenance ; empowers the Lord Lieutenant to appoint 
the Local Governors, and also to appoint Commissioners for Control and Corres- 
pondence, who are to be Commissioners for Erection of Asylums. The functions 
vested in the Commissioners for Control and Correspondence in all that relates 
to the working, internal management, and general regulation of these asylmns 
have, however, of late years, devolved solely and entirely upon the Inspectors, 
while the erection of the buildings is in the hands of the Commissioners of 
Public Works, the powers of the former Commissioners having ceased to exist. 

The 5th and 6th Vic, c 123, is the Act regulating private asylums. It 5th and 6th Vic. 
makes provision for licensing private houses for the reception of lunatics belong- 
ing to the wealthy classes, or those who can afford to pay for their support ; 
lays down the rules under which they are to be admitted ; and provides for the 
inspection and official control of such establishments. This Act, an experi- 
mental one, passed so far back as 1842, was only intended to last for three 
years ; it has, however, been continued by the introduction of short Acts from 
time to time, and is still in force. 

By the 8th & 9th Vic, c 107 :— 

The Central Asylum for criminal lunatics was established, and at the same time 8th and 9th Vic 
the Lord Lieutenant was empowered to enlarge existing or erect new district 
asylums ; and on the completion of enlargement and extension of district asylums, 
lunatics were to be removed from houses of industry. 

The Cork Asylum was also declared a district asylum, and provision made for 
its support and maintenance. 

The three above-mentioned Acts embrace, as we have said, the main features Consolidation of 
of present legislation on Irish asylums; and with the English statute as a the statntes derir- 
moael, would, we believe, afford a very good basis upon which to construct a *^^®' 
measure in imison with the advance which has of late years been made in all

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matters relating to the care and treatment of the insane. We do not mean to 
propose that an Act should be passed for this country similar in all respects to 
that now in force in England, although, if circumstances admitted of it, it 
might be advisable. We, however, look forward to a consolidation of the present 
statutes, and to an assimilation of them so far to the English Act as may be 
consistent with the system under which the lunatic asylums in Ireland have been 
organized. 

As might be expected from the great advance in the prices of provisions, and 
of almost every other article of consumption, the expenditure of the various 
District Lunatic Asylums has sensibly exceeded that of former years; still, all 
things taken into consideration, it has been moderate; and the several Boards of 
Governors, while continuing to evince a praiseworthy desire to provide liberally 
for the necessities of the Lunatic poor, have not overlooked the interest of the 
ratepayers whom they represent. 

The following table shows at a glance the outlay of each Asylum for the 
two years, with the average expense per head per annum of each patient : —

Tho average cost of maintenance, including every expense, was therefore, as 
above, £17 9s. 4d. for the year ending 31st March, 1854, and £19 1S)$. lOrf. for 
the year ending 31st March, 1855, showing a difference of £2 6*. 6rfi per head 
in favour of the former year^ 

As a general rule, the Asylimis containing most inmates exhibit the lowest 
averages, as Ballinasloe, Belfast, Cork, and Limerick, which show for the first 
year^ conjointly, an average of £15 liis. lid., and tor the second, £18 10^. 5^rf. 
Richmond Asylum, however, the largest institution of the kind in Ireland, is an 
exception to the rule, the averages for the two years, respectively, being £17 4sA1d. 
and £'21 17^. 4rf.; but the high prices at which the necessary commodities of life 
generally range in the metropolis, will sufficiently account tor this difference. 

The length of time the Asylums have been established appears also to exercise 
a beneficial influence upon the expenditure, the Armagh and Waterford (the two 
smallest District Asylums in Ireland, and which have been in operation — ^the 
former for thirty, and the latter for twenty years) showing, comparatively, very 
low averages, while those lately occupied, as Kilkenny, Killarney, and Omagh, 
give the highest averages of all, owing, in a great measure, to incidental expenses 
attendant on their opening. 

The Asylum at Cork is the only one in which no material change has 
occurred, the increase during the year ending 31st March, 1855, being but 
3?. 4d. per head per annum on the outlay of the preceding year, while the 
increase in the other establishments varies from £1 to £4, Londonderry alone 
excepted, where a diminution has taken place in 1855. This diminution is, 
however, accounted for by the fact that the Omagh patients were taken away in 
.1854, thus leaving the expenditure for that year to be distributed over.a reduced 
number of inmates.

Looking to Ballinasloe, Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Londonderry, and Richmond Differenot in 
Asylums, which taken together afford an average of 326 inmates each, for the ayerages, 
year ending 31st March, 1855, the annual outlay in salaries and wages is but 
£3 11^. per head, while in the remaining eight Asylums, which only give an 
average of 150 patients, we have it raised to £6 13s. 6(/. The advantage 
which the larger institutions thus obtain in an economical point of view, is, as 
regards the stafl^ very important. 

The several averages on Diet alone range in 1854 from about £5 to £7, and 
in 1855 from about £7 to £9; but in the cost of clothing there is very little 
difference between the two years, in 1854 it was £1 4^. 8(/., and in 1855, £l 2^. 9rf. 
per head. 

The inmates of the several district asylums on the 31st March, 1856, amounted KumW in 
to 3,299 ; the number being at the corresponding period of our last Report, 2,870; Asyluma, 
or, 1,447 maJes, and 1,423 females; thus showing aja increase of 429 within two ^pp ^^^ 7 
years, namely, 205 males, and 224 females ; and it is satisfactory to find that as pp. 44 d^ ih. 
facilities for early admission have been extended by means of the new district 
asylums which have lately come into operation, proportionate advantages have 
been obtained both in a curative and sanitary point of view, as will appear from 
the following summary, in which the admissions, discharges, and deaths, that 
have oocpxred durijig the years 1853-4, 1854-6, are contrasted with those of the 
two previous years. With regard to the admissions, it should be borne in mind

Admissions. The admissions, according to the foregoing, during the two' years ended 31st ^ 

March, 1855, exceeded the admissions of the two former years by 208, namely, 
133 males, and 75 females. The excess of recoveries was 64; or, 49 males and 
15 females. The number discharged cured being 879, and relieved, 253, which 
taken together, give a per centage of 49 on the admissions; while the mortality, 
notwithstanding the increase of inmates^ is less by 6 than in the two former 
years ; being a little more than 10 per cent on the total number under treat- 
ment. 

The system of providinff for inmates of district asylums occupations suitable 
to their condition is carried out on an extensive scale, and witb the best results. 
There were employed on a given day, which we have taken as affording a com- 
prehensive view of the state of the asylums in this respect, 1,891 persons; of whom 
962 were males, and 929 females. Of the males, 441 were engaged in gardening 
and agricultural labour ; 83 in various trades, as weaving, shoemaking, tailoring, 
&c. ; and 438 in a variety of miscellaneous employments. Of the females, 637 
were occupied in needlework, spinning, knitting, quilting, and fancy work ; 134 
in the laundries; 172 in house cleaning; and 89 in miacellaneoUs employments. 

The proportion of employed to tl^ whole number under treatment is 57 
per cent; a very favourable proportion, when it is remembered that of the 
3,282 patients, 2,072 were probably incurable, an.d 366 epileptics and idiots. 

The benefits which the msane have derived from religious observances, in 
the various asylums to which chaplains are attached, have been during the 
two past years very perceptible. A large majority of the patients continue to 
attend the chapels of the asylums on each Sunday, and by their calm and 
collected demeanor during divine service, evince a sense of the purpose for which 
they are assembled ; and it is not alone on the Sundays but during the week 
many of them look forward to the visits of the chaplains with the greatest 
anxiety. 
Utility thereof! On the subject of religious instruction in the treatment of mental disease, orap 

continued experience bears us out in the opinion **that a very large proportion of 
the inmates of an hospital for the insane, are capable of deriving advantages 
from that form of religious observance in which they have been brought up; and 
that hence it becomes an obvious duty to provide the necessary means of public 
worship in every lunatic asylum." No doubt, in his general ministrations, and 
still more in his private communications, the chaplain of an asylum should not 
lose sight of the characters of his hearers, nor of the great judgment and delicacy 
called for in their regard. But it is not the patients alone who feel the important 
advantages of the services of ministers of religion in these establishments ; for it 
should be recollected that the insta'uction imparted by them, and the performance 
of divine service, cannot fail to produce a marked moral benefit on the attendants 
also, who may be considered, fi*om the nature of their duties, as in general debarred 
from a due and re^lar attendance at their respective places of worship on 
Sundays and other days of devotion^ 
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We shall not at present refer any further to this subject, as its merits have 
been so fully discussed, and we have from time to time expressed our convictions 
thereon ; the more especially too while the legal points raised by the Belfast 
Board of Governors remain in abeyance. 

The quantity of land occupied by the district asylums is 413 acres, I rood, Qnantitvof land 
and 17 perches, statute measure; being an average of 29 acres, 2 roods, and attached to 
7 perches, for each. In some places, however, as in Armagh and Waterford, ^y^^^"^ 
there is a much smaller quantity, namely, in the former, 8 acres, 3 roods, and App.No, 6, p. 43. 
15 perqhes ; and in the latter, 14 acres, 2 roods, and 12 perches : in both cases 
we are of opinion that additional ground might be procured with advantage. 
The outlay and general produce on works and farming, for the two years, 
is shown in the Appendix,* by which it appears that the net profit for the year 
ending 31st March, 1854, was £1,828 13*. lO^rf.; and for the year ending 
31st March, 1855, £2,150 6*. 4^d.; when the land lately brought into cul- 
tivation at many of the asylums is got into proper working order, and a uniform 
and comprehensive system of computing the value of the garden and agricultural 
produce used in the institutions adopted and strictly enforced, we have no doubt 
whatever but that still more satisfactory results will be made manifest. 

The Armagh Asylum, for the Counties of Armagh, Cavan, and Monaghan, was Armagh Asylum, 
the first of the kind established in Ireland ; it was opened in 1825, and has 
consequently been thirty years in operation ; it is conducted in a very satisfactory 
manner. The number of each sex for which it is intended is 67 ; and it contains 
at present 60 males, and 66 females, being within 8 of its full complement. 
Independent of other considerations, as regards increased accommodation, alluded 
to in the opening pages of our Report, we would wish to see more spare beds in 
this institution, as there has been from time to time a want of accommodation, 
especially for females ; and the manager states in his yearly report to the Board 
of Governors, that " occasionally there has been a pressure for room, and some 
unavoidable delay." 

The Ballinasloe Asylum, opened in the year 1833, was originally built for 152 Ballinadoe 
patients: it was increased, however, in 1851, so as to accommodate 340, viz.. Asylum. 
180 males, and 160 females. The district was in the first instance comprised of 
the counties of Galway, Mavo, Sligo, Roscommon, and Leitrim. Of these, Sligo 
and Leitrim have been detacned and formed into a separate district, with an asylum 
at Sligo, now on the eve of being occupied by the patients belonging to those 
counties, who will be removed from Ballinasloe before the expiration of a fort- 
iiight from the present date. 

The number in this asylum at present is 337 ; or, 181 males, and 156 females. 
The admissions during the two years were 167 — 79 males, and 88 females ; cures, 
96 — 49 males, and 47 females ; deaths, 59 — ^26 males, and 33 females ; showing 
a very favourable per centage, both as regards recoveries and mortality. 

A circumstance occurred at this Asylum in 1853, which as it was the subject Investigation 
of a special investigation, and was brought under the notice of the then Lord relative to the 
Lieutenant, the Earl of St. Germans, we^ deem it right to refer to. We i^^^^t^^^^ 
allude to the death of a patient, which it was alleged was caused by the cruelty, 
cruelty of an attendant. A coroner's inquest had been in the first instance held, 
the minutes of which were forwarded to our office by the Manager of the asylum. 
The verdict found by the jury exculpated all parties concerned; but as it did 
not appear from the evidence that a sufficiently strict course of inquiry had 
been followed, a special Board was simimoned to inquire into the circumstances, 
when the facts were fully entered into. And although it could not be proved 
that the attendant had caused the patient's death by ill-treatment, the Board 
felt satisfied that unnecessary violence had been exercised in restraining him. 
It* appeared also that mechanical coercion was used without the knowledge of 
the manager or visiting physician. Altogether the circumstances were such as 
Tvarranted the Board in ordering the attendant to be dismissed, as well as another, 
who grossly prevaricated in his statements, fi-om a manifest desire to shield his 
fellow-servant. As regards the manager, the conclusion arrived at was, that he 
had not been sufficiently strict in his supervision of the attendants, for which 
negligence he received a strong official reprimand. 

The Belfast Asylum opened in 1829. The original extent of its accom- Belfeat ABylum. 
modation was only sufficient for 104 patients; it was, however, soon aftei

increased by additional buildings, so as to be capable of receiving 284* A fresh 
purchase of twelve statute acres was made in 1850, and an order in Council 
issued for the erection of further buildings for 120 inmates. These buildings are 
now nearly completed; and when all are finished, the Belfast Asylum will afford 
accommodation to over 400 lunatics. 

The number at present in this Asylum is 276 — 141 males, and 135 females. 
The admissions during the two years amounted to 170; the recoveries to 83; 
and the deaths to 58. The mortality in the latter year of this Report more 
than doubles that of the former, it being, for the year ended 31st March, 1854, 
but IP ; while in the year ended 31st March, 1855, the number of deaths reached 
39. In other respects, the statement of this Asylum is favourable, and the per 
centage of recoveries is above the general average. 

The Carlow Asylum was established in the year 1832, and has accommodation 
for 200 patients — 104 males, and 96 females. The district originally consisted 
of the Counties of Carlow, Wexford, Kildare, and of the County and City 
of Kilkenny ; an asylum has, however, been built near Kilkenny for that City 
and County, which were accordingly detached in 1852, and the patients belonging 
to them — 54 in number — transferred from Carlow, reducing the inmates of this 
asylum to 145; they have since increased to 181; and should the admissions 
continue to be as numerous as they have been for the last two years, this 
institution will soon be fully reoccupied; a result that may naturally be 
expected, as the district is still a very extensive one, embracing, as it does, three 
important counties. 

The admissions numbered 94 during the two years, namely 36 males, and 58 
females ; the recoveries 50 — 20 males, and 30 females ; the deaths, 30 — 11 males, 
and 19 females. The mortality is considerably below the general average, being 
less than 7 per cent, on the number under treatment. 

The Clonmel Asylum, calculated for 140 patients, contains at present 69 males, 
and 70 females, leaving but one vacant place for the extensive district comprised 
in the North and South Ridings of the County of Tipperary. The want of sufficient 
room has been sensibly felt in this Asylum, especially with regard to the trans- 
ference of dangerous lunatics from prison, and we have frequently had occasion 
to regret the unavoidable delays, more particularly in reference to the gaol for 
the North Riding, where many insane persons have been in custody for a longer 
period than is at all desirable. 

The admissions during the two years only reached 51 — 30 males, and 21 
females : this circumstance may be accounted for by the fact of the number of 
incurables, idiots, and epileptics, in the Asylum, and which at the present time 
amounts to no less than 101 — 78 of the former, and 23 of the two latter classes. 

The recoveries, however, show favourably, being little less than 50 per cent, 
on the admissions: while the mortality is about the same as in Carlow, or 
somewhat below 7 per cent, on the number under treatment. This establishment 
is clearly inadequate to the wants of the lunatic poor of the district. 

The Cork or Eglinton Asylum, finished in 1852, is constructed for fiiUy 500 
patients. The old establishment, which was declared a district asylum seven 
years before, under the provisions of the 8 & 9 Vic, c. 107, having been found 
insufficient to meet the requirements of the district, consisting of the extensive 
County and City of Cork, and being, moreover, situated in a low and unfavourable 
locality, it was decided, under all the circumstances, that it would be better to 
build a new edifice upon a more eligible site, than expend money in making 
additions to an institution against which many well-founded objections existed^ 
both in a structural and sanitary point of view. Accordingly, a purchase was 
made of fifty-seven acres, within a mile of the City of Cork, on the south-western 
side, and an asylum erected thereon, to which the patients were transferred in the 
above year. The building is situated on an eminence, and has the advantage of 
a pleasing and extensive view of the country, which is picturesque and fertile. 
The lands are as yet in a very unfinished state ; and we may here observe, that 
as a general principle, we object to the system of leaving a quantity of difficult 
and very laborious work to be performed by the patients inmiediately upon their 
coming into occupation of a new asylum. We think it would be far better, in all 
cases, to have the ground levelled, and the rubbish and refiise of building materiaIS| 
&c., cleared away by the various Contractors. 

We regret to state, that shortly after its occupation, damp and dry rot appeared 
to considerable extent in many parts of this asylum. Application was niade to

tbe Commissioners of Public Works on the subject ; their architect wto sent 
down to consult with Sir Jolin Benson, the County Surveyor, as to the best mode 
of remedying the defects ; and we now beg to report that the plans which they 
adopted, both internally and externally, have been successful. 

The admissions into this Asylum amounted to 226 ; the recoveries to 86 ; and 
the deaths to 65, during the two years ; or about 38 per cent, of cures on 
admissions ; and of deaths, 1 1^ per cent on the whole number under treatment. 

Kilkenny Asylum opened in the year 1852, is situated near the suburbs of Kilkenny Asylum, 
Kilkenny, on the river Nore, and commands a fine view of the surrounding 
country. The grounds have been tastefully laid out, and planted in an orna- 
mental manner, under the direction of a landscape gardener. 

This establishment, intended for 150 patients, has at present 138 or within 
12 of its full complement ; but as its structural arrangement will admit of 
about 30 additional inmates, we purpose, when the necessity arises, to submit 
that an order in Council may issue, authorizing the reception of as many as it 
can accommodate ; the number being restricted to 150 by the order at present 
in force. 

There have been 76 admissions during the two past years, namely, 44 males, 
and 32 females ; recoveries 31 — 1 7 males, and 14 females : deaths, 1 8 — 10 males, 
and 8 females. The per centage of recoveries is a little over 40 on the number 
admitted ; and of mortality, 9 on the total number under treatment 

Killamey Asylum was also opened in 1852. It is intended for the reception KiUamey Asylum* 
of 200 patients ; and at present the number of its inmates is 137 — 72 males, and 
65 females. The county of Kerry alone constitutes the district, having been 
Separated from that of Limerick to which it originally belonged. 

This asylum is in the most beautiful part of Ireland, being less than a mile 
from the town of Killamey ; it is built upon an elevated site, with a fine view of 
the neighbouring lakes; the land belonging to it has been appropriately laid out 
and planted, and consists of pleasure grounds, garden, and farm, all of which, as 
in other District Asylums, are kept in order, and cultivated by the patients, under 
the superintendence of a steward, who is a permanent officer of the institution. 
Damp and dry rot, which, however, have been since obviated, showed themselves 
in this building soon after its erection, but not to the same extent as at the 
Eglinton. 

There were admitted into this establishment during the two years 85 patients—* 
40 males, and 45 females ; and the number discharged cured was 13, a much 
smaller proportion of recoveries than is to be found in any other asylum, being 
less than 16 per cent, on the admissions. Looking, however, to the number of 
incurables, which is 85, and idiots and epileptics, 10, in the Asylum, the disparity 
is accounted for. The deaths amounted to 16 — 7 males, and 9 females, being 
less than 9 per cent, on the number under treatment. 

The general working of this Asylum, however, affords us satisfaction, as it has 
been conducted with regularity and attention to the various details of manage- 
ment. 

The Limerick in 1827, was the second District Asylum established in Ireland; Limerick Asylum, 
it is available for about 340 patients, and, at present contains 313. In 1862, 
seventy-one patients belonging to the county of Kerry were removed to the 
Killamey Asylum, which reduced its niunber to 270 ; the progressive addition 
to its inmates since that period, amounts therefore to forty-three; and as a 
further and decided tendency to increase is evinced, as will be observed from 
the returns of each year, it is apparent that the full extent of its accommoda- 
tion will soon again be in requisition. The admissions during the two years 
amounted to 179 — 91 males, and 82 females; the cures to 74 — 40 males, 
and 34 females; the deaths to 30 — 16 males, and 14 females. The reco* 
Veries, consequently, averaged a little over 41 per cent on the admissions, 
and the mortality 6^ per cent, on the whole number under treatment, an exceed- 
ingly low per centage indeed, and one which tells favourably for the sanitary 
Condition of the Asylum ; although the prevalence of cholera during the year 
1849, which made alarming ravages in this establishment, when only a few 
isolated cases occurred in the other asylums throughout Ireland, caused us to 
feel some apprehensions on the return of the epidemic in the last year. 

The Londonderry Asylum was erected in the year 1829 ; the original dis- londondeny 
trict comprised the counties Derry, Donegal, and Tyrone ; but the latter county Asylum* 
has been detached from it, and, with Fermanagh, constitutes the new district of 
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Qmagh, The accommodation at Londonderry is for 210 patients; in con- 
sequence, however, of the many demands for admission, arrangements were made 
for the reception of a larger number, and on the 31st March, 1853, it contained. 
235 lunatics ; of these sixty-seven belonged to the county of Tyrone, and were 
accordingly transmitted to the Omagh Asylum on its opening, which reduced 
the number in the former to 168 ; it regained its full complement within a v^ 
brief period, and for some time has been unable to meet the demands made upon 
its space, it being deemed inexpedient to return to the system of admitting more 
than it was built for, or can conveniently accommodate, and which was only had 
ifecourse to under a great and pressing emergency. The number of admissions 
during the two years amounted to 183 — 92 males, and 91 females ; discharges, 
89 — 4j5 males, and 44 females ; deaths, 40 — 20 males, and 20 females ; bemg 
about 48 per cent, of cures on admissions, and the mortality 1 1 per cent. The 
omission of the sixty-seven patients removed to Omagh, in calculating the per 
centage of deaths, however, necessarily increases this latter average very 
considerably. 

A serious defalcation occurred in the provisions supplied to this Asylum. On lis 
discovery an investigation, at which one of the Inspectors attended, was held 
by a very full Board of Governors, when it appeared that a system of collusion 
had been carried ou for some time between the contractor and the storekeeper, 
and credit given for more meat than was actually received. The clerk was, 
summarilpr dismissed ; but unfortunately, as the Governors had not sufficiently 
direct evidence to prosecute to conviction, they were obliged to forego le^l, 
proceedings. With regard to the manager, though exculpated of all knowledge 
or suspicion of the proceedings, the Board expressed their great dissatisfactiou 
at his neglect of proper superintendence ; and were it not for his length of 
services and respectability, they would have recommended his immediate 
removal. 

Maryborough Asylum, opened in 1833, comprises the King's and Queen's 
Counties, Westmeath, and Longford, and is at present adapted for 198 patients 
— 98 males and 100 females. The ftill number of male inmates are now resident 
therein and ninetv-two females ; there are, besides, nineteen male lunatics in 
the gaols of the district. Heretofore there has always been a pressiu^e for male 
vacancies, and in consequence numerous appUcations for the transference of 
dangerous lunatics from gaols could not be complied w ith for want of room. This 
inconvenience will, however, be remedied when the new Asylum at MuUingar is 
opened, which, it is hoped, will be the case in the course of a month or six weeks. 

The admissions during the two years amounted to 79 — 41 males and 38i 
females; recoveries, 35 — 16 males and 19 females; deaths, 31 — 18 males and 
13 females ; showing a per centage of forty-four recoveries on the admissions ; 
and something less than eleven per cent, of deaths on the total number under 
treatment. 

Omagh Asylum was built for 300 inmates, and is situated a short distance 
from the town of Omagh; the district is constituted of the counties of Tyrone 
and Fermanagh, the former of which was detached from the Londonderry, 
and the latter from the Armagh district in 1853. The number of admis^ 
sions during the two years was 270 — 135 males and 135 females; and of 
these 185 remain in the Asylum at the present time. The discharges were 37, 
bein? less than 14 per cent, on the admissions ; but this low per centage is attri- 
butable to the number of old cases admitted from the Londonderry and Armagh 
Asylums, and the great number of incurables under treatment, 129 remaining of 
this class on the 31st March. The deaths in the two years were 21, or less than 
8 per cent, on the number under treatment. 

The Bichmond was declared a District Asylum by special Act of Parlia- 
ment (11 Geo. IV. c. 22) in 1830 ; being however, quite inadequate to meet the 
requirements of so extensive an area as that comprised in the metropolitan 
district, a new building, designed as an auxiliary, has been erected within the 
grounds of the present institution, capable of accommodating 150 inmates. The, 
same Board of Governors have the direction of both; the appointment of a 
Resident Physician to superintend the whole was for some time under consider-; 
atiori; but it was at length concluded that in the absence of a superannuation 
fund it would be unfair to disturb the existing state of things. The Board 
accordingly recommended that the Apothecary, who was a non-resident officer, 
should be a|)pointed to act in the capacity of general superintendent in the new. 
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building, subject of couirse; to the supervision of the existing manager. Dt, 
John Banks, Professor of Medicine to the University, was appointed Visiting 
Physician, and the patients^ of whom thete are at present 103 in the establish- 
ment, admitted in the beginning of March. The total number of inmates in the 
Richmond Asylum is 5 18 — 249 males and 260 females. The admissions amounted 
to 422 — ^264 males and 158 females; the recoveries to 133 — 84 males and 49 
females, or a little over 31 per cent, on admissions. The mortality was 11^ 

Eer cent, on the total number under treatment, the deaths during the two years 
aving amounted to ninety-seven. 

This high per centage is attributable to two principal causes— cholera and 
influenza, both of which were very prevalent in 1854, the deaths from cholera 
alone in one month being seventeen. 

The Waterford Asylum, now in operation since 1853, contains at present its Waterford 
foil complement — 13*0 inmates, of whom 61 are males and 69 females. There Asylum. 
were 100 admissions in the two years — 47 males and 53 females; 43 recoveries 
—21 males and 22 females; and 18 deaths — ^9 males and 9 females; the per 
centage of recoveries on admissions is consequently 43, and of mortality some* 
what less than 8 per cent, on the number under treatment. 

In addition to the above, the building erected at Sligo for 250 lunatics, and Sligo Asylum, 
just declared a District Asylum for the Counties of Sligo and Leitrim, has M'ithiii 
the last two or three days commenced to receive patients — 17 cases, 6 males 
and 11 females being already transferred thereto, by warrant of the Lord 
Lieutenant, from the County Gaols; and in a few days arrangements will be 
completed for the admission of 81 cases from Ballinasloe. The- officers and 
attendants have been in occupation of the house for a considerable time, getting 
its various departments into order ; the grounds, too, are undergoing the neces-^ 
sary cultivation by direction of the Board of Governors, who have met on several 
occasions to make contracts, and transact the usual preliminary business. 

Having now submitted as succinctly as possible to your Excellency, our views Superannuation 
en the subject of lunacy, in reference to its general bearing as a question of publi<i ^^ Officers, 
interest and economy, and, at the same time, briefly stated the characteristic 
details of each district asylum in Ireland, we close this portion of our report with 
the expression of our belief, that it would be most beneficial for these institutions 
if a retiring allowance Was secured by Act of Parliament, to deserving officers 
and attendants who, from length of service and zeal in the discharge of their 
duties, have just claims on public consideration. This allowance is absolutely 
requisite for the efficienT; management of luiiatic asylums; as, 'froiii motives of 
charity a^id an unwillingness to discharge old servants without some after-means 
of support, they are kept on«at a- serious inconvenience; 



In our last Report we stated that the Central Asylum erected at Dundrum, Central Asylqni^ , 
under the provisions of the 8th & 9th Victoria, cap. 107, for the safe custody of JriminSLuM^ 
insane persons charged with offences in Ireland, had been, from its opening up ^^^^ ^^ ^ 
to thiat period, eminently successful. The favourable opinion then expressed of 
its working has been fully borne out by our subsequent experience. The num- 
ber of patients at present confined in it amounts to 126, or seventeen more than' 
in June, 1853. The building was originally constructed for the reception of 
120 lunatics ; but in consequence of some slight interior alterations, We have 
increased the accommodation by ten additional beds; and thus we calculate on 
being enabled to meet the requirements of the country, in cdnformity to the Act. "''" "'•'** ^" 

W ith regard to admissions, we adhere, as much as possible, to the rule adopted oh Admissions. 
the formation of the establishment during the Viceroyalty of the Earl of Clarendon^ 
by restricting them to cases of a grave character, or to those where, though the 
offences might not have been very serioUs in themselves, the offeudcrs had evinced. 
particularly dangerous symptoms, or inveterate propensities of a criminal nature. 
Thus, it appears to us, tne spirit of the Act is amply supported, the coniraunity at' 
large protected, and every just deference conceded to the opinion or prejudice of 
the public against the association of criminal with unaccused or harmless lunatics; 
Otherwise, if all the insane accused of misdemeanors, such of them as cannot, 
procure bail to keep the peace, and those acquitted of petty larcenies, vagrancy, 
and the like, on the plea of mental derangement, were to be confined in the same 
institution, after the lapse of a few years no inconsiderable portion of the lunatic 
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poor of Ireland would be found therein; and hence an unfair, and, for the ends 
of justice, a most uncalled-for expenditure would be entailed on Government* 
At the present moment, for example, there are many insane persons both in 
district asylums and in prisons, charged with minor offences and assaults, which, 
on investigation, for the most part, turn out to be of a trivial character ; ire* 
quentlv, too, resulting from provocation, and for which, were the parties respon^ 
sible, httle more than a nominal punishment would be awarded; still, though such 
lunatics come within the category of "criminal" equally with homicidal patients; 
they cannot reasonably be deemed fit subjects for state confinement, probably, too, 
if incurable, for the whole term of their existence, and each at an average cost, for 
maintenance alone, of some five-and-twenty pounds a-year. W e make these cur- 
sory observations as expressive of our sentiments with reference to the custody and 
support of criminal lunatics, inasmuch as an opinion is prevalent in the public 
mind that it is obligatory on the executive to transmit them all without any dis- 
tinction whatever, to the Central Asylum at Dundrum» Various applications 
on this subject have been made both to the Under-Secretary, Colonel Larcom, 
and to our office, by governors of asylums and boards of gaol superintendence, 
from their construction of the eighth clause, which enacts: — "That when* 
"ever and as soon as the said Central Asylum shall be erected, and fit for 
" the reception of criminal lunatics, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to 
" order and direct that all criminal lunatics then in custody in any lunatic asylum 
•* or gaol, or who shall thereafter be in custody, shall be removed to such asylum, 
" and shall be kept therein, so long as such lunatics respectively shall be detained 
** in custody." If such be the strict letter of the law, and that the 8th & 9th 
Victoria debars the Lord Lieutenant of discretionary jurisdiction in the matter, 
the asylum at Dundrum will require immediate enlargement for fully two hundred 
and fifty inmates; or else a new clause must be introduced to obviate the difficulty^ 
by giving his Excellency a power of selection. 

We have already mentioned that the total number of lunatics in the establish- 
ment was 126. The following Table affords a general abstract of their state: — 
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From the preceding analysis it appears that twenty-eight, or nearly a fourth 
of the whole number of patients, are recovered or convalescent, fifteen of whom 
have become so within the last two years. Had these twenty-eight been ordinary 
inmates of an asylum, they would have been set free, each after a probation of 
about six 'weeks; but in the Dundrum Asylum their sojourn is much more 
lengthened and indefinite, as even under the most favourable circumstances we 
would not submit the proposition of a discharge without an unbroken restoration 
of mind, coupled with exemplary good conduct^ for a twelvemonth, as the very 
shortest period. 

One patient alone, a respectable married female, who destroyed her infant whilst 
labouring under puerperal mania, has been liberated since the date of our last 
Report. We shall have occasion, however, in the course of the present year, to 
lay before his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, for his consideration, seven or 
eight cases as fit subjects for fireedonu Of these cases three were acquitted of 
homicide ; but being now for over four years under our inunediate supervision, - 
and certified by the attendant physicians to be firee of every symptom of mental 
derangement, at the same time that they have been uniformly qmet, industriousi 
and well conducted, we feel justified in the course we propose — ^the more so as; 
they undertake to emigrate ; two having alreadj received money for the passage, 
out to join their families. 

Independent of the exercise of clemency Itself '-—in a moral point of view— th^ 
very fact of opening the gates of an asyliun, such as the Dundrum^ and afTonUng 
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egress to objects deemed worthy of it, produces a beneficial and tranquillizing Liberation of 

influence over those who remain behind, and who, if finding no prospective hope of crimiDal lunatics. 

freedom on recovery, but obliged to regard their future doom as the companions of 

madmen, might, from their very numbers, become most dangerous and difficult 

to control. There are two individuals both respectably connected, acquitted 

of very aggravated assaults, who being now, and, indeed, since their transference 

to the asylum, quite well, might be liberated ; but as the parties on whom the 

assaults were committed (one the father, the other a solicitor) object to their 

enlargement, in deference to strong personal apprehensions, and aware of the 

responsibility we might incur, if any thing untoward subsequently took place, 

we are unwilling to interfere. In the course of time, however, should those 

justifiable fears subside, or if some arrangement can be effected by us, between 

the various parties, we trust they may then participate in the same consideration 

extended by Government to others. 

The 10th section of the Act empowers the Lord laeutenant to order the Insane convicts, 
removal of convicts under sentence of transportation or imprisonment, who may 
become insane, to the Central Asylum. There are at present five individuals in it 
under the provisions of this clause ; two are recovered, so that their cases will be 
communicated immediately for the decision of the Lord Lieutenant, as to what 
course he may direct in their regard — one, a female, condenmed to ten years' 
transportation for arson, five of which have already expired ; the other, a man 
convicted of stealing cattle, the period of his sentence will end within a twelve- 
month. The other three would seem to be incurable, in which case, at the close 
of their penal confinement^ they will be handed over to their friends^ or sent to 
the asylum of the district to which they respectively belong. In this maimer 
vacancies are legitimately effected, so as to meet the demands on it as a Govern- 
ment institution. 

With respect to lunatics charged with offences, but untried and unarraigjied. Lunatics charged 
the practice has been, both previous and subsequent to the erection of the ^jth offences un- 
asylum at Dundrum, to transfer such parties from gaol to their respective *"®^" 
district asylums, thence, in case of recovery, to stand their trial at the next 
assizes or quarter sessions, according to the nature of the charge. Independent of 
ipinor cases, the result has been, in two instances, on which we reported in due 
course, that a verdict of wilful murder was returned against the parties ; punish- 
ment, however, was remitted, in consequence of extenuating circumstances, firom 
death to transportation for life. The third was found guilty of manslaughter. 

We have now a patient in the institution, a man of the middle class in life. Recovered lunatics 
who has shown no symptoms of insanity for more than a twelvemonth ; he was ^ be sent for trial, 
arraigned, in the summer assizes of 1849, at Cork, for the murder of his w^ife; 
but it appearing to a jury empannelled for the purpose that, from his state of 
mind, he could not plead to the indictment, he was transmitted by a warrant 
of the Lord Lieutenant from gaol to the county asylum, and afterwards, on its 
opening, to the Central, at Dundrum. Being apparently restored to reason, should 
nothing, meanwhile, interfere, it will be duly submitted to the law officers of the 
crown, that at the ensuing Cork assizes he be tried for the offence with which 
he is charged.. 

Whilst on the subject of criminality, and its legal modifications in regard Importance of ju- 
to lunatics, we would most respectfully observe, that in our opinion it would dicially inquiring 
be very desirable in all important cases, as when a party is acquitted, on the V^^^J^® an^ece- 
plea of lunacy, of murder, or of a serious attempt on the life of another, that lanatics. 
the antecedents to the act should at the time be judicially investigated. Once 
insanity is established — and it generally happens to be the first point urged in 
defence — the case closes ; and those exciting causes, or incidental circumstances, 
likely to modify the judgment of the court in regard to a prisoner thoroughly 
responsible for his conduct are left unquestioned. Thus the lunatic labours 
under a disadvantage in one respect ; for, though acquitted of a moral crime, he 
may still become the penal sufferer by a more lengthened confinement. Amongst 
other instances under our, cognizam;e, as illustrative of this view, we shall refer 
to three: the first, that of a man in the Central. Asyliun, who it was proved, Particular cases, 
whilst labouring under maniacal excitement from jealousy towards his wife in 
consequence of her supposed freedom of conduct, committed homicide. On re- 
covery from his insanity he was brought to trial, when the fact was proved. This 
person is now quite sane, and has been so for some years. The second instance 
we may adduce in the person of a man who, in a scuffle, inflicted a wound, which 
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ultimately caused death ; he was acquitted on the plea of being deranged at the 
time of the occurrence. The third is one of a peculiar character, for the indivi- 
dual in question, acquitted also on the plea of insanity, complains that he has 
thereby been most unfairly and harshly treated ; that he never was deranged ; 
that the offence he committed was the result of the hardship and injustice he 
suffered at the hands of another, and of his consequent anger and excitement ; 
and that had he been tried regularly, and found guilty, he would have escaped 
with a comparatively short imprisonment. 

The records alone of the fact of trial, and the cause of acquittal, exist in 
these and similar cases ; but it would be most satisfactory if such records were 
coupled with the official information of attendant circumstances, in order that, 
when submitting them to the consideration of the Lord Lieutenant, we might be 
enabled to furnish ample materials for his Excellency's decision; and to satisfy 
ourselves we were justified in stating them* So long as an asylum — no matter 
under what denomination, be it even that of criminal — is made the receptacle of 
our unfortunate fellow creatures, who, in the hour of grievous mental derange* 
ment, have committed offences, in themselves the most appalling, or of those who, 
subsequent to sentence, may lose their reason altogether, so long its inmates 
have a claim on our kindliest sympathies ; it ceases, however, to fulfil its object 
if, throu;;h a mistaken benevolence, or from want of a scrutiny into the particu- 
lars of each case, it should become the residence of parties for whom it was not 
legitimately intended, or should an immunity for the undeserving be secured 
within its precincts. 

Reverting to the table already given, we find of the twenty-eight lunatics 
returned as cured, twelve are homicides ; of them, nine are males, and three 
females. The total admitted homicides, up to the present, being thirty-five 
males, and nineteen females. The most frequent kind of homicide among the 
men is wife murder. No less than eight committed this offence, independent 
of those who attempted it, but fortunately without effect. This fact, at first 
sight, might seem to argue less constancy, fidelity, and tenderness with the male 
sex; but there are strong causes to explain away, or, at least, reduce the force 
of the conclusion ; for it is well known, that, occasionally, among the first and 
most marked symptoms of the disease with lunatics may be reckoned a mistrust 
and aversion to members of their own family, and to those particularly with 
whom they had been united by the strongest ties of affection, and who, if physi- 
cally weaker, in case any control is attempted, are most exposed to suffer fronj 
their violence. On the other hand, we have no record of a female killing her 
husband, the most common mode of destruction among women being infanti- 
cide, of which there was lately a very melancholy instance in the Asylum. 
Great commiseration is, no doubt, due to many who come within this category ; 
for we can fully imagine how shame and anguish must weigh on an unfortunate 
and betrayed female, with enfeebled system, what strong temptations induce 
her to evade the censure of the world in the destruction of the evidence of 
her guilt, by a crime that outrages her most powerful instinct, maternal love of 
offspring. The thought of such a fearful exposure no doubt may lead to some sudden 
and impulsive act, for which, as generally happens, she is judged with the utmost 
leniency ; but still, unless the deed is accompanied with, and followed by distinct 
symptoms of insanity, the difficult question presents itself to us: Is such a person — 
sane immediately after the act, sane at trial, and sane on admission — ^to remain 
for life — or, if not for life, for what period — the inmate of an asylum, and the 
associate of lunatics ? 

With regard to the existence of particular fixed tendencies among the insane, 
we are sure it will be both agreeable and interesting to your Excellency to be 
informed, that although the Dundrum Asylum is specially erected for criminal 
lunatics, and contains so many who have deprived their fellow creatures of 
existence, our experience of its inmates would almost, ignore propensities of a 
decidedly homicidal character, although there are some patients in it with 
marked suicidal inclinations. We are aware of three only who have evinced 
this destructive propensity — a convict, from Spike Island, sentenced to trans- 
portation for burglary, and two men who committed murder; one of them, 
however, cannot be considered as innately malevolent, for he labours under a 
double delusion, inasmuch as he thinks if he can succeed in killing some person 
he will thereby obtain his freedom here, and secure heaven hereafler. We 
would therefore, in a spirit of humanity, be disposed to infer that some of the 
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most serious offenders in the Asylum have become so more from accidental 
causes than from an original malignity of disposition. 

Revolving on the whole class of homicides and those who have committed Responsibility, 
dangerous assaults on the person, it is difficult to assign how far responsibility 
may or may not be occasionally attached to certain individual acts. When 
persons are thoroughly insane it is clear they are accountable for no crime, 
however frightful in itself; practically, however, from experience we would 
conclude that lunacy has not always been so developed as to destroy every 
idea of right and wrong, and a consequent feeling of responsibility ; whilst it 
may have happened in a case or two within our cognizance that insanity was 
assumed to escape the ends of justice. 

The difficulties thrown in the way of liberating lunatics from the Central Observations with 
Asylum after recovery, and the length of their subsequent detention — ^for it is reference to the 
only by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, based upon the certificate of the physi- ^^sc^a-yge of 
cians and the final report of the inspectors, that they are set free — has afforded ^nency*of cure! 
some precise information on a point which is not so satisfactorily arrived at in 
ordinary institutions, from which patients are promptly discharged — viz., the per- 
manency of cure. We have several cases where the parties seemed to have recovered 
their reason perfectly, and relapsed. One man (a homicide) who was steady and 
rational for nearly three years, became, without apparent cause, suddenly and 
boisterously insane ; and now again, at an interval of four months, is tranquil 
and quite collected. Another, who came in highly excited, continued so, with 
little variation, for two years, when he rapidly got well to all appearance, 
remained so about eighteen months, and is now again as bad as ever. Some 
continue well for months, and then relapse ; and all while under the favourable 
circumstances which comfort, regularity, and a healthy residence can produce. 
A peculiarity has hitherto marked these recurrent attacks — with one exception, 
they have been confined to the male sex. 

Occasionally, too, it has come within our observation that a perfect restora- Fixity of delusion 
tion of the mental powers takes place, so far as can be judged by an undeviating 
reasonableness of conduct and conversation, although the original delusion, which 
led to acts the most insane, continues in full force. We gave, in a former report, 
the details of a case where the captain of a ship killed seven of his crew at a short 
distance off Cork harbour. For twelve consecutive years, this man had periodical 
attacks of violent madness; within the last four, however, he has shown no 
symptom whatever of disease ; his time is principally devoted to pious reading ; 
though never spoken to on the subject of his offence, (according to an established 
rule m the Asylum), still, of his own accord, he has lately expressed his conviction 
that the crew actually mutinied with intent to murder him. The delusion is thus 
as fixed as ever, and, did a second opportunity present itself, the consequences, 
as far as depended on him, might, under similar circumstances, be alike unfortunate. 

As may be supposed, in an institution such as the Dundrum Asylum, many of 
the patients are at times highly excited and intractable ; others morose and 
reserved; as if, in the sort of twilight intelligence they retained, their minds were 
engrossed with one train of ideas, or some painful remembrance of the past. 

Among others we have a remarkable case of this character in a homicide, who Peculiarities 
for five years, with only three exceptions, where he suddenly made some short among lunatics, 
and angry observations, has maintained an unbroken silence ; he smiles occa- . 
sionally, if he hears any thing amusing, but never condescends to laugh. This 
man will stand with his head bent to his chest for four or five hours together in 
the same exact position, and resist being moved simply by the vis inertise ; yet he 
goes, when called, to his meals, and behaves most correctly at table. At the female 
side too, there is an infanticide, very taciturn and reserved, with a strong predis- 
position to self-destruction ; her attempts are always with broken glass, which 
she endeavours to secrete ; scissors and knives may be safely entrusted to her, 
A gloom hangs over this woman, her conversation is most rational — ^in the one 
object alone, and by the one mode of attaining it, is her insanity displayed. We 
mention these individual cases as characteristic of many, and thus illustrating to 
your Excellency, on subjects more or less professional, that general information 
wiiich we would desire to convey. 

With the exception of two attempts at life, but neither fatal, we have had no Attempts at life, 
serious cases to refer to officially since the date of our last report. In the first 
instance, a lunatic inflicted a deep wound on his own neck with a razor ; in 
the second, a convict from Spike Island, at the time deemed quite harm- 
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less (but who has since evinced a cold malignant disposition), stealthily getting 
behind one of his companions, whose verses and sarcasms give occasional annoy- 
ance, struck him on the head with a piece of iron he had secreted for the purpose, 
causing a large compound fracture, through which a considerable quantity of brain 
was discharged. Dr. Harrison, the Visiting Physician, was in immediate attendance, 
and removed several pieces of depressed bone ; after remaining comatose for four 
days, the man recovered rapidly, without an unfavourable symptom, and without 
the slightest change or remission of his insanity. By a strange coincidence this 
patient was noted for his memory, and the accuracy with which he repeated a 
long string of words the most incongruous. The wound, with a considerable loss 
of brain, was (phrenologically speaking) exactly in the region of the organ of 
memory ; his recollection, however, continues quite unimpaired. 

Two patients effected an escape ; but it was only temporary. A young man 
forced himself through the iron gratings of a sewer at the end of the grounds ; 
he was discovered and brought back on the third day ; and a woman, at night, 
having unbarred her window-shutter, got into the airing yard, and from it over 
the boundary wall. She was nearly a month absent, concealed by her friends. 

Within the period of the present report, the same order, regularity, and clean- 
liness heretofore noticed by us, have been maintained throughout the various 
departments of the Asylum. The lunatics, as a body, seem equally industrious and 
well-conducted, owing to a system of kindness which is uniformly carried out in 
their regard, under the direction of the Resident Physician, Dr. Corbet, and of the 
Matron ; and though the institution is, both from its nature and its name, a 
place of detention and safe custody, no coercion or restraint is employed to render 
it diffierent in appearance from ordinary establishments for the insane. 

We are happy to state that no epidemic of any kind visited the institution 
since its opening. The inmates have been all through particularly healthy, as is 
best proved by the fact, that the average mortality is under one per cent., three 
only having died within the last two years ; one from general -debility, the others 
from continued epileptic attacks. 

With respect to the attendance of clergymen at the Asylum, we legard it prac- 
tically of great utility, as being conducive to the tranquillity, satisfaction, and 
good conduct of the patients. The Protestant and Roman Catholic chaplains are 
equally zealous and equally judicious in their public and private ministrations; 
they officiate every Sunday in the chapel common to both persuasions, and each 
visits on an average twice a week. The utmost cordiality exists between all the 
inmates on matters of religion, and we are unacquainted with a single instance of 
a disposition to indulge in party or sectarian feelings. 

'J'he constant employment of the lunatics, both in and out of doors, at trades 
and on the farm, materially tends to their quietude ; being thus usefully occupied, 
and having also various opportunities of recreation, the tedium of confinement is 
diminished to the convalescents, who fully understand that after recovery, their 
chance of liberty depends, in a great measure, on their own behaviour. 

The grounds are now tastefully and judiciously laid out, about ten acres being 
under vegetables and cereal crops, independent of meadow, and pleasure gardens; 
and, as in November next, eight additional acres will come into possession, we 
hope to procure cows for the supply of milk and butter, by which a certain 
diminution in the yearly expenditure will be effected. 

The want of a suitable farm-yard and out-offices has been much felt; but as 
the Treasury, some time since, made the necessary advances to the Board of 
Works ior this very desirable object, we trust they will be completed before the 
close of the coming autumn. A further sum on estimate has been also placed to 
the credit of the Board for a gas apparatus, the lighting of the institution being 
heretofore deficient. However, as it now appears that gas can be procured from 
the Dundrum railroad station, by laying down pipes to it, a distance of about 
three quarters of a mile, and with, probably, a less expense, the latter arrange- 
ment would be more desirable for the immediate neighbourhood, as thus the smoke 
from a gasometer would be avoided. It will be, however, necessary to have the 
grounds coming into the possession of the Asylum enclosed by suitable walls, 
similar to those erected, about eight feet in height, independent of a sunk fence 
from two to three feet deep. When these various improvements are effected, the 
whole establishment will be in a most satisfactory condition. 

The general expense of supporting the Dundrum Asylum will be found 
greater than that in ordinary institutions for the insane, principally in conser 
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quence of the staff being more numerous for the safe custody of the peculiar 
classes confined in it, and from the somewhat higher rate of wages paid to the 
attendants there than elsewhere, from the more responsible nature of their duties* 
The average cost last year amounted to £26 156. 3d. ; that of the preceding year 
to -£25 1 9^. Sd. The monies necessary for the maintenance of the establishment 
are obtained through quarterly applications from this oflBce to the Treasury, and 
are expended by the resident physician, who sends in a monthly return in detail 
to the Inspectors, with receipts, &c., &c.; all of which, being duly examined, are 
forwarded by us, with a certificate of their correctness, to the Commissioners for 
auditing Public Accounts. 

We have on former occasions recorded the satisfactory manner in which the Efficiency of the 
officers and servants of this Asylum fulfil their respective duties, and in concluding staC 
these our observations relative to the Central Asylum at Dundrum, and which, 
we trust, will be found to embrace every point of interest and importance since 
the period of our last Report, we, with equal justice and willingness, refer the 
continued beneficial working of the establishment to the same parties and to the 
system of management, medical and moral, carried out by the visiting and resident 
physicians, in accordance with the code of rules drawn up by the Inspectors and 
sanctioned by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council 



Your Excellency is aware that private lunatic asylums in this country are Private aaylums. 
placed under our supervision by the 5th and 6th Vic, c. 107, the 10th clause 
of which Act directs, that the inspectors annually report on their general 
condition to the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord Chancellor, at the same time 
afibrding such particulars in reference to them as may be deemed advisable. 
We have accordingly done so, our two last private Reports being addressed 
(in the interval between the present and the last Parliamentary or General 
Report) to your Excellency's immediate predecessor, the Earl of St. Germans, Reports to the 
and to the Right Honourable Maziere Brady. In these reports we stated, that Lord Lieutenant 
it continued to be our particular study in the discharge of the duties, as ^ ^^ ^^^' 
defined by the above-named Act, and more especially the thirty-fourth section 
thereof, to examine minutely into the system of management, classification, and 
mode of treatment adopted in these establishments ; and to impress upon the 
various proprietors the obligations imposed upon them to provide for the com- 
forts and conveniences of those confided to their charge, in a manner commen- 
surate with the payment they receive for each patient, not only by affording 
them a good and siifficient dietary, served with propriety and attention to social 
observances, comfortable apartments, and domestic accommodations becoming 
their position in life, but also in regard to occupations, amusements, and the 
proper employment of time — all objects of paramoxmt importance, the due atten- 
tion to which is of no less moment for certain classes of the insane than for per- 
sons in the full possession of their mental faculties. 

The number of private asylums in operation at present is the same as men- Number of private 
tioned in our last Report ; the lunatics, however, have increased by thirty-six, a asylums, 
circumstance corroborative of a fact which our experience in public institutions 
fully bears out, that insanity is not on the decline in this country, proportionate 
with the reduction in the general population. 

The improvements observable from year to year, since the passing of the Act, 
afford the strongest proof of the foresight and wisdom of the Legislature in 
thus particularizing the duties of the inspectors, and giving them the authority 
of an Act of Parliament to enter into details, and the mode of conducting these 
establishments, as also to correct any abuses or irregularities they may find to 
exist in them. 

At the date of our First Annual Report, which was made in the year 1843, Increase of 
twelve months after the passing of the 5th and 6th Victoria, the patients con- I'l^tios. 
fined in private licensed asylums amounted to 373, of whom 161 were males, 
and 212 females. From that period up to the present they have been annually 
increasing, there being under treatment on the 1st January, 1855, 459, viz., 252 
males, and 207 females ; showing an increase of eighty-six lunatics, or twenty- 
three per cent, on the number under treatment a year after the Act had come 
into operation. 
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The most remarkable feature in the above statement is the variation in the 
proportion of the sexes, the females having exceeded the males in 1843 by fifty-one, 
and the males exceeding the females in 1854 by forty-five. This variation we 
find, by reference to the registry kept in our office, is owing to the circumstance 
that immediately after the passing of the Act, a far greater number of aged 
females, labouring under chronic lunacy, than of males, were sent to the various 
private asylums, their friends being desirous, when an opportunity occurred, to 
place them in establishments where more comfort and attention could be secured 
to them than in their own houses. 

In the course of ten years, as might be reasonably expected, many of these 
parties died, and hence the present comparative diminution in the numbers of 
that sex. 

Of the 459 patients under treatment at the date of our returns, 132 are set down 
as curable, and 281, exclusive of forty-six idiots and epileptics, as probably 
incurable. Of those, however, designated in their certificates of admission as 
"probably incurable," we have found by experience, from the improved system 
of treatment now adopted — mildness and judicious management (with constant 
care and vigilance on the part of the attendants) having superseded mechanical 
restraint and a less solicitous regard to the feelings and comforts of these afflicted 
persons — that many become so far relieved as to be enabled to return to their 
families, and although with impaired understandings, yet capable, to a certain 
extent, of enjoying the pleasures of their domestic circles, a degree of recovery 
that scarcely ever was attained under the old system by the class of lunatics in 
question. 

The idiotic and epileptic patients bear but a small proportion to the aggregate 
numbers in private asylums, the former being only thirty-six, viz., twenty-two 
males, and fourteen females ; the latter ten, of whom one only is a female. 

Having investigated into the history of lunacy as regards certain families, fii'om 
our personal knowledge of the members affected by it in asylums, we would 
refer to continued intermarriages, and direct hereditary predisposition, no incon- 
siderable amount of the cases that have come under our observation, the malady 
frequently developing itself in the third and fourth generation, and, what may 
appear extraordinary, leaving the second unaffected. 

Generally speaking, when such predisposition exists amongst the immediate 
or exciting causes, whether physical or moral, none will be found more prevalent 
than intemperance and dissipation ; so intimately, indeed, in many cases, is a 
love of drinking associated with insanity, that it often becomes most difficult to 
decide whether it be a symptom or merely a result of the disorder. The official 
management of patients labouring under depraved moral affections is attended 
with difficulty, and needs much discretion on our part, from the plausibility of the 
arguments they adduce when under restraint, and the injustice of which they 
complain at being unnecessarily deprived of liberty, or, more truly speaking, of the 
opportunity to indulge in a reckless dissipation. A majority of the relapsed cases 
sent to private asylums, and composed of the classes in question, is for the most 
part carried off^ by repeated attacks of paralysis. 

It will be observed in Table No. 2 that of those under treatment on the 1st of 
January, nearly one-half — 223 patients — were of mature age, or from forty to 
sixty years; 152 from twenty to forty; and only five persons under twenty; the 
remainder being all advanced in life, or over sixty. With reference to this return, 
it may be stated that early in life, and more particularlv when curative treatment 
is had recourse to on the first appearance of the malady, the mental faculties are 
more susceptible, and yield more easily to moral and medical influences ; so that 
it frequently happens, under these favourable circumstances, that a few months 
kre sufficient, if not to establish a cure, to afford, at least, well-founded anticipa- 
tions of ultimate recovery. On the other hand, when the friends of lunatics, from 
mistaken kindness, and motives of delicacy, neglect for a long time to place 
them in an asylum, or to pursue a judicious line of management in their regard, 
or, above all, when insanity is developed late in life, the probability of recovery 
becomes slight indeed ; the mental, like the corporeal faculties, possessing, in 
advanced age, less recuperative powers. Thus the disproportion just referred to 
may be fairly accounted for. 

In Table " No. 3" will be found a synopsis of the general social condition of 
piatients, the unmarried predominating to a very large extent, there being 
354 single or unmarried and 105 married — majority of unmarried, 249; in the 
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two preceding years it was 253 and 241, respectively ; thus showing a uniformity 
of scale on this head. 

With regard to occupations, professions, &c., there is no material alteration, 
on the whole, since the date of our last public Report in 1853. 

It may be worthy of mention, however, in reference to particular professions, 
that the number of insane persons belonging to the army and navy is about the 
same now as in 1843 ; being in 1843 — army, 23 ; navy, 3. In 1854 — army, 25 ; 
navy, 3 ; while the number belonging to the church has increased over threefold, 
viz., from 6 to 19; to the law, twofold — from 9 to 18 (being an average of 1 
insane person in every 220 of these two professions, respectively, that of the 
general population bemg estimated at about 1 in every 750) ; of the medical 
profession, during the same period, from 4 to 6; students of all classes, 6 to 16. 
Those under the heading "No Occupation" are mainly comprised of females and 
persons of independent fortune. 

During the two years there were 94 patients discharged cured, which reaches App. No.l5,p.56. 
34 per cent, on the admissions; relieved, 55; incurable, 13; died, 45. 

Among the deaths, we regret to report the occurrence of one case by suicide, Case of suicide. 

that of an unmarried lady. Miss J , aged 43, who was admitted into the 

asylum on the 31st May, labouring under a violent attack of mania. From the 
evidence given on the inquest, held by the coroner for the county, it appeared 
that injunctions had been given to the servant in whose charge the lunatic was 
placed, not to leave her for a moment until she was relieved by some other nurs^ 
or attendant. Four days after admission, she having, as she stated in her evidence, 
other duties to perform, left the lunatic alone, trusting to a strait waistcoat which 
she put on (without the knowledge of the Superintendent) for security. Returning 

shortly after, she found Miss J suspended from the rail of her bed, by 

the cord or lace of the strait waistcoat, of which she had, by some means not 
accounted for, managed to divest herself. Life at the time was quite extinct. A 
minute inquiry took place at the inquest, in presence of the brothers of the 
deceased lady, who felt satisfied that no blame lay with the proprietor ; as, had 
the attendant strictly adhered to the instructions which she admitted had been 
issued, the unfortunate occurrence could not have taken place. A verdict in 
accordance with the facts was found by the jury. 

Under all the circumstances connected with the foregoing accident, the only 
course that presented itself, and which was immediately acted upon by direc- 
tions from this office, was to dismiss the attendant, and to impress u[)on the 
others, from the example before them, the great responsibility under which they 
lie, to pay implicit obedience to the instructions they receive, and the serious con- 
sequences that may, at any moment, follow a neglect of duty. 

Having occasion to animadvert in the year 1853 on the state of a private Issuing of 
asylum, we recommended the magistrates at quarter sessions in the October of l^^se^oes. 
that year to give a conditional licence only. At the last October sessions, one 
of the inspectors attended at the request of the justices, when the chairman 
intimated to the various proprietors their determination not to grant a licence for 
any private asylum in future, without the full approbation of the Inspectors as 
to its management in every detail. 

The licences, orders for admission, and medical certificates, notices of dis- 
charges, and deaths, &c., with two exceptions, have been generally correct, save 
in some minor points, not necessary to notice in a Report to your Excellency, 
but which points we have not omitted to observe upon to the parties themselves — 
a strict adherence both to the spirit and letter of the Act of Parliament being 
required by us. 

The first exception occurred in an establishment in the County Limerick ; the Omission to obtain 
proprietor having failed to apply for a renewal of his licence. We felt it our hc^°<5®' 
duty immediately to notify the fact to the Clerk of the Peace, for the information 
of the magistrates at quarter sessions : subsequently, however, being assured 
that the omission was not intended as an evasion of the law, and on the party 
undertaking to lodge an application for a fresh licence, to be taken into consider- 
ation at the quarter sessions next ensuing, and paying the full amount of fees for 
which he was liable in the first instance, we did not deem it necessary to interfere 
further. 

The second case was that of a medical gentleman, under whose care we disco- 
vered 3 idiotic patients. Having satisfied us that he acted from ignorance of the 
law in receiving them without due authority, we forebore to institute those legal

proceedings which otherwise it would have been our duty to follow up. Finding 
his house, however, on inspection, to be well suited for the reception of ten 
patients, we directed him to take out the necessary licence, to which he 
at once acceded. We think, with due care and some improvements that have 
been suggested to him, this establishment will ultimately become a very useful 
one for the reception and treatment of incurables and idiotic patients. 

We shall not unnecessarily trouble your Excellency by references to individual 
cases, which have been officialy brought under our observation, and on which we 
have duly reported ; or to lunatics confined singly in unlicensed houses, many 
instances of which we have become acquainted with during the past year, and in 
whose regard we have either personally or by letter communicated with their 
family or friends, for the purpose of bettering their condition, either by a change 
of residence, or by additional means of support. 

The returns of single lunatics under the Act 5 & 6 Vic.,c.l23, sec. 36, are by no 
means regular. The law is easily evaded, so much so that unless the party in 
charge of the individual sends a voluntary intimation to the Inspector's office, we 
may say we can have none but accidental information on the subject. Patients, 
for example, are removed from asylums uncured, and we have not the means of 
tracing their subsequent abode, or even an authority to make inquiries thereon. 
Lunatics under the Lord Chancellor s protection are, no doubt, safe ; but as to 
the others, it is impossible for us to say what treatment they ultimately receive. 
We are strongly inclined to think that all insane persons, w hether placed on pen- 
sion or otherwise, should be inspected from time to time, and individual Reports 
made to the Lord Chancellor in each case. 

Referring to the annexed tables for the statistics of lunacy both in public and 
in private asylums, as obtained by us, through returns from these several institu- 
tions, and which are duly registered in this office.

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* Se^. 10. Thd Treasury may adrance money to the Inspectors, by way of imprest, for the 
purposes of this Act. 

Sec. 11. On death of licensed person, the Justices at next general Quarter Sessions 
may confirm the licence to another person. 

Sec. 12. When any licensed person becomes incapable^ or the house is rendered unfit, 
the Justices may grant a new licence. 

Sec 13. The Lord Lieutenant or Lord Chancellor is empowered to reroke licences on 
the recommendation of the Inspectors. 

Sec. 14. Patients not to bo admitted into licensed houses without an order and medicttl 
certificate, according to the form annexed to this Act. Penalty for receiving patients 
without order and medical certi6cate. 

Sec. 15. Form and particulars of medical certificate to warrant reception of an insane 
person. Certificate not to be signed by medical men interested by themselves or their 
relatives in such houses. 

Sec. 16. Notice of the admission of every insane person to be transmitted to the 
Inspectors within two clear days, on pain of being deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 17. Escape, death, or removal of insane patients to be notified to the Inspectors 
vrithin two clear days ; persons Aeglecting to give such notice shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Sec. 18. Licensed houses to be visited by a physician, &c., once a fortnight, Vfhen not 
kept by a medical man. 

Sec. 19. Inspectors may alter the periodical visits of medical attendant^. 

Sec. 20. Inspectors to visit licensed houses once in eveiy six months. 

Sec. 21. Duties of Inspectors. 

Sec. 22. Plan of house and copy of Act to be kept at every licensed house. Inspectors 

to make minutes and transmit same to Gerk of Peace. 

Sec. 23. Clerk of Peace to submit same to Justices at Quarter Sessions, when the 
question of renewing licence comes to be considered. 

Sec. 24. Concealment from Inspectors of any part of house or prcfmises, or at any 
patient, to be considered a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 25. Patients' Book to be kept in every licensed house, and produced to Inq>ectors 
tt each visit. 

Sec. 26. Penalty on omission to produce the books at Inspectors' visit. 

Sec. 27. Inspectors to give special attention to patients of whose ksanity doubts may 
exist, and to make note thereof in the patients' book. 

Sec. 28. Inspectors empowered to liberate patients, subject to certain rules, after two 
distinct and separate visits. 

Sea 29. Not less than fourteen days to intervene between the first and second visits. 
Notice of such special visits to be given by the Inspectors. 

Sec. 30. Mode of serving notice. 

Sec. 31. Power of liberation not to extend to persons found lunatic by inquisition, 
or confined under any order or authority of the Lord Lieutenant, or of any Criminal Court 
of Justice. 

Sec. 32. Inspectors upon receiving information upon oath (which oath they are 
empowered to administer) that any malpractice has taken place vvhich cannot be 
ascertained during the day, may visit and mspect at such hour of the nighi as they shall 
think fit. 

Sec. 33. The Inspectors are authorized to give information relative to any person 
ocMined, if such is sought for, and provided they think the inquiry reasonable. 

Sec. 34. Particulars of inquiries to be made by Inspectors on their visits, as to system 
(ft treatment, classification, attendants, occupations, and amusements, mesial and bodily 
condition of patients, &c. 

Sec. 35. Inspectors to report to the Lord Lieutenant and Lord Chanoelloar. 

Sec. 36. No person, unless he be a guardian, &c., shall receive a lunatic to board and 
lodge in an unlicensed house, without the l^e order and oMdiical cecrtifieiites as are 
required for admission into a Ucensed house, under pain of being ^eenaed pialty ^ 
a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 37. Copy of such order and medical certificates to be transmitted within tjnee 
ealendar months to the Inspectors ; and an annual certificate im case the lunatic remidns. 
Omission made a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 38. The Lord Chancellor may direct the Lispectors to make special visits to any 
person confined as a lunatic, and report to him on their case. 

Sec 39. Luipectors empowered to call in a physician, &c., when visiting any Ucensed 
house.

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Sec. 40. Lord Chancellor may appoint counsel to assist at any investigation under 
this Act. 

Sec. 41. Payment of Inspectors' expenses. * 

Sec. 42. On the death or discharge of patient, the order, medical certificates, &c., may 
be delivered up to the Lord Chancellor ta be cancelled, and the patient's name erased 
from the registry.

Srevention of offences by insane persons, and Acts respecting District Asylums; and 
eclares the Asylum in Cork a District Asylum. 

Sec. 1. The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to purchase lands and erect 
suitable buildings for Central Asylum.

Sec. 12. Enacts that the Lord Lieutenant may direct persons under sentence of imprison- 
ment, &c., who may become insane, to be removed to Central Asylum. 

Sec. 13. The District Asylums may receive as many lunatics as they can accommodate^ 
the number to be fixed by the Lord Lieutenant. 
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Sec, 14. The Lord Lieutenant may from time to time direct the enlargement of any 
District Asylum, or the purchase of additional ground. Orders in Council for such 
purposes to be published in the Dublin Gazette. 

Sec. 15. Existing Asylums, or additional buildings, may be appropriated for the exclusive 
reception of particular classes of lunatics, by order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council. 

Sec. 16. Extends the provisions of 1 & 2 Geo. IV.. c. 33, 7 Geo. IV., c. 14, and 11 Geo. 
IV. c. 22, to this Act, except as regards the Central Asylum. 

Sec. 17. Amends sec. 2 of 7 Geo. IV., c. 14, relative to the manner of proceeding when 
any county is removed from one district to another. No money to be repaid to such 
county by the district to which it originally belonged, save only for the erecting and 
establishing of the Asylum. 

Sec. 18. Lunatics to be removed from Houses of Industry, and from lunatic wards 
attached thereto, when extension and enlargement of District Asylums is completed. 

Sec. 19. Declares Cork Lunatic Asylum a District Asylum for the County and City of 
Cork. Powers of former Acts to take effect in its regard. 

-Sec. 2Q. Grand Juries to present monies for Support and maintenance, after the manner 
provided in respect of other Asylums. 

Sec. 21. Vests the Cork Asylum in the Commissioners, under 1 & 2 Geo. IV., c. 33. 

Sec. 22. Empowers the Lord Lieutenant to make rules and regulations for the holding 
of lectures by medicatl attendants of Central Asylum or of the District Asylums. 

Sec. 23. Enacts that the Lord Lieutenant may appoint Inspectors of Lunatics, in whom 
the functions exercised "by inspectors-General of Prisons, as regards Lunatic Asylums, 
shall merge. 

Sec. 24. Duties of Inspectors : to visit Asylums, and make such inquiries into the 
management thereof, and in reference to the lunatics therein detained, as to them shall 
seem meet. 

Sec. 25. A registry of admissions, discharges, &c.> to 1)e kept in the form of Schedule 
annexed to this Act ; also a medical journal. 
Sec. 26. Interpretation clause. 
Sec. 27. Act to extend only to Ireland. 
Sec. 28. This Act may bo amended or repealed in present Session.

Enacts that the sums expended by the Poor Law Commissioners in supporting 
certain lunatics removed from the Richmond District Asylum to the House of Industry at 
Island Bridge, shall be repaid to them ; and such lunatics shall be supported as long as 
they remain in the House of Industry from funds levied in the same manner as if they 
were maintained in the District Asylum. 

In case of change of districts, &c., the monies for erecting and establishing the 
Asylums to be repsdd by instalments, in the maimer to be directed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

107, which required 
an order from the Lord Lieutenant to authorize the discharge of a person committed as a 
dangerous lunatic from a District Asylum ; and enacts that such person may be discharged 
on medical certificate that they are of sound mind, or have ceased to be dangerous.

APPENDIX No. 16. 

Further Rules Defining the Duties of Chaplains in Lunatio Asylums. 
By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland, 

St. Germans, 

Whereas, by an Order of this Board, of the 27th March, 1843, certain General Rules 
were made, framed, and established for the good conduct and management of the several 
District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. And Whereas, by another Order of this Board, 
bearing date the 1 3th of April, 1844, certain alterations in the said Rules and Regulations 
were made. 

And Whereas it is expedient that certain further Rules should be added thereunto. 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, by virtue of the powers 
given unto us by the statutes in that case made and provided do order and direct that the 
following further Rules shall be added unto, and form a part of, the said Rules and Regu- 
lations, made, framed, and established as aforesaid. 

1. That the respective Boards of Governors, the Managers, and Matrons of the District 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, do afford every facility to the admission of the several Chap- 
lains appointed thereto, in order to enable them to officiate according to their respective 
creeds, and to afford religious instruction and consolation to all patients, except such as 
shall be declared by the Physician to be unfit and incapable of understanding the nature 
of the service, and of appreciating the effects of Religion. 

2. That the Chaplains shall attend on Sundays, as well as on other days appointed by 
the ordinances of their respective Churches, for religious service, which shall be performed 
at such hours as shall be agreed upon as most convenient to the Clergymen of each Church ; 
and they shall in cases of illness visit at any time when noticed to do so. 

3. That controversial subjects shall be scrupulously avoided, both in public service and 
in private visitations. 

4. That each patient shall, during his sojourn in the Asylum, be visited solely by the 
Clergyman of the religion to which he belonged on his admission, and under the deno- 
mination of which he is registered. 

5. That each Chaplain do keep a separate Monthly Book, in which he shall state the 
duties performed ; the number of visits to each patient ; the number of patients and 
servants attending divine service ; and the general results of his religious ministrations ; 
with such other observations as he may think proper ta make : and that he submit the 
same, when required, to the Inspectors, the Governors, and Physician of the Asylum. 

6. And we do hereby further order and direct that the Thirteenth General Rule, made 
by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council on the 27th March, 1843, be annulled as regards 
the patients of the religious denominations of the respective Chaplains; but that the 
said Rule shall be in force as to all oth^r patients.

LAND IMPROVEMENT ACTS. 

In making our Annual Report on the working of the Land Improvement Acts, 
during the year 1854, being the Eighth since the commencement of our opera- 
tions, we have to state, that although the extent of the works at present in pro- 
gress is comparatively small, when compared with those undertaken in the years 
1848, 1849, and 1850, still it is considerable; and we still find that the introduction 
of our operations into a new locality always exerts a beneficial influence in the 
neighbourhood, and leads to the extension of the system of thorough draining and 
subsoiling adopted by us ; and when these works are followed by the improved 
system ot rotative husbandry, the result is sufficiently striking to induce imitation 
by proprietors, who execute drainage works, either with their own capital or 
through loans obtained from our Board, under the provisions of the Land 
Improvement Acts. 

Owing to the present high prices of agricultural produce, the cultivation of 
wheat has increased, and will probably continue to increase in this country ; and 
it has been observed, that the produce obtained from cold, tenacious, clayey lands, 
which have been drained and subsoiled, is superior in quality as well as quantity 
to that obtained from undrained uplands, heretofore known and valued as prime 
wheat-producing soils ; and it is now also admitted, that the wet and hereto- 
fore unproductive lands, when thorough drained to the depth of four feet or 
upwards, and subsoiled either by the spade or plough to the depth of about fifteen 
inches can be advantageously tilled, both in Autumn and early Spring; while the 
uplands, though moderately dry at the surface, are so wet and retentive of moisture 
a few inches beneath it, that ploughing cannot be successfully commenced except 
in very dry weather, either in Autumn or Spring. Hence all reflecting farmers 
see the necessity and find their advantage in thorough draining lands heretofore 
classed as dry uplands, as well as the retentive clay and moory soils. 

The striking success which has attended the deep system of thorough draining 
adopted by us, according to which the parallel drains are sunk to the depth of 
four feet, at distances of from thirty-six to forty feet apart, as compared with 
drains sunk only to the depth of two feet six inches, and twenty-four feet apart, 
shows that the injury sustained from moisture is derived rather from springs 
from beneath than from surface-water ; and experience has proved that the under 
springs are rarely met with at a less depth than from three feet six to four feet 
beneath the surface, and this fact holds good in all clayey soils or clayey loams^ 
and frequently in gravelly loams ; and hence, from the experience obtained in 
Ireland during the last seven years, the deep-draining system is now universally 
adopted, excepting where rock occurs near the surface, or where there is a 
deficiency of outfdl. 

* See also Statement for Loans, for amount remitted on acconnt of Loans adyanoed in aid of these Works. 
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The successful working of the Land Improvement Acts has been so frequently LandlrnprovtrmA* 
and so fully described in our previous Reports that it is unnecessary again to enter ""^. 

into any detail on the subject, the only impediment now experienced by landed 
proprietors in carrying out their works as rapidly and extensively as might be 
desired, being the difficulty of procuring a sufficient number of labourers at the 
proper seasons ; but the present unusually high prices for all kinds of agricultural 
produce, must give an increased stimulus to exertion, and enable proprietors^ by 
proportionably increasing the rate of wages, to attract labourers and induce them 
to undertake works of thorough draining and subsoiling by the spade. 

In the present agricultural position of this country, consequent on the extensive 
and rapid transfer of land, and the introduction of a new proprietary, the erection 
of suitable farm buildings becomes one of the most important operations in con- 
nexion with the Land Improvement Acts; and on this head we have the pleasure 
to state that there has been no diminution within the last year, notwithstanding 
the great increase in the prices of building materials, particularly in timber and 
slates, as well as in the wages of artificers and ordinary labourers. In regard to 
this department we beg to introduce an extract from the Report of Mr. James H. 
Owen, of the Architect's office of the Board, who has been entrusted with the 
inspection of the farm building operations. 

He states: — " As mentioned in a former Report, the applications for loans pro- 
" ceed very steadily, without any diminution in their number as conapared to former 
" years, which is satisfactory, inasmuch as in drainage operations there has beea 
" a material decrease during the last three years. 

•* This steady progress, in the farm buildings may be attributed to various 
** agencies now at work — emigration, and the consequent consolidation of farms^ 
" new proprietors, and thorough drainage; for nothing is more common than when 
" a proprietor has effected a change in his wet and sterile pasture Lands, and fitted 
" them to receive the plough by means of a thorotigh drabiage loan, he immediately 
"applies for n,farm building loan, to enable him to work the land under tillage. 

" Farm buildings in Ireland are, generally speaking, sui generis ; few, even 
** moderately extensive farms, are entirely under tillage, although very extensive 
« farms, particularly in the western and some in the midland counties, are devoted 
" almost exclusively to pasture; in consequence, many of the farm steadings erected 
" by means of loans obtained under the Act, have been designed to meet the 
*' requirements of a comparatively small portion of arable attached to a large area 
" of permanent pasture, a state of things well suited to the circumstances of this 
*' country, from climate, markets, &c. ; and in consequence, our Irish farm build- 
*'ings, though suited to Ireland, present a marked contrast with English and 
"Scotch steadings erected for farms of similar extent and fertility, and exhibits 
" meagre contrast with the amount of accommodation required for the system of 
" high farming as practised in England and Scotland, but which have been erected 
" at prices that would appear fabulously small when compared with the expen- 
" diture usually incurred in the sister countries." 

The number of new applications for farm buildings made during the year end- 
ing 31st December, 1854, has been twenty-eight, and the total number from the 
commencement has been 125, which are located as shown in the following 
Table:—

Progress of Drainage and other Land Improvement Works Statement of 

during the Year 1854. Expenditaw. 

In our Report for the year 1853 we stated, that up to the 31st December of 
that year the total sum applied for amounted to £4,194,002, while the gross 
amount of loans granted, deducting those relinquished was £1,911,263, leaving 
a balance on hand up to that date, exclusive of £19,838 allocated, of £68,909, 
out of the sum of £2,000,000, previously voted by Parliament. 

Up to the 31st of December, 1854, the number of applications for loans under 
the Land Improvement Acts was 3,725, amounting to the sum of £4,264,244 ; 
and the number of loans sanctioned by your Lordships, deducting those relin* 
quished, was 2,996, amounting to £1,931,316, leaving an apparent balance on 
hand of £68,684. But at the above dat^, investigations had been completed, 
and allocations made, relating to new loans not then reconunended for your 
Lordships' sanction, but which have been, or will be immediately submitted for 
approval, amounting to £5,400, le&ving an unappropriated balance of £63,284* 
out of the original fund. 

* This balance is greater than it would otherwise hare been, in confleqoeoce of the loana which 
hare been toliaqaish^ daring the year 1854, the amoant of which, is now aTai}able for ^e paipoM 
of the Act«. 
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eoHd'Iinprovettmt, The gross amount issued on loans from the commencement up to the 31st of 
'*'^ December, 1854, is £1,401,334, of which £46,479 was issued during the year 

1854. 

According to the several reports of our Inspectors, it appears that the sum of 

£1,075,550 has been expended in thorough draining, subsoiling, making fa^m 

. roads, &c., up to the 31st of December, 1854 ; and the sum of ^279,305^ being 

the amount of instalments last issued to the several proprietors, may be said to be 

in progress of expenditure. 

The number of loans which have been completed and for which final certificates 
have been issued is 1,304, amounting to the sum of £744,230; and the number 
of loans, the works of which are still in progress of execution is 1,692, amounting 
to the sum of £657,104. 

Out of the several totals as above stated, 125 loans, amounting to the sum of 
£46,250, have been sanctioned to proprietors for the erection of farm buildings, 
of which fifty-seven cases amounting to the sum of £21,050, have been completed, 
OjAd on tlie remainder considerable progress has been made. 

The foregoing table exhibits the number and present state of the farm build- 
ings* loans, up to the 31st of December, 1854. 

Progress of tiie Drainage Works^ 

The total area that has been thorough-drained under the Land Improvement 
Acts, up to the date of this Report, 31st December, 1S54, amounts to 158,660 
acres, which has been effected at an average cost of J64 1 Qs. per acre, of which 
6,500 acres have been drained during the year 1854, and a considerable portion 
of the land has been subsoiled. 

Distribution of the Fund. 

Appendix B. In addition to our general Schedule given in the Appendix, we herewith sub- 

mit an Abstract, which shows the proportion of the total amount of the Land 
Improvement Fund of £2,000,000, which has been apportioned to the different 
counties and districts in Ireland, arranged in groups, as North, Midland .and 
East, West, and South ; and which exhibits the amount applied for, tlie amount 
sanctioned, and the amount issued in each county. 

If we take the Northern counties, we find the following sums have been 
applied for, sanctioned, and issued, viz. : —

Following the arrangement heretofore adopted, we now proceed to review the 
drainage works which have been executed under the Land Improvement Acts 
during the last year, by quoting extracts from the Reports of our .several 
Inspectors of Drainage. 

We shall commence with the Northern Division or District, which compre- 
hends the counties of Antrim, Londonderry, Donegal, Fermanagh, Tyrone, 
Armagh, and Down. 

In this District, the sum of £4,800 has been issued during the year 1854, in 
the following proportions, viz. : — Antrim, £830 ; Londonderry, £310 ; Donegal, 
^•800; Fermanagh, £250; Tyrone, £1,320; Arm^h, £930; Down, £360. 

In making a review of the works executed during the year, we shall com- 
mence with the county of Antrim, and beg to refer to the following extracts from 
the Report of the Inspectors of Drainage employed. 

Mr. G. B. Brooke, Inspector of Drainage for the County of Antrim and part County of Antrim 

of Down, states : — and part of Down. 

" In making my Annual Report on the working of the Land Improvement Act in^^eotor of ' 
•*for the year 1854, I beg to inform you that nothing of a novel character has Drainaire.

" occurred during that period in carrying out the various dr^dnage works in this 
** district. 

" With the exception of the works executed by Lord Templetown, at Templer 
*' Patrick, and the late Hugh Anderson, Esq., at Bushmills, there have not baen 
"any extensive works in progress during the past year, and I have much 
^ pleasure in stating that the above have been executed in a very satisfactory 
** manner. 

** In other parts of the district the operations have been chiefly confined to 
** completing works commenced during previous years, in several of which the 
" progress has been much retarded, owing to the scarcity of hands and the con- 
"sequent high rate of wages — the latter having increased fiilly 15 per cent 
,**^ during the year. 

" I cannot speak of the striking improvements which have been effected in 
" this county (Antrim) in too high terms, by means of the loans obtained under 
" the Act since the year 1847, and the lasting benefit which it has conferred on 
•" the landed proprietors, by enabling the tenantry to till their fiurms at the proper 
^' seasons, and in a much superior manner to that practised by them previously 
"^to the conmiencement of the works of drainage and subsoiling. The increase in

•"• " rotative husbandry is now generally practised." 

Mr. James Sinclair, Inspector of Drainage for the counties of Londonderry, 
Tyrone, and Donegal, states that : — 

" In forwarding his Report on the working of the Land Improvement Act for 
" the past year he has no observations to make which differ from those of former 
" years. The system of thorough drainage was not previously understood in 
" this District, and the particular information on this subject now generally dif- 
" fused, is, perhaps, one of the chief benefits derived from the large sums which 
^* have been expended under the Act, as very many of the small holders have 
" improved their farms at their own expense, who would not, in all probability, 
" have done so, if they had not been induced by the example set them on every 
" side, by proprietors who obtained loans under the Land Improvement Act, 
" which I consider one of the greatest boons ever offered to this country. 

" Owing to the great scarcity of labourers (the employment of whom induced 
** many persons to apply for loans), the applications in 1854 have been but 
" three in this District, viz., those of Archdeacon Goold, Rev. M. Wilson, and 
"Mr. D. White; nor is it probable, that any considerable sums will be bor- 
" rowed for land improvement, for the reason above stated."

Midland and Eastern District. 

We shall next refer to the works, consisting chiefly of thorough draining and 
subsoiling, which have been executed during the past year in the Midland and 
Eastern District, which comprehends the counties of Cavan, Monaghan, Longford, 
Louth, Meath, Westmeath, Dublin, Kildare, King's County, Queen's County, 
Wicklow, Carlow, Kilkenny, and Wexford. 

In this district, the sum of £16,380 has been issued during the year 1854, in 
the following proportions, viz.: — Cavan, £300 ; Monaghan, £120; Longford, 
£1,190; Louth, £120; Meath, £1,620; Westmeath, 620 ; Dublin, £1,980; Kit 
dare, £2.910 ; King's County, £2,840 ; Queen's County, £440 ; Wicklow, £740 ; 
Carlow, £2,170 ; Kilkenny, £100 ; Wexford, £1,230. 

Mr. Henry Bond, Inspector of Drainage, employed in the county of Longford, 
states that ; — 

" Without repeating the statements made in former Reports, 1 have little 
** to add as to the progress of the Land Improvement Acts during the last year. 

** The only works in progress in the year 1854 were those on the properties of 
** Colonel Paliiser, in the barony of Moydow, and Richard P. O'Reilly, Esq., m.d., 
" in the barony of Rathcline. On both, the works are well and satisfactorily 
" executed; and Dr. O'Reilly was so well pleased with the improvements effected 
" at Derrylough, and Derrahawn, which consisted of main and thorough drainagCi 
" fencing, levelling, and farm road making, that he has applied for a further loan 
*' of £500, to be expended on the same townlands. 

" Although the improvements on the several properties in this district have 
** given very general satisfaction, yet from the difficulty of procuring hands, and 
** the high wages now demanded, it is not likely that many new applications for 
"•* loans will be made. The fact of Dr. O'Reilly being obliged to bring men from 
^"the county Meath to carry out his works in this county, shows the great 
" alteration that has taken place in a locality where labourers were heretofore 
*' superabundant." 

Counties of Louth, Mr. W. F. Irwin, Inspector of Drainage, for counties of Louth, Meath, West- 
Meath,We8traeatli, meath, Kildare, and Dublin, reports that: — 

DubHn? Mr.W.F.* ** During the past year, 1854, works of improvement have been executed 

Irwin, Inspector ** with less expedition and extent than heretofore : this diminution is not to be 

of Drainage, « attributed to any want of energy on the part of proprietorsi but to the diffT- 

*' culty of obtaining a suflBcient number of labourers, and the increased rate of 

"wages consequent on their diminution. These obstacles have, however, been 

** overcome by several proprietors, who have completed the works commended in 

' •* former years, and twenty new loans have been obtained in the District under 

** my immediate inspection. It gives me much pleasure to add, that all parties 

** who have executed Land Improvement works under the Acts, admit the benefit 

"they have derived from th^, mapy regretting they did not commence the 

" works when labourers were abundant. 
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" I may mention one case which has lately occurred, proving the benefit which ianrf/mprt>wm«ia. 
^* may be derived from loans made under these Acts. Towards the end of the — • 

•* year 1853, Mrs. A. M. Dease purchased the townland of Palmerstown, situate 
** thirteen miles north of Dublin, containing five hundred and fifty acres, the 
" greater part of which, when possession was obtained, was found to be so much 
** exhausted, and in so worn out a state from overcropping without manure, that no 
** respectable tenant offered who would undertake to pay more than a very low rent 
** for it. Under these circumstances, Mrs. Dease applied for and obtained two 
" loans, one of £2,000 for draining, fencing, &c. ; and the other for £900, to be 
" expended on erecting a suitable farm steading. Of the first loan, JB800 has 
" already been satisfactorily expended. The land drained having been properly 
" tilled, limed, and manured ; good crops of Swedes, oats, and vetches have been 
•* produced. 

" The farm buildings and a suitable residence have been erected, and in one 
** of the cattle-sheds, thirty-two head of cattle are now stall-feeding. These, 
*• together with plough-bullocks, horses, and sheep, are doin^ well, and fed solely 
**on the produce raised from a farm the cultivation of which no tenant would 
*• undertake previously to the commencement of the drainage operations. No 
" doubt, a successful example of this kind will induce neighbouring proprietors 
** to undertake works of a similar character." 

Mr. William Hamilton, Inspector of Drainage for the Queen's County, states:--^ Qaeen's Oonnhr. 

" Since I had the honor to forward to the Board my Annual Report for the ^^^P^^^^o' ^f 
" year 1853, in addition to progress Reports, I have been called upon to inspect '**'^*^ 
"the estate of Sir E. D. Burro wes, Bart., in the barony of Upperwoods, for ^ 
" considerable loan, obtained at the instance and at the entire cost, as I understand, 
" of an enterprising gentleman, who has recently become tenant to the property, 
" Having availed himself of the Act in other districts, he is able to appreciate its 
" advantages, and rightly prefers having his land in a healthy condition, at a small 
** increase of rent, to its being comparatively unproductive at a nominally cheaper 
** rate ; and I have the pleasure to report that Mr. West, the gentleman alluded 
"to, is carrying on the works with much activity and success. 

^ At the present time there is a decided difficulty in obtaining labourers suffi- - ; 

" cient to carry on extensive undertakings, independent of those recjuired for 
" ordinary farm operations; and this circumstance has much impeded the progress 
" of the works under various loans made in former years, which, to my knowledge', 
" has had the effect of preventing new applications, and, in my opinion, to an undue 
" extent in some places ; for although labour is happily nowhere so abundant as 
"to call imperatively for extraordinary efforts to provide employment, there are 
" still situations in which drainage might be carried on most beneficially between 
"the periods of the more active agricultural operations. ' 

" Several of the proprietors to whom considerable loans were sanctioned are 
" steadily proceeding, and employing every hand that can be obtained in the 
" neighbourhood, and pushing them on as rapidly as possible, consistently with 
" the more immediate necessities of their farms, and a reasonable attention to 
"economy. As instances, I may name the Viscount de Vesci, and Mr. Stubber, 
" whose loans were originally ^26,000 and J64,800 respectively. It is diflBcult to 
" overrate the importance of having these permanent sources of employment 
" always open to the labourers of extensive districts, securing them against casual 
" want of work and consequent hardship, while the prudence of the proprietors 
"prevents any injurious influence upon the labour market, and at the same time 
" secures the attainment of the grand object, the permanent improvement of their 
"lands." 

Mr. Joseph Fishboume, Inspector of Drainage for the counties of Carlow and Oountiesof Oarlow 
Kilkenny, observes that :-— * andKjlkenny. Mr. 

JoeephFishboarn^^ 

" Every day's experience proves the correctness of the statements made Inspector of 
" by me, with regard to the successful working of the Land Improvement Acts, I>™in»««* 
"in the several Reports I made during the last six years. Nothing could 
" have tended more to the advantage of those persons who have obtained loans ; 

" under the provisions of the Acts than the successful manner in which the works 
^ have- been carried out, and the remunerative crops produced by the drained 
" lands since the works have been completed. 
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Zmd linprd vemeTa, « pew new loans have been reported on in this district during the year 1854; 
*"*^ " some are in progress of expenditure, tlie works under others previously granted 

" are approaching to completion. Estimates were prepared for the execution of 
•' these works when labourers could be procured on cheaper terms than at present, 
** therefore, it is only when the ordinary farm works have been finished that works 
•* under these Acts are cgrried on, although, even now, labourers can be procured 
" at from Is. to !*• 4rf. per day, and these rates of wages being higher than were 
" commonly given heretofore, parties are reluctant to press on the execution of 
** any works except such as are absolutely indispensable. 

•' In previous Reports I stated many facts within my knowledge, which tend 
** to strengthen the conviction that the benefits derivable from thorough drains 
*'age are very great; I shall now mention a farm of 300 acres, on which the 
♦* proprietor often tried to feed a few sheep, previous to 1850. Most of them 
•* died of rot and dropsy, so that he then gave up all attempts to keep them there. 
" In 1851, a loan amounting to £500 was expended on this farm, by which the 
** greater part of the wet lands were thorough drained. During the years 1853 and 
" 1854 400 sheep have been kept there : some were ewes and lambs, part store 
** sheep ; the flock was healthy and proved highly remunerative* . It is now 
*' proved to be a good sheep farm. 

*' In every case where I have conversed with occupiers of lands which have 
" been improved under the provisions of this Act, they universally testify to the 
*• highly satisfactory results. 

" It is to be regretted that the Act authorizing loans for the erection of farm 
*' buildings has not been extensively taken advantage of; probably proprietors 
" would agree to erect suitable cattle sheds, if plans were prepared according to 
" which the objects required could be attained at a cost of £3 per head. I believe 
** a moderate amount of capital could be most beneficially devoted to the erectioii 
" of such buildings, after a farm has been properly drained, fenced, and divided ; 
*' the present high prices of grain tend to encourage such a course." 

p^*y^' ^®^; Mr. Henry Newton, Inspector of Drainage for the county of Wexford, and 

SCSliry part of Carlow. reports that :- 

Newton, Inspector « jhe inspections of works in progress under the Land Improvement Act 
» «««• u j^ ^Y^^ y^^j. 1S54: have been comparatively few in my district, and only on? 

"preliminary inspection for a new loan has been made during the year 1854, 
*' The want of a sufficient number of labourers has prevented proprietors fronj 
" undertaking works' of land improvement, as, in fact, the only portion of the year 
" during which hands can be procured for such work is between the month oJF 
" March and the commencement of the harvest in August. 

•' One of the most successful works of improvement lately completed has beei;i 
"that undertaken by Mrs. Frances Irwin, who has converted a large tract o/ 
" waste land into cultivation, by thorough-drainage, levelling useless and making 
" new fences, on Glenraney, Barony of BaJlaghkeene, and the thorough-drainage 
" on other portions of her property have been very effective. In my last reporf; 
" I mentioned the great increase in the value of land, by clearing stones and sub- 
" soiling on the property of Stephen Ram, Esq. At a final inspection lately made 
" of workg executed under his loan in the Barony of Ban try, I was much struck 
" by seeing a very healthy and heavy crop of Swedish turnips growing on land 
'* which before was waste, and of no agricultural value. 

" Mr. Richard Gason has nearly expended his loan on the townland of Knock* 
" anure. Barony of Scarawalsh, in a very profitable manner. 

" Mrs Edwards has likewise successfully expended the greater part of the loaji 
" obtained by her on the land of Harristown, in the Barony of Forth ; and her 
" tenant declares that the entire expenditure will be repaid in one year. The 
" proprietors in general are well satisfied with the increase in the value of their 
"lands, from the expenditure of money under this Act. In some few instances 
" drains have become inoperative, owing to fibrous roots having grown in the 
"conduits.

" During the past year there have been but few new applications for loans in F«wnanagh, and 
*'the above District, but those that have been made were either by owners of Jj^^v^uiam'P. 
*^ land on which former loans had been expended, and the results so satisfactory Premlergwt,. ^ 
** as to induce a further expenditure, or by gentlemen recently undertaking the Inspector: of 
** management of land in the immediate proximity of estates already improved, l>fain^e. 
•* and on which a highly remunerative improvement has been effected. 
' " This state of things, while it betokens the continued want of enterprise in tiie 
*main body of the Irish farmers, and that absence of commercial spirit in agri- 
" cultural pursuits which in previous Reports I have remarked on, as being one 
V of the causes that account for the system of land improvement not spreading 
••more generally among ordinary tenants, is, at the same time, a testimony to 
** the success of the measure where tried on land in the occupation of owners or 
^ such tenants as have had courage to depart from the old and do-nothing system. 

*'The absence also of the almost unlimited supply of labour that formerly 
•• existed in the agricultural districts of Ireland at almost nominal wages, has 
** caused a reluctance among the farmers to expend money on tillage or general 
** improvement; for although the wages are still far below those of other parts of 
•*the empire and still insufficient to enable the labourer to supply himself and 
•* family with a sufficient amount of the cheapest food, still they are decidedly 
^ higher than what the farmers have been accustomed to pay. 

** The change must be gradual, but will, doubtless, ultimately ensue ; and no 
** measures can be better adapted to facilitate it than the Land Improvement Acts, 
** under the provisions of which examples of solid permanent agricultural progress 
** haVe been dotted all over the country by the principal proprietors, which a new 
^ and better educated class of tenant farmers will take advantage of. 

*' In regard to details, I may mention, that I have met with no instance of a 
** proprietor repenting the expenditure of loans (which he is now repaying by 
^ instalments) on land in his own occupation ; and with reference to the kind 
*f of drainage most approved, I think it is quite decided that deep drains (that is, 
** not less than four leet at least where the outfall admits of it) are the most suc- 
^^ cessful ; the distance apart depends on circumstances, and perhaps, in some cases 
♦' too wide a distance may have been adopted, such as forty, forty-two, or forty- , 
♦? five feet, where thirty or thirty-six would have effected a speedy or more com- 
^^plete change in the land; but I meet no instances of actual failure even in these 
** cases. 

** Pipe-tiles, as a material, I consider to have been amply tested, and proved* 
♦' beyond a doubt to be the best for thorough drainage, and nothing but a dislike 
** to novelty, or a mistaken idea of economy, because stones happen to be nearer 
** at hand, has led to persistence in using them. On my last visit to East Lothian 
** broken stones were never alluded to as a material for drains, and I am glad to 
^ find the demand for tiles in the north-west of Ireland is increasing in every 
•* locality in which drainage works are in progress." 

Mr. Thomas Elwood, Inspector of Drainage for the county of Mayo, County of Mayo,

"In forwarding my Annual Report for 1854, on the working of the Land ©fl^rainage. 
** Improvement Acts, the remarks made in my former Reports, in regard to 
** the manner in which the works have been executed, and the beneficial results 
•* which continue to be derived from them, have, as a whole, been fully borne out, 

"Only a few loans have been obtained during the past year: in consequence 
^ the operations have been limited, and chiefly confined to the final completion 
•* of works previously commenced. 

" The attention of proprietors has been directed of late to the reclamation of 
••mountain farms by means of a system of shallow-surface draining, commonly 
** called • sheep-drainage ;' and extensive tracts hji,ve already been so improved 
*• on the estates of the Marquess of Sligo, General Thompson, and the Rev. Dr^ 
**Sadlier, with such immediate effect, that applications for loans for similcjn^ 
** works are in contemplation by other proprietors in this district.

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imdln^prcmmenu «* The applications for loans for farm buildings have not been so numerous as I. 
" "anticipated, which may be attrihuted principally to the very great i*ise in the 

" prices of timber, and all other building material?. But those which have been

" Ina former Report, remarks were made upon the general n< gleet of the pro-\ 
** prietors in preserving the main open drains in a clean and efficient state; and 
**it is to be regretted that no measures have yet been taken to remedy the evil 

Conn^of Mr. Richard Irwin, Inspectof of Drainage for the county of Roscommon and 

Boaoomtoiim «Hd p^^t of Mayo, reports that : — 

Mr.Biohard Irwin, "The gradual decrease in the number of labourers employed in works under 
5^2?^^^^ **the Land Improvement Acts (already noticed in two previous Reports), 

*""**** ' ** has been even greater than heretofore in the year just past ; and, although a* 

*♦ few new loans are now being commenced, it is probable that, in the course of 
" the present year, a considerable further reduction will take place. Limited, 
M however, in extent as the work^ now are, when compared with the extensive' 
•• operations carried out during- the first five years of the working of the Acts^^ 
'* they still afford an amount of employment sufficient to afford the means of 
** living to very many indus);rious labourers, who without this aid, would be 
'* utterly unable to maintain themselves and their families ; thus retaining in theip 
*• respective localities the valuable services of a class of men, who, notwithstand-*- 
'* ing their diminished numbers, even now find it nearly as difficult as heretofore* 
**to obtain continuous employment. For this reason, they still look upon emi* 
•• gratiott as their ultimate resource, since the high wages of a few weeks' labow 
" in spring and autumn, cannot compensate them for the forced inaction of 90 
**many months; consequently, it is no unusual occurrence that on the cessation 
** of works under the Acts, the best labourers at once leave the district and pro- 
*^ ceed directly to the United States or Canada* 
. " During the past year, various improvements have been in progress on the 
** estates of Mr. W. R. W. Sandford, Lord Crofton, Mr. C, French, Miss Alice* 
" MuUoy, the Hon. and Very Rev. H. M. Browne, Mr. Grace, m.f.. Rev. C. C. 
** Mulloy, Sir M. D. Bellew, Mrs. S. Morton, Mr. John L. Hackett, and Captain^ 
*f Gilbert Mahon ; but the principal loans had been nearly expended in prevlous- 
**years» Of the others, however, a few insbdments still remain; and these,\ 
" together with the new loans recently granted to Mr* Fitzstephen French, h.p., 
•* Mr. N* Balfe, Mr. R. O'Conor, and Mr. P. Grehan, may be expected to afford* 
" valuable employment in the ensuing year. 

" The several farm buildings mentioned in the last Annual Report of this* 
• District, have,, notwithstanding the unusually high prices of timber and slates, 
"progressed in a satisfactory manner, the greater part being completed. Farm* 
** buildings are also in progress on the property of Mr. C. French, who is execut- 
" ing the works in a very substantial and creditable fanner. 

*' No applications have as yet been made for the building of " Scutch mills for 
•*flax," but an efficient mill, furnished with the most improved scutching 
" machinery, has been recently erected with private funds (at Mount Plunket, in 
"the barony of Athlone) by Mr. P. Grehan, a gentleman favourably known to 
" the Board as one of the borrowers under the Land Improvement Acts, The' 
^ ** motive power is a twenty horse-power steam-engine, of the best construction, 
" which also drives the machinery of a farnvsteading of unusual extent, containing 
"in addition to the ordinary farm machines, an excellent corn mill with two* 
" pair of stones, a saw bench, and several other useful adjuncts tu a large farming 
** establishment. 

" With respect to the beneficial result of the many and various works executed 
*4n this District, under the Land Improvement Acts, it is sufficient to state that. 
" it is now universally acknowledged, and that even a few persons who until very 
"lately expressed doubts of the remunerative nature of some of the works (more. 
" particularly thorough drainage and the reclamation of bog) as compared with, 
"their cost, now freely admit that in every case, the improvement has been such 
** as to afford an ample return for the amount expended. This assertion, as well, 
"as what has been already stated in former Reports, of the increasing apprecia* 
^ tion of the value of land improvement, may, perhaps, appear inconsistent with. 
** thepreceding statement of the continued falling off of employment in works under. 
*' the Acts. But for this apparent contradiction, sufficient reasons may be assigned.. 
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^^*One, perhaps the most important cause of the decrease, may be attributed to LmtSlmpremmm. 
"the fact, that most extensive proprietors of the District, as Lord de Freyne, ^""^ 

•« Viscount Dillon, Mr. W. R. W. Sandford,and Mr. M. M*Causland, and others, 
** whose example and exertions have so much tended to diffuse the knowledge of 
** Land Improvement, are now debarred from obtaining further loans by the 
*' operation of the '£5,0(K) clause ; whilst of the less extensive proprietors, many 
** have already completed works to an amount which they probably think suffi- 
*^ cient for present purposes. 

Mr Charles S. Cooper, Inspector of Drainage for the county of Galway, County of Galway* 
states that:- ^ ' ' "'-^^'^i 

Cooper, Inspector 

•*In this District, viz., including the county of Galway, the barony of Burrin, of Drainage, 
"county Clare, and that of Moyoarn, county Roscommon, the operations of this 
" Act continue to be executed in the same satisfactory manner as heretofore. 

"The works are principally confined to the completion of those in progress 
•" during former years, and the beneficial effects arising from the system of deep 
** drainage adopted, continue to be acknowledged by all. 

" The greater part of the works carried out are upon lands lately purchased in 
^* the Incumbered Estates Court, or on farms till recently occupied by a cottier 
** tenantry, and it is generally acknowledged, that from the improvements effected 
"under the Acts, the proprietors have been enabled, either themselves to farm 
"the lands with advantage, or to let them, so improved, at rents which will amply 
" repay the outlay. 

" 1 ne works of most importance, which comprise every description of improve- 
" ment contemplated by the Act, are situated on the estates of Colonel Henry 
^ White, in the county of Clare ; Mr. Wm. C. Kyle, county Roscommon; Lord 
" Clonbrock, Mr. John Digby, Sir Michael D. Bellew, Bart., Charles D. O'Rorke, 
" Esq , and many others in the county of Galway ; amongst the latter, Mr. James 
" M. Bourchier, of Rathglass, near Loughrea, has successfully expended a loan of 
" £700 under this Act. Mr. Bourchier, who farms his own estate, has informed 
"me, that his returns last season have doubled those of former years, and that 
•" the quantity as well as the quality of the produce has, on the improved portions 
** of his estate, much exceeded that of other portions which were formerly con- 
•**sidered to be of much greater value than those which have been drained. 

" Loans for farm buildings have been sought for in this District, in addition to 
■^ those referred to in last Report, viz.: — on the properties of C. D. O'Rorke, 
"David Rutledge, John Cannon, and James M. Bourchier. Some of these loans 
** have been already sanctioned, and additional applications are about being made. 
" Many proprietors in this District have applied to the Commissioners of Public 
•* Works for a revision of the Estimates prepared when labour was abundant, 
"and the cost of materials less ; and, in the improvement of land, as well as that 
", by farm buildings, such Estimates have in consequence been proportionably 
"increased. In conclusion, it is a pleasing duty to be enabled to report, that the 
" working of the Land Improvement Acts in this District, continues to afford the 
" utmost satisfaction.

" In submitting my annual report, relative to the practical working within tor of Drainage, 
"the county of Limerick of the Landed Property Improvement Acts, I am happy 
"Jn being able to add to antecedent reports the undiminished success which has 
** continued to attend the Land Improvement operations ; but at the present tiuje, 
** owing to the high price of agricultural labour, consequent on the aiminution of 
" the population, through emigration, no proprietors or tenant farmers have ven- 
**tured to apply for new loans, though they fully admit the advantage they have 
'' derived from the drainage effected through loans obtained during the period 
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Latkl lfnprot ement. « when labourers were abundant and prices moderate ; but they omit to take into 
' ""^^ "consideration the increased price of all kinds of agricultural produce, which is 

"greater in proportion than the increase in the cost of labour; at the same time 
" all admit that the country is deriving important advantages from the works that 
•' have been already completed, and that the Land Improvement Acts gave a 
" timely impetus to exertion at a period when much required, in proof of which 
" the following extracts of letters received in reply to inquiries made, will bear 
" ample testimony.'* 

" Mr. Edward Curling, Resident Agent to the Trustees of the Devon Estates 
"in the county of Limerick, for which two loans amounting to £10,000 have 
" been obtained, states : — 

" * Newcastle, West, Limerick, 
"*/>^-«flry 5, 1855. 

" * I cannot hesitate to bear testimony to the important benefits conferred on 
" * the properties under my management by the Land Improvement Act. The 
" * new roads which have been completed have opened a field of enterprise in 
"* districts which were previously almost inaccessible, and reclamation is now 
" * rapidly progressing where limestone had foraierly to be conveyed on women'« 
" * backs for distances which, if I were here to mention it, would appear almost 
" * incredible, and would prove incoatestably the imperative necessity which 
" * existed to remove the obstacles which impeded the exertions of the inhabitants 
" ' of the mountain districts. 

" * The improvement of the principal water-courses which flow through the 
" * low lands has been most beneficial, and has placed within the reach of all the 
" * tenants who choose to avail themselves of it, the facility of prcrperly draining 
" • their farms. 

" ' The works of thorough drainage which have been executed have been most 
" * advantageous, not only by showing the profit which is certain to result from 
" * such a proceeding, but by affording a stimulus to other tenants to undertake 
"'works of the same nature at their own cost. All the tenants on the Devon 
" * Estate whose lands have been drained are cheerfully paying 6 per cent. 
" * interest as additional rent on the sums expended, and I have repeated applica- 
" ' tions from others who desire that the same benefits may be extended to thero. 

" * A considerable portion of land has been drained at the cost of the tenants 
" * for labour, by my providing them with tiles for the drains ; and the demand has 
"* latterly so much increased that my stock of drainage tiles is nearly, exhausted. 

" ' On the estate of the late General liOcke, also under my superintendence, 
" * the tenants are so satisfied with the results of the drainage already effected that 
" * they have voluntarily offered to pay G^ per cent, on the expenditure as additional 
" * rent, to induce the trustees to apply for an additional loan.' 

" Mr. Daniel Clanchy, who obtained two loans — one in this county and the 
" other in the county of Cork — writes as follows : — 

"'Charleville, 
" 'February 21, 1855. 

" * I have much pleasure in stating that my lands drained under the Act have 
" ' been considerably improved, and now sustain one-fourth more stock than they 
" * were able to do formerly ; the herbage has improved in quality, and from being 
"•coarse and swampy the land has become a healthy and superior sheep-walk* 
" * I farm the lands myself, and therefore have the best opportunity of testing 
"' the merits of the system pursued under the Board of Works, and the great 
'" * advantages it has conferred wherever put in practice.* 

" The Board made two small loans, amounting to £350, to William Mason, 
'" Esq., of Cooleen, in this county, and by a letter received from him it appears 
"he has derived considerable advantage from the draining operations : —

" ' tillage to the amount of from twenty to twenty-five, with the additional

Mr. Adam Numan Meade, Inspector of Drainage for the West Riding of the 
county of Cork, reports that : — 

"Loans for works under the Land Improvement Act have been very nearly 
"brought to a conclusion in his district; but he has much pleasure in being able 
" to state that all the works he inspected during the past year were executed in 
"a satisfactory manner. 

" Within the year 1S54 {here have been very few jipplications for new loans, 
" and any that have been made are from tenant farmers, who either hold under 
" leases sufficient in themselves to constitute them proprietors under the Act, or 
**hav.e induced their landlords to make the application on condition of their 
** paying the whole of the instalments as theybecome due during twenty-two years. 

" These facts show that the ordinary tenant farmers are beginning to appreciate 
"the value of thorough drainage, to which, on the passing of the Act, they were 
" generally opposed. 

^' In consequence of the present high price of food, and the emigration which 
" has now continued for several years, the price of labour has risen fuUy one 
"third, still labourers are sufficiently abundant, and can be procured for any 
>^ work of improvement at rates which will be remunerative to the employer." 

Mr. Robert Bell, Inspector of Drainage, for the county of Kerry, reports 
that : — 

" I have little that is new to communicate in regard to the working of the 
*'Land Improvement Act. In this District, during the past year, there 1^ been 
" a great falling off in the amount of employment afforded under its provisions as 
" compared with preceding years; but labour being now less plentiful the decrease 
" in such employment has not been felt by the labouring population. Still there has 
" been a good deal done in the way of land improvement in several parts of the 
" county, which may be expected to continue, though on a diminished scale, the 
" Act having laid the foundation for the progressive improvement of the agricul- 
" ture of the county ; and already a better svstem of farm management may be 
" observe<l in the cultivation of the land and the introduction of a more profitable 
" breed of cattle and sheep. Turnips are now very extensively grown on the 
" thorough-drained land, and heavy crops are produced. I mention this crop 
" particularly as it is the mainspring of good farming, and good crops can only 
** be raised on naturally dry or thorough-drained land. The cereal crops were 
" also, in the drained districts, produced abundantly last harvest, and generally the 
" results of the operations under the Land Improvement Act are admitted to be 
** very satisfactory in this county. 



FMicBuUdings. PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The different public buildings in and about Dublin, under |;he charge of this 
department, have had the usual works of repair and maintenance exjecuted to 
them, and are in good order. 

The additions to the Vice-Regal residence in the' Phoenix Park Jbave ,beeD 
completed. 
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Female Convict Prison. PtMe 

The plans for the new Female Convict Prison having been completed and 
approved, the Board have obtained, by public advertisement, tenders for the 
execution of the work, which are now under consideration. 

Queen's Colleges ;— 8 ^ 9 Vict, cap. 66. 

Various works of improvement and repair have been carried into effect at 
those buildings, the cost being defrayed by the amounts voted by Parliament for 
the purpose. 

District Lunatic Asylums. 

The Board have brought to a completion the buildings of the Lunatic Asylums 
of Sligo and Dublin districts re^ectively, and the same have been handed ovej? 
to the Local Boards of Governors. Of the seven Lunatic Asylums ordered to be 
built by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, all are now erected, except that at 
l^uUingar, which is very nearly completed. 

The extensions and alterations ordered at Belfast Lunatic Asylum are^ 
progressing satisfactorily. 

Belfast Custom House. 

The Board have obtained a contractor for this building and the works have 
proo;ressed satisfactorily. 

The foundations, which are laid on piles, are all set. 

Coast Guard and Ctmstabulary Buildings. 

Works of repair and improvement have been effected at sixteen Castom 
Houses, and nineteen Coast Guard Stations, at a total expense of £1,841 155. 4d. 

An expenditure of £578 3^. 2d. has also been made on Constabulary buildings. 
This includes a sum of £560, incurred for the erection of a Constabulary Barrack 
irt Farnaght, in the County of Leitrim. 



ROADS AND BRIDGES. ^ Eoads and Bridges. 

Acts 6 Geo. IV. cap. 101, and 1 and 2 Wm. IV. cap. 33. — 

' Pursuant to the provisions of the Act 16 and 17 Vict. cap. 136, the various; 
roads which were constructed under the abovementioned Acts, and which hitherttf * 
were maintained by this department, were given over on 1st July last to the 
charge of the counties through which they respectively pass.

On the application of the Postmaster-General, under* the 61st section of the 
above Act, repairs have been executed during the p^t year on 15 roads, situated

These repairs have been executed under the superintendence of the respective 
County Surveyors, at a cost of J£1,1C2 7*. lie/., repayable by Grand Jiury 
presentment at subsequent Assizes.

Under this head we have only to record the steps taken during 1854, towards 
closing the Arterial Drainage Works, which have been commenced. 

During the year, the works of the eleven districts, which were reported upon 
in 1853, by the Commissioners of Special Inquiry, and which had been previously 
suspended, have been urged forward as much as possible, as well as those which, 
had not been so suspended ; but the scarcity of labour, which is generally com* 
plained of by the engineers employed, has retarded their progress, and is increasing 
the cost at which they are proceeded with, and to a similar extent diminishing 
the inducements to further expenditure upon them. During the year final awar4^ 
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Arterial J)rainage. were made for seven districts ; the amounts charged upon the lands by those 
^ — awards, and the amounts remitted under the provisions of the 16 & 17 Vic, c.

The responsibility of the public with respect to the first of these districts, has 
riot, however, been closed by the award. The work was undertaken for the 
reclamation of a tract of slob-land irom the sea, with a view to its being trans* 
ferred to the adjoining proprietors, subject to the charge of the sum expended 
on its reclamation, and to any payment the Conmiissioners of Woods and Forests 
might deem it right to demand, on account of the rights of the Crown. I^ut as 
the expenditure exceeded the value of the land, which has not proved to be of 
as good quality as had been expected, and the adjoining proprietors declined to 
receive it, it was considered advisable, with the concurrence of the Commissioners 
of Woods and Forests, and with the approval of your Lordships, to make an 
award, as a record of the transaction, and to sell the land, as Crown property, 
by public auction. It was accordingly offered for sale at Cork; but the highest 
baddinff was so low that it was not considered right to part with it. Tenders 
were then called for, but the highest tender received was but little in advance^ 
of the former bidding, and was, moreover, a conditional offer dependent on the 
definition of the Crown boundc'iry on the sea shore. Under these circumstances 
the land remains unsold. 

Supplemental awards were made during the year by the direction of your 
Lordships, on the recommendation of the Commissioners of Special Inquiry, for 
five districts : the amount remitted in each ease being as follows : —

During the past year the arbit'-ation clauses of the 16 & 17 Vic, c. 130, have 
been first brought into action, and have been frequently resorted to. The 
majority of the cases referred to the arbitrators appointed by your Lordships 
have related either to the purchase of property required for* the works, or 
to compensation for temporary injury inflicted on the occupiers of land durino* 
their progress. But a few unexpected demands for compensation have been 
made by some of the proprietors, for whoso benefit, with that of others, the 
works were undertaken, for alleged injuries, on account of changes, which are a 
necessary consequence of the works ; and in several cases, demands for compen- 
sation have been made, although the injury inflicted either has been, or will be, 
fully compensated by the relief afforded to the lands occupied by the claimant, for 
a greater or less period before the charge is imposed on them, which charge 
cannot be increased by reason of the advantage thus (ierivcd. The adjustment 
of claims of this description, which have now become very numerous, is the prin- 
cipal source of difficulty, and the cause of considerable expenditure, and some 
delay, in closing these undertakings. 

It has been our duty during this year to bring to the notice of your Lordships 
the peculiar circumstances affecting the navigation works which have been com- 
menced in Ireland under the powers of the Arterial Drainage Acts. By these 
Acts it is provided, that if a moiety, or more of the expense of a navigation, 
undertaken in connexion with drainage, be given as a free grant by Parliament, 
the other moiety, or the remainder, shall, with interest thereon, be chargeable on 
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the district immediately benefited according to proportions to be determined by Arterial Dramage. 

the Commissioners of Public Works. Five navigation projects were accordingly 

brought under the notice of Parliament, and free grants were voted by Par- 
liament, equal to one-half of their estimated cost. Of these projects, four have 
been either wholly or partially commenced, and are connected with the works 
of five drainage districts; but the sum expended on the works of these naviga- 
tions> which will still require a considerable expenditure to complete, .in 
accordance with the original designs for which the grants were voted, has exceeded 
the moiety for which, under the enactments above referred to, the districts would 
at present be liable if the works were completed. As the 16th and 17th Vic, 
C. 130, which has given power to your Lordships to modify the works and to 
remit a part of the expenditure incurred on the drainage projects undertaken, 
has not conferred such powers with respect to the navigation works commpuced, 
as will enable the difficulties in which they are now involved, by their unexpected 
cost, to be removed, it has been our duty to bring the subject to your notice. 

The whole expenditure charged against the different undertakings commenced 
under the Arterial Drainage Acts, deducting the sums received in repayments 
for works chargeable to coutitieS, amounted at the end of 1854 to £1,910,161, 
of which £161,720 is diie to the expenditure during 1854; the sum of £49,656, 
included in the lastrmentioned amount being, interest on the loans obtained for 
the districts not completed.. Of this expenditure £338,107 may be considered to 
have been charged On the completed districts; £46,390 to have been remitted; 
and £1,525,664 to be chargeable to districts not jet closed. Of the amount 
above mentioned as charged on the completed districts, £113,594 has been 
already repaid. 

The usual returns connected with the expenditure on these works, and the 
usual extracts from the reports of the engineers in charge of them, are appended 
to this report

I beg herewith to submit this annual report of the progress of the works under my 
.charge during 1854. With former seasons their extent bears no comparison. In the 
first place, at the commencement of the year, all the districts were suspended, and it was 
not imtil late in the season that they were recommenced ; and since then the works have 
been merely confined to such localities as were previously under operations, and were 

necessary to complete, for the drainatfe of the adjacent lands. 

** » ♦ • • 

For the above reasons an aggregate of only 67,569 persons were employed during 1854* 

In penning this annual report, and as it mil be the last that I shall have the honour to 
submit to the Board, I wish, summarily, to state that, since the Drainage Acts were first 
brought into operation in the autumn of 1846, an equivalent of nearly two and a half 
millions of labourers have received employment at a cost of £155,000, in carrying out the 
works of twenty-one districts, all of which have been completed under my directions. 

This employment has been afforded to a population located in one of liie most destitute 
parts of Ireland, chiefly at a period of famine, during a season of great depression, hereby 
a vast amount of misery was alleviated. 

It is also gratifying to think, that in the expenditure of the above sum, this is not the only 
result ; a population which literally knew not how to labour have been taught the use of 
tools and implements, thereby becoming useful members of society ; and 80,000 acres of 
land which, formerly, were nearly valueless, from being soaked with water, are now 
drained, and fit for agricultural purposes; adding in both cases materially to the resources 
of the country. 

During the past season the floods did not, as far as I am aware, overtop any bottom 
lands subject to the influence of our opera^tions ; and in almost all cases they pal^sed off, 
80 as to permit of an ample outfall for thorough drainage*

Lough Mask and Eiver Robe District. 
Creagh Division. 

The only works of any consequence which were completed in this reach of the river

the erection of an overfall for the tailwater into the main channeL On the 

Roheen Division^ 

A heavy shoal, extending from below Old Robeen, through Fox-Hall BridgCi has been 
removed* And on the 

Hollymouni Division^ 

.This shoal, which reached to Cloonark, has been excavated, so as to free the adjacent flat 
.grounds; the tap-drain has likewise been refilled ; a new outlet has also been made for 
Lough Eeagh, into the river Kobe ; and two gullets have been built across the Cloonjei* 
gashel stream. 

Lehinch Division* 

. The tap-drain, which had been excavated for unwatering this reach was refilled, where 
required, by the proprietors. 

Hollyhrook Division* 

• The deep cuttings which were necessary at Tagheen have been completed, and the 
labourers are now employed between this locality and the village of Crossboyne, beyond 
which it is not intended to continue the excavations in the river. 

Polnasillagh Division. 

i T?he arching over the deep cut leading from the Turlough into Castlemagarret demesne 
has been finished, and the channel above will, I expect, be out of hand9 by the first of

A substantial weir of ashlar masonry has been erected in the river, between XoUjgh 
Carra and Lough Mask, to keep up the waters of the former lake ; and the embankments 
on either side of the channel are in progress.

The main channel, especially the upper end of this reach, has been cleared of all its 
shoals and deposit, and the Breaghwy stream, which unwaters a considerable tract of 
good land, has been excavated for its entire length.

Through Mr. Blake's demesne, the excavation in the main channel is complete, and it 
has been continued up to where the district now ends. An occupation bridge, twenty-one 
feet span, has been thrown across the river, immediately opposite Ballinafad house. 

LouQH Laknagh Distbict. 
Raheens Division. 

The only piece of work of. any consequence executed in this district has been the 
erection of a new mill weir at Baheens, and the embanking of the Baheens stream from 
this struotore to the occupation bridge.

In order to carry oflf the leakage water from these shoals, a tail tap was made wiicb 
cUscbitrged h^\o\s Clynan weir^ and was of great advantage in keeping the site of the exca- 
!vation free from water. This tap can be mkdis available fear the permanent impron^ment 
*af the land tbrou^^ii which it passes, as a sluice has been erected in the lower wid of it-ft 
*the Clynan weir, so Hiat by making a small embankment along Uie main river, the adjacent 
iow land may be inimdated at the proper season, and the water be afterwards taken off 
when required. This tap also idffords a fecUity fbr draining lands, which have been suWect 
to injury from the backwater from Clynan weir, and could not have been heretofpife 
improved. 

•' "the rock (^rtting anf eieara^a below Abbeyshr^e mill were finished on 4th )fayi 
and the excavation df the Aqueduet shoal was commenced on »88th March, (|nd "vas 
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cftrridd on unintemxptedly tmtil tlie 7tli Angast, when the head, dam was lowQced^ihe ^f^inmitk 
eiteavation of the entire shoal being then completed, with the exception of a small part in Ezta^ota^t^^ ^ 
the site of the dams, and also some additional cutting required at the Aqueduct, so as to Aimupllei^^ \ 
allow the water an easy and sufficient access to the iu-ches. This shoal was for the most jfe;£^y ^^j[Li^ *' 
part, and especially in the neighbourhood of the Aqueduct, composed of a concrete of gopd ^^^^J wwno^ . » 
manuring limestone gravel and stones, which it was found very difficult to excavate. ., ; 

The piers of the "Wliitworth Aqueduct of the Royal Canal being founded 2 feet 6 iiiches 
above tiie new bed of river, it was decided by the Board not to underpin the piers, but 
to make a strong paving roimd the piers and under the arches ; this paving was commenced 
on 26th June, and was finished on 16tli September, in a most permanent and satis- ^ 
factory maimer, four out •f five arches having been thus made available for drainage pur- ' 
poses. The stone used in this paving was procured from the rock cutting at Abbeyshrule, . 
and the work has been completed wimin my estimate of 1st June last. 

The contractor for the Abbeyshrule bridge has been employed during the. latter part 

of the summer in completing the wing walls, the building of which was discontmued in . 

the year 1850, owing to the necessity of keeping open the unwatering tap which crossed 

the line of the walls, and which was required for the unwatering of the Aqueduct shoal. 

The work done at this bridge during the past year consisted of the building of the two. 

western wing walls, 170 feet long and 20 feet average height; the downstream eastern 

wall, 81 feet long and 16 feet average height; together with the filling in and repairing of 

roadway« The entire work has been executed in a very substantial manner. 

f » * • ' ' 

The Board having decided on advertising for contractors to execute a portion of the 
works on the district, notices to contractors were in consequence issued on 27th July 
last, and some tenders received ; but the Board ultimately decided on not accepting any. 
tender, and directed me, on '7th September, to proceed with the execution of the works 
as expeditiously as possible. Accordingly, on 8th September, the making of dams 
was conunenced at Castlewilder, and the excavation proceeded with on the 15th ; and on 
4th November the channel was completed to the requisite width and depth, and the 
greater portion of the dams removed. This shoal was composed of limestone gravel ana 
boulders. 

On 11th September, the works were commenced at Ballinacarrow, and are now in a 
very forward state, as the greater part of the shoal has been excavated ; the old bridge has 
been removed in the line of the new channel, and a temporary one erected higher up stream; 
and in order to preserve the site of the excavation free from water, the proposed bed of 
river being upwards of 6 feet below the present leyel of the tail water, and 11 feet 6 inches 
below the present level of the head water, a waterwheel has been erected at the Ipwer end 
of the shoal, and close to the tail dam« which works five pmnps, and is found to be a most 
economical and satisfactory mode of unwatering the pits, especially at this season of thej 
year, when manual labour applied to pumping is very insufficient, unsatisfactory, and 
expensive. * * * 

The works on the district have proceeded very well, taking into consideration the small 
^t^nber of men employed, but tiiey have not, owing to the scarcity of men, advanced with 
that expedition which might be desired. There has been, however, a great increase in the 
number of men employed in the latter end of this year, when compared with the stime' 
period of the previous year; and so far as it is possible to form an opinion, I think it more 
tiian probable that there will be a still further increase in the eiisumg year, partly on 
account of the works being now carried on continuously, and without interruptions from 
want of funds, partly from the increased rate of wages which the men receive, and partly 
from the advanced state of the Branch Railways to Longford and Cavan, which have been 
employing some of the men previously engaged on Drainage works ; and it is worthy of 
notice, that since the Board authorized an increased rate of wages in last September, the 
men have worked more freely and willingly than they were previously in the habit of doing, 
wd they also appear to take a greater interest in tiie works; there is, however, a graat 
difference in the quantity of work done by them, which arises from the physical incapacity: 
of some. One great obstacle to- the rapid progress of the works, is the difficulty of procuring 
men at the proper seasons of the year, as they are in the habit of leaving the works in the 
spring to sow their own and their neighbours* crops, and in the autumn, to save the 
harvest; but it is to be borne in mind, that so far the scarcity of men has not injuriously 
operated in this district to the same extent as it has done on others, because of the.diffi- .. ^ . ,. ........ 

culfy of carrying on the works in several places at the same time, and this has been owing ; \ ,, 
to the i;ieeessity of preserving the mill supplies, and thereby keeping up the water to>so 
high a level in the river as to cause the trnwatering of the shoals on the upper reaches to 
be very expensive ; but now that the milling power is to be destroyed, this difficulty wU^ 
be removed, and if the x^en are forthcoming, tiie works can be carried on more extensively,. 
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Orenddf in €liarge 

^^ CMtkbcmMd ^ ♦The works executed in the above-named district, during the year 1854, are as follows, 
viz:— 

Main Channel 

In the months of January and February the occupation bridge at Streamstown was in 
course of erection, and the embankments at Cloghanmore were partly completed; the 
weir itself cemented, the guard-walls at same built, and the banks made good over them ; 
and 100 lineal feet of coping provided and dressed for Castletown weir. In the month of 
March, Streamstown occupation bridge was completed, and the approaches formed, and 
in this and the month of April the whole of the channel, from Droughtville to the head of 
the district, had been cleared up, and the grass and sand removed from KiUyon bridge to 
the confluence of the Kilmain river. The drain through Muddy Lake had been likewise 
cleared up and re-sunk; and the foundations for guard-walls at Pass cleared out, some of 
them built, and the weir and embankment at Castletown commenced. This weir was 
completed in the month of May, and also the embankment at same as far as practicable. 
The Breaghmore river had been turned into the main channel at Killyon in the month of 
June ; and in July the gravel deposit at Cloghanmore bad been removed, together with a 
large quantity driven in at Castletown by the heavy flood in June. Preparations were 
also made for the erection of sluice-gates at Springfield weir. 

In the months of August and September the embankments and back-drains at Cloghan- 
more weir had been finally completed, and the water turned over the weir, and stones 
quarried and drawn for guard- walls at Pass. These walls, the sluice-gates at Springfield 
weir, and the pitching of the embankment at Castletown, had been completed in the monti 
of September, and in this and thp months of October and November the gravel deposit at 
Cairig had been removed. In the month of November the weir at Castletown had been 
removed, and the fish-pass at Cloghanmore weir commenced, which was completed in 
December, except tarring the timber work, which had been retarded in consequence of 
wet weathex*. 

Kilmain Rirer. 

During the months of January, February, and March, the weir at Breaghtnore had been 
coped and cemented, and the guard-walls built, the weir^basin and embankments of same 
formed, and the entire channel cleared up, and the occupation bridges repaired. In the 
months of November and December the foundation of two falls was cleared out, one fall 
built, and considerable preparations made for the construction of the fish-pass over 
Breaghmore weir. 

,Clon/os8 Riven 

The removal of gravel deposit had been carried on during the months of March, April, 
and May, the occupation bridge repaired, and Clonfoss weir cemented ; and in June ashlar 
and coping had been provided for the falls on same; and during the months of July, 
August, and September, these falls were built, the embankment at Clonfoss weir com- 
pleted, the water turned over the weir, and a considerable quantity of gravel depofiit 
removed ; and during the months of November and December this river had been widened 
for 100 lineal perches, to receive the flood-water of the Castlebemard river, and the tern* 
porary bridge at Carrigparks partly constructed. 

Osierbrook Streanu 

This stream had been completed in the month of September, and a large quantity of 
gravel deposit removed, and several other improvements effected. 



Beport by Mr. B. D. Eepobt by Mr. B. D. Gibbons, ce., on the Youghal Distbict, County of Cork

Youghal DiBtrict. rpj^^ operations diuring the past year have been chiefly such work as is invariaWy 

required at all sea embaiiments, for some time after being closed, and until they become 

consolidated, and assume a permanent condition. Several perches of the stone pavemM 

that had partially subsided, have b^en repaired, and open interstices packed and pinned. 

There were several small leaks through the embankment, and though, in the aggregate, 

they did not admit as much tidal water as would seriously interfere with the drainage, it 

was advisable to stanch them — especially such of them as caused any apprehension of 

becoming enlarged. This has been done at a very moderate cost, and it may be advis* 

able to do something furttier in thisTespect, in the ensuing season ; but I do not contem* 

plate any thing being necessary beyond what may be fairly regarded under the head oi 

maintenance.

Districts of Brosna (Ferbane), a«rf Kilbeggan, in the Kind's County^ and County oj 

Westmeath. 

Brosna (Ferbane) District. 

The works on this district have heen in progress during the greater part of the past year, 
the latter part of which has proved unusually favourable for drainage operations. The very 
small quantity of fain that has fallen in proportion to the usual average amount, and its 
distribution over the year, admitting of drainage works being carried on up to the present 
^e, without any lengthened interruption. 

Belmount Division. 

The works on this division consisted in the building of Belmount mill weir, 300 feet in 
length and 10 feet high, having fish-pass as approved of by the Board, together with the 
excavation of river below weir to Belmount bridge ; and the construction and removal of 
all dams, &c., required to unwater the site of these operations. 

Coole Division. 

The excavation of the main channel on this division was commenced early in April, and 
has been steadily carried out to the present time. Notwithstanding the many difficulties 
which presented tliemselves on this part of the work, in the shape of very hard limestone 
rock, on the lower portion of division, and the necessity for keeping the water at a low 
enough level above the head dam, to allow of the hay crop being saved (which it was most 
Successfully) on the extensive flats reaching from Kilcolgan to Ballycumber and Rahan. I. 
am happy to state that this large channel has been completed for a distance of two miles, 
or to within a very few perches of the dam ; and preparations are being made for running 
off tie water from the long reach of river above flie dam, on which depends th6 drainage 
of more than half the district. The abutments and piers of Coole and Kilcolgan occupa- 
tion bridges have been built, and the superstructures are in course of construction. 

Ballycumber Division. 

The only works executed on this division were the erection of an occupation bridge, 43 
feet span, across the new cut above Ballycumber bridge ; and the construction of the abut- 
ments for Bolart bridge, the superstructure of which is at present in hands. 

Ballyhoughlin Division, 

A stone occupation bridge was constructed in the early part of the year, over the Gage- - 
borough river, where it crosses the road leading to Gageborough house. 

Clodiagh River ^ Rahan Division. 

Rahan mill weir was removed, pending negotiations to purchase said mill, and all obstruc-^ 
tions at the junction of head-race and site of old weir cleared up, so as to I'elieve as much 
as possible the low land lying between Rahan bridge and the canal Aqueduct. 

Frankford River, Aqueduct Division, 

The only work executed on this division, was the excavation of a new cut 500 feet in 
length, at the junction of this river with the Brosna.

Lehinch Division. 
The works executed on this divisioiiy were the constrttetion of an occupation bridge at 
Dfalysford, the deepening and otherwise improving Kilmucklin stream, for ft distance of 
If inile. The scouring of a considerable portion of back drain ; and the building of ei^t 
gullets for farm passes on the above-mentioned stream. Upwards of 200 acres of land, 
which were perfectly saturated by the drainage water from the adjoining high lands, have 
been totally relieved by the opening of this drain. One of the principal proprietors in the 
Vicinity, has already ttien advant^e of the fall obtained ; and thorough-drained over 50 
ftcres.of the cutaway bog, lying along the road from Clara to Tullamore. 

Kilnacarra Diviaionm 

The closing of a short portion of unwatering out, and the soonring of back drain focmel 
by the partial filling of unwatering cuts, wefe the only works executed on this division. 

Belvtew Division. 

■' The main ohaimel was deepened and completed for a distance of 8,400 feet» and all 
tmwatering cuts filled. The abutmeats of BaUybought occupation bridge have likewise 
been built, and the superstructure is in progress. Th^ re-deepening has bee^ of material 
advantage to the adjoining land ; as this reach of river, as before excavated, was not of a 
Bufficient depth to allow of the confluent drains freely discharging themselves. 

Coola Division. 

A weir 70 feet in length and 6 feet high, for Coola mill, has been constructed, with fish 
pass, as approved of by the Board. Six sluices which existed in the old weir, have been 
newly paved at down-stream side, and refitted with gates and metals. The embankments 
opposite to and at the north end of weir have been completed, and all unwatering cuts 

Ballynagore {Lower) Division. 

At the iqHstream emd of this division, the main channel has been opened, and completed 
far a distance of 3,506 feet» and all unwatering cuts have been closed. 

Ballyna^ore {Upper) Division. 

The new river-course has been cleared of deposit, on the lower portion of this division, 
and the upper i>ortion deepened, so as to give sufficient fall to admit of the gravd shoal at 
Newell's bridge and the new cut above bridge being excavated, which has been completed 
for a distance of 2,700 feet, the old bridge removed, and a temporary bridge erected. 

Monaghanstown River Division. 

A new channel f of a mile in length, has been f6rmed on the lower portion of this stream 
between Nure bridge and the Brosna river ; the upper portion of division above the bridge 
has been scoured, all unwatering cuts (except those suited for land drains) filled, and the 
division completed.

District 9f Fergus, Counties of Clare and Galway. 
„ QuiN, County of Clare. 

During the year 1854 there has been less rain in this locaKty, and consequently less 
water in the rivers, generally, than for many years previous ; yet it cannot be considered 
a favourable one for drainage or river virorks. The spring and autumn seasons were fine, but 
the summei* season was the reverse. There was more rain in the months of May, June, aild 
July, (as will be seen by the accompanying weather table), than in any other three months 
of the past year. This was the ttiore to be regretted, as they were the months best adapted 
to river drainage works ; and as they are also the months in which the grea1;est number^cjf ' 
men are available for such employment. During a portion of the month of June, the whole- 
of July, and a few days in the beginning of August, some of our heaviest excavations, which 
were in full work, had to be suspended, in consequence of the heavy ranui and floods in the 
rivers. The progress attained however, is reasonable — ^much greater, indeed, thaa was 
apprehended under the circumstances ; and considering the general scarcity of labourers 
as compared with former years — ^the easy circumstances o^ and extensive agricultural 
employment offered by the farmers, as well as the railway and other public works in the 
neighbourhood. 

The satisfactory degree of progress attained, may be attributed to having plant andtk>oIs,' 
and all requirements prepared from the earliest inoment, to take advantage of eteryfkvour- 
able circumstance that offered. And to the adoption of the plan of operations, sanctioeed 
by the Board — ^namely, of opening as many points for operating upon as the nature of *the 
works and the number of labourers to be obtained WQuld warrant — ^without, at the sto^e 
time, departing from the geneiral plan of completing the works from the lower part of^ thd 
district, gradually upward. 

.The Fergus District. 

In this district, the works were carried on in four divisions — namely, in the Clare, 
Ballyhee, Dromore, and Ballyteigue divisions. 

In the Clare division, ih& wor^ consisted of the blasting and removal of 4,738 cubi<r 
yards of rock, and 51,231 cubic yurds of earthwork. The rock excavation was almost 
entirely taken from the shoal in the river near Clare Castle ; and being capable of being 
proceeded with only in the absence of the tides, and requiring dams to Be made in from 4 
to 6 feet of water, was necessarily a slow and difficult operation. The eardiworks consisted 
of deepening and widening 1,580 perches of main and back dndns, and strengthening, 
raising, and repairing 1,460 perches of embankments. 

One of the large permanent sluices has been made, and another nearly so, and deven 
temporary sluices were inserted in the embankments at low levels, for the drainage of the 
interior wet lands. 

Much apprehension was felt lest the soft wet lands along iiiia reaeh of the riv^r upon 
lowering the water, should, as is frequent in such cases, open into large ^lita aud chasmSy 

Qa 
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and forming ** landslips/' fall into, and partially obstruct the river. This has been guarded 
against, by opening the back drains, and discharging the waters from the wet lands, into a 
portion of the channel at Clare, that had been sunk to a low level, ere the removal of the 
head dam, or lowering of the river from its former high level, had been effected. The result 
was, tiie wet spongy lands were tapped, as it were, and rendered comparatively firm, and 
such splits as occurred were confined to the small space between the embankments andtbe 
river edges. To prevent the latter as much as possible from slipping, it was deemed advi- 
sable to defer lowering the river to the full extent until next summer, in the hope that tbe 
banks may settle and consolidate in the interim. 

Ballyhee Division. 

In this division little was done until the men were thrown idle by floods in the other 
divisions adjoining. Since that time there have been 871 cubic yards of rock, and 1,8»3 
cubic yards of hard gravel removed from the deep cut at Ballyhee \ and the side or 
retaining walls to the excavation have been proceeding towards completion. 

Dromore Division. 

The works in this division consisted of removing from the main channel at and adjacent 
to Drumconora and Adroon bridges, excavation of a difficult kind, to the extent of 6,687 
cubic yards of rock, and 11,706 cubic yards of clay and limestone gravel. 

The piers of the middle arch of Drumconora bridge (which arch has beeu found 
sufficiently capacious for drainage purposes) have been underset with ashlar masonry to a 
depth of 7\ feet. 

Ballyteigue Division. 

The excavations in this division are generally of a heavy description, and forming the 
key to, or outlet from the extensive chain of lakes extending from Corofin, in the county 
of Clare, to Tubberindoney, in the county of Galway, are of an important diaracter. The 
excavation in the main channel (which is nearly opened into Loughateadaun, the lowest 
lake of the chain), consisted of 3,246 cubic yards of rock, and 4,973 cubic yards of lime- 
stone gravel and clay. 

The temporary bridges in this division, erected ere the works were suspended in 1850, 
underwent some slight repairs for the public safety and convenience. 

The works in the two latter divisions were much retarded, in consequence of the summer 
rains and floods above alluded to, otherwise the progress should have been more than 
doubled. • * * » » 

QuiN District. 

The works in this district during the year consisted of opening 248 perches of main, 
and 236 perches of minor drains ; and of scouring and deepening, 9,600 perches of the 
rivers and mwn drains formerly opened, preparatory to making the final award, and giving 
up the district in good order to the Trustees. 

Also building two stone gullets of 2 feet waterway each, under county roads ; and four 
accommodation bridges and gullets of the following spans : — namely, a stone arch 12 feet 
span, a wooden bridge of same span, but stone abutments, and two stone gullets of 2 feet

Districts ^Cappagh and Killimob, in the County of Qalway. 

Cappagh District. 

The district is divided into two divisions— the Lower, or Cappagh Division, extending 

from near the Shannon to Uuniry mill ; and the Upper, or Duniry Division, from Dui^ 

Tpill to Dalystown. 
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Cappagh Division. Appehdix a 

On that portion of this division which is situated between the Shannon and Cappagh ^^^^^^^^^ 
bridge several shoals of gravel and rock were removed, and the breast walls repaired where Mr.A.O.Lyon8,c.i 
necessary. Between Cappagh bridge and Duniry mill, an entirely new channel was exca- 
vated, with the exception of that portion immediately below Duniry, which was partially 
excavated in a former year. i. • i. i 

The quantity of excavation (exclusive of the unwatering course) along the mam channel 
during the year, amounts to 89,041 cubic yards of earth, and 2,912 of rock. 

The Easterville river, which is a tributaiy to this division, was deepened where necessary, 
and scoured throughout its entire length, being 636 statute perches, and it now affords 
ample means for the drainage of the lands which are situated along it. 

The following streams and drains have been sunk from 4^ to feet, under the surface

871 perches of the unwatering course have been closed along this division. 

A stone bridge of 9 feet span was built over the drain forming the unwatering course, 
where it crosses the public road from Portumna to Scariff, near Cloonmoylan bridge ; and 
two accommodation bridges, each 32 feet span, have been erected over the new river course, 
between Cappagh bridge and Duniry, at places where fords formerly existed. The piers • 
of the bridges are of sound mason work, and the beams are of red pine, with larch planking, 
three inches thick, for the roadway. 

Duniry Division. 

No work has been executed on this division. The necessary steps were taken to effect 
the purchase of the water power at Duniry mill ; the amount of compensation has been 
settled and the owner and occupier have agreed thereto, but the actual possession of the 
weir, &c., has not yet been obtained. 

Although the scarcity of labourers and tradesmen is becoming daily more apparent, I 
expect the works of the district can be comp].eted during the spring and summer of 185'5, 
so as to be ready for award by July or August next. 

The expenditure up to this date has not exceeded the estimate for that portion of tlie 
works which has been executed, and I am of opinion, that the total expenditure for the 
completion of the district will not exceed the amount stated in the Report of the Commis- 
sioners of Inquir}\ 

The new channel on the Cappagh Division being completed in September, I had an. 
opportunity of observing the height and duration of the floods during November and 
December, and I have to report, that the ordinary floods filled the channel within two 
feet of the surface of the land, and the extraordinary floods rose to the surface, flooding 
those portions which were lower than the average level of the land, amounting to thirteen 
acres. This occurred on three occasions, viz., 28th October, 15th November, and 18th 
December, but the water never remained more than six hours on the land, and in six hours 
afterwards the water was 3 feet under the surface, if the rain did not continue so as to keep 
up the flood. 

As regards the Duniry Division, the lands were not actually flooded during the year, 
although the water was frequently very near the surface. The occupiers of the land 
removed some obstructions out of the channel above Duniry mill weir, and to this may be 
attributed the escape from flooding. I have no doubt but that when the mill weir at 
DuniiT is removed, and the works completed, the lands on this division will be entirely free 
from floods, and the drainage more effectual than on the Cappagh Division, which is under » 
the influence of the back water from the Shannon. 

The observed discharge amounts to 2 cubic feet per minute per acre, from a catchment 
basin of 41,000 acres; but as the extraordinary floods obtained their maximum height 
during the night, and fell rapidly, the discharge wiU probably amount to nearly 3 cubic feet 
per minute per acre. I have not been able to make any comparison with the ascertained 
discharge prior to the execution of the works. > 

On the Cappagh Division forty-seven statute acres of land have been tilled, forty-three 
being under oats, and the remaining four in potatoes, turnips, and barley. 

On the Duniry Division, 160 statute acres have been under crops. Of this portion seventy- 
six acres are situated in the low ground adjacent to the river, and the remainder along the 
verge of the high land. The crops consisted of JL38 a^rea of oats, 12 acres of potatoes, 9 
acres of turnips, and 1 acre of rape. For pasture and meadow, the lands are greatly 
l)enefited, and will continue to improve, as tilie grasses change.

Statebdent of Works Executed on each Division. 

Newbridge Dnmon^ No. 1. 

Anew road, 96 perches in length, forming the approaches to the new stone bridge orer 
the main river, on the road from Portumna to Loughrea, was made by contntet ; and having 
been approved of by the County Surveyor, the Grand Jury, at the Summer Assizes, pre- 
sented for the balance of. the original estimate for the county wc^ks, which are now com- 
pleted. 

; 136 perches of the unwatering course were closed. This, along with some secessuy 
repairs, and the removal of obstructions from the rivers and streams, completed liie woria 
on this division. 

Lisduff Division^ No. 2. 

A fish passage was constructed in the weir at Heamsbrook lake, in the month of Jnne, 
and a leakage in the weir staunched. A substantial timber accommodation bridge was 
erected over the Lisduff river, adjoining the demesne of Heamsbrook, and the side sbpes 
and banks of the river repaired. 

The closing of the unwatering course was completed for 1,433 statute perches. 

Killimor Division^ No. 8. 

A fish passage was built in the weir at Hardy's mill, 162 perches of the nnwatermg 
course were fified, and the obstructions removed from the main channel and streams 
throughout the division. 

Claremadden Divi$ion^ No. 4. 
400 perches of the unwatering course were filled. Two timber accommodation bridges 
were re-constructed on the lands of Claremadden and Ardultagh. Weeds and other obstruc- 
tions were removed from the watercourses, and 61 perches of a new drain opened in the 
townland of Kilcrow. 

Killoran Division^ No. 6. 

On this division the work consisted principally in the excavation of the main channel 
and minor drains. The former had been partially sunk in a previous year, but not to the 
full depth. 723 perches of the main channel were excavated and completed, and 665 
perches of minor drains. 

882 perches of the unwatering course were closed, and three wooden accommodation 
bridges erected on the lands of Killoran and PoppeybiU. 

Addergool Division^ No. 6. 

, Two stone acconmiodation bridges, of 9 feet span, and two timber accommodation bridges 
were constructed. 272 perches of the unwatering cuts closed. The head race of Spring- 
field mill scoured and deepened, and the obstructions removed from the river course along 
the entire division. 

Kill River Division^ No. 7. 

244 x>6rches of the unwatering course were closed, and two timber accommodation 
bridges constructed in a substantial manner on the lands of Cooleeny and Kill. 

The works of the district are now almost completed. The re-construction of an accom- 
modation bridge at Murty's Island, on the Killimor Division, has been ordered by the Board, 
and I consider that when this has been completed no other worics will be required, except 
such necessary repairs and maintenance as may be considered advisable, until the final 
award shall be made. » » ♦ 

Result of the Drainage and the State of the Lands. 

The works have eflfectually relieved from flooding all the lands in the district, amounting 
to 8,615 statute acres, with the exception of 75 acres which are situated on the Newbridge, 
lisduff, and Killimor Divisions, and as the works have been completed, these lands will in 
future be liable to flooding for six or eight hours, perhaps on four or five occasions during 
the winter. 

During the year 1854 the flood arose on these 75 acres, remaining for six hours, on four 
occasions, viz., 28th October, 24th November, and 14th and 18th December. 

The observed discharge during floods agrees very closely with the observations of former 
years, as stated in previous reports, being 1*80 cubic feet per minute per acre, whereas, by 
the calculations made prior to, and during the partial execution of the works, the discharge 
was found to be from 1*10 to 1*25 cubic feet per minute per acre, or 66,000 cubic feet per 
minute, from a catchment basin of 53,000 acres ; but since the completion of the district, the 
quantity discharged has amounted during high floods to 96,000 cubic feet per minute.

Of the seven districts originally placed under my charge, awards have been made final c.e., l>i«trict 
in six cases, and control of the districts placed in the hands of Trustees. The Glyde E^^^er. 
District alone now remains in my charge, the works having been delayed longer than was 
anticipated in consequence of the difficulty of obtaining men. This circumstance, which 
was noticed in my last Annual Report, obliged me this year still further to increase the 
rate of wages, still it was with the greatest difficulty I was enabled to complete the execu- 
tion of the works in the river bed before the commencement of winter floods ; I am, 
however, now happy to report that the entire works of the district (with the exception of 
two drains, the excavation of which will cost about £220) are now completed. Of these 
two drains^ one, in the neighbourhood of Killanny, is now in hands, and will, I expect, 
be finished at the end of this monUi; the other drain, running through the lands of 
Longfield, cannot be executed till after some weeks of dry weather. Should the execution 
of this latter drain have the eflfect of delaying the final award, the lands which it relieves 
may be excluded from the district. 

The works executed during the year are as follows :— 
2f Miles of main river channeL 
Si Miles of main drains and tributaries. 
Miles of tidal embankment. 
Tidal sluices. 
Gullets. 
Lineal perches of unwatering cuts filled in. 

The works during the year were, with trifling exception, confined to the tidal reaches 
of the river, local, circumstances, particularly the necessity of providing for the supply of 
large com mills at the mouth of the river, rendered the projection and execution of 
those works very difficult ; I am happy, however, to be enabled to add, that their com- 
pletion before tiie recent floods has given me an opportunity of witnessing their entire 
success. 

The quantity of rock and clay excavated during the year was 77,203 cubic yards ; the 
cost, inclusive of all the charges above detailed, is 6^. per cubic yard. The total number 
of labourers employed during the year was 24,831, which includes watchmen, caretakers, 
and labourers employed at works of repair, maintenance, and unwatering; this will give 
an average of 8*18 cubic yards per man, on the quantity of excavation, or nearly four 
cubic yards per man per day, upon the number of men actually employed at this descrip- 
tion of work» 

When it is considered that, at the conclusion of works a great deal of ^'jobbing*' work 
is p6r£Drmed» and as the works draw near completion the cost of superintendence naturally 
bears a large proportion to the works executed, the foregoing results, whether considered 
in relation to their cost or the average quantity of work executed by each labourer, can- 
not fail to be considered satisfactory. 

The weather, during the past year, has been highly favourable to drainage operations. 
One flood, which occurred in the month of July, however, obliged me to withdraw the 
men frx)m the river channel for about twelve days ; during this time, however, the tidal 
embankments— -the execution of which I had reserved for such a casualty — were com- 
pleted, and ihe only loss sustained was the expense incurred in repairing the dams, and 
the unwatering, for the second time, the portion of the works in course of execution. As 
this expense, however, is included in the average oost of the works before given, and 
which ia very moderate, it is sufficient here to mention this circumstance as a reason why 
that cost was not still more moderate^ The only other flood which occurred was in the 
month of November; although considerable, it was not so great as those previously 
rejKnrted on. It was, however, of sufficient magnitude to test the scale of the tidal works, 
and to prove that they were of sufficient capacity. -No floodiuj^ from the river occurred 
during those floods ; but small portions of the embanked lands of WiUistown, Adamstown, 
and Maine, on the river Dee, were subject to floodiiig from the adjoining high lands, in 
consequence of the neglect of the occupiers in conducting the waters to the outlets pro- 
-vided for them at seveial x>oint8 in the embankments. The largest portion of this flood- 
ing, if it may be so called, was relieved in the course of a few hours.

Districts of Kilmaganny and Kilbride^ in the County of Kilkenny. 

I beg to furnish the following Eeport on the progress made with the works in the 
Kilmaganny and Kilbride districts, during the past year. 

. : The works chiefly consisted^in removing obstructions, and clearing out the channels 
which were made in the years from 1846 to 1852, inclusive. A considerable quantity of 
stuff in many parts of the river where the banks had slipped, partly filled the water-courses, 
and required to be removed for the free discharge of llie river. Nearly the entire length 
of main channels and drains, about 28 miles in Kilmaganny and 17 in Kilbride, required 
some repair, and all obstructions have been removed. 
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-Appendix C. The progress of the works was much delayed by the want of labourers, as they onlj 

Extract from the could be procured in very limited numbers — sometimes being reduced only to a few. Every 
Anniial R^rt of exertion was made to increase the number ; and to employ tradesmen, I had to send to 
^- •«^?^** ^^^^ distant towns ; but even an offer of high wages would not induce many to leave their own 
Engineer! ° neighbourhoods. Compared with former years, when the works were first commenced, I 

may say that the population is almost gone, as then between three and four hundred 
labourers were pressing for employment in each district, but now it would be difficult to 
retain constantly forty able-bodied men. The completion of the works has, in consequence, 
occupied a much longer time than would have been necessary under more favourable cir- 
cumstances. 

The works were completed in the early part of the month of last November, and only 
required some slight repairs since in keeping the water-courses free from stepping-stones 
and slips in tlie deep cuttings. * * » » 

The following is a general accoimt of the work which has been done during the year. 

Kilmaganny District. 

Between the King's River and the mill-weir, little more required to be done than to 
remove a quantity of stones which were scattered along the bed of the river. At the weir 
two wing retaining walls have been built, extending about 30 feet below the weir, on both 
sides of the river, and closing up a gap which was originally intended for a sluice-gate. 
The greater portion of the coping required to be re-set, also the paving at the toe of the 
weir, and the joints in front of the weir have been closed and pointed with cement 

Between the weir and Chapelizod, a large quantity of sand and gravel, upwards of 2,000 
cubic yards, was removed from the bed of the river, also several small shoals about Cha- 
pelizod. 

From Chapelizod to the confluence of the Toberadangan stream, the channel has been 
cleared of all obstructions, and deepened 18 inches above Dunnamaggan for about half g 
mile. 

The Toberadangan branch was much obstructed with weeds and accumulations of sand 
aud deposit, and has been well cleared out. The Bogerstown and Kilmaganny branches 
have been carefully gone over, and all obstructions have been removed — a number of shoak 
obstructed Hie v/aterway, together with stepping-stones and slips, and a considerable 
quantity of stuff has been taken out of the river. 

Two stone arch accommodation bridges have been built — one 18 feet span, crossing the 
main channel below the confluence of the Toberadangan stream, and the second crossiug 
the Toberadangan main drain. Six timber bridges, resting on stone abutments, have been 
erected at Vinesgrove and Bogerstown, crossing the main channel, and four crossing the 
main drains at Lackendragaim and Ballintee. Near the village of Dunnamaggan, aa 
accommodation road, about 28 perches in length, has been made with stone fence-walk, 4 
feet high, and all the necessary works of repair have been completed throughout the district, 
in accordance with the Beport to the Board, dated the 11th October, 1853. 

Kilbride District. 

From Goat's bridge near the junction of the King's Biver to Kilbride bridge, the channel 
was made but 6 feet wide at bottom, having a fall of about 21 feet per mile ; but in conse- 
quence of the steepness of the gradient, the slopes of the cutting were washed away, leaving 
large boulder stones obstructing the channel, and forming sho^s. Some of these boulders 
required to be blasted, and about 630 cubic yards of stuff have been removed out of the 
river. • 

From Kilbride bridge to Poulacapple bog, the obstructions in the river were chiefly 
caused by slips, owing to the slight fall in the bed of .the river, from 2 to 3 feet per mile; 
it was necessary to clear this portion of the channel to the original depth, as a small obstrae- 
tion would cause backwater in the bog drains. Only the centre of the river has been cleared 
as the banks have now settled, and would be likely to slip again if disturbed. 

The several drains through Poulacapple bog were much obstructed with weeds, and 
passages made by the bog labourers carrying turf, and they have been all carefully gone 
over and cleared out. 

Through the townland of Monarch, a new drain has been opened, about 300 perches in 
length; and in forming it 3,828 cubic yards of stuff have been excavated and removed. The 
drilin was openeft through very wet ground, and during the winter the 4)anks have very 
much slipped ; but I consider that it will be better to allow the lands to drain, and the 
banks to consolidate before removing the slips, and the waterway has therefore only been 
kept open. 

The main drain from Garryricken and Trenchmore required little repair, more than to 
remove weed's and some deposit, and the water-courses are now in good order, and free 
from obstructions. 

At the crossing of the public road, a stone gullet has been built, crossing the Monarch 
drain, and two stone arch acconmiodation bridges have been erected, one crossing the main 
channel at Baunta, and the other the main drain at Trenchmore. Three timber accommo* 
dation bridges have been constructed, one at Kilminick, resting on stone abutments, and 
two at Poulacapple bog, resting on timber piles. I have been guided by tiie Beport to the 
Board, dated 10th October, 1853, in completing the works in this district, and I consider 
that they are now finished in accordance tiierewith.

General Observations. 

In the first six districts in this list, works have been in progress during the whole year, 
except in the Keenagh district, where operations were only resumed in the month of 
April, after a protracted suspension. In the Strokestown district, some worfcn<i>f inwiiili'ii* 
ance and repairs were carried on during the latter months of the year; and in the remain- 
ing districts, Nos. 8 to 11, inclusive, no works have been executed within the past year. 

The nature of the weather, and the circiunstances coiinected with the fall of rain during 
the year, have not been very favourable for the progress of drainage works. The entire 
rain fall for the year was not more than the average ; but it was so distributed, that the 
months of January and February, June and July, and Decembef , were very unsuitable for 
the progress of works in any district subject to heavy floods; and the seasons of the year 
.which were most favourable for working, were those during which labour is always scarce^ 
owing to the pressure of farm work in spring and harvest. Annexed is an abstract of tiie 
monthly fall of rain at those stations where regular registries have been kept

The observations which I made in my last annual report, with reference to the 
increasing difficulty of procuring a sufficient number of labourers, particularly at those 
seasons when they are most required^ in order to expedite the execution of ike works^ 
have been fully confirmed by the experience of the past year ; not only has the scarcity 
of men continued, but it has become gi*eater than ever, partly owing to an increased 
emi^ation from some districts, and partly to the enlistment of recruits for the army. In 
the ballinamore and Ballyconnell districts, we were unable, at any period of the year, to 
procure a sufficient force of men for the heavy reaches of excavation which it was most 
desirable to push on. Horses are also very scarce, and in some places we have been unable 
to procure the number required to work the pumps and draw materials to the works, even 
i^t a considerably advanced rate of hire. I have, therefore, been obliged, in one instance 
to recommend the Board to purchase a few horses for the use of &e works; and this 
course has been adopted with considerable advantage, particularly .in respect to the 
certainty with which the work can be carried on, without an apprehension of the horses 
being withdrawn by their owners, or an exorbitant rate of hire demanded, a system 
t^hic^ has been resorted to in some cases, when it was perceived that it would be highly 
ilDLJurious to the works to stop the pumping, and when it was known that other horses 
cpvli. not be easily procured.

The workshops in Belturbethaye been kept in operation upon a reduced scale^ propor- 
tioned to the' quantity of woi^ which it was considered advisable to have executed their. 
The machinery of the steam dredger has been kept in repair, and a new set of backets 
and links completed and put to work, the old set being removed to be thorou^j 
repaired, and to be kept as a spare set; a large quantity of smiths' work has been execu- 
ted for the lock gates and sluices ; six accommodation bridges, of forty and thirty-fire 
feet span, havQ been constructed of laminated timber ribs, for the Balliaamore and 
BiRllyconnell and Lough Oughter districts; and several smaller bridges for minor 
streams. • # # 

Ballinamore and Balltconkell DiSTRi<rr, and Junction JJavigation betweek 

THE Shannon and Lough Eune. 

Inihe eastern or Ballyconnell division of this district, both the steam dredger and the 
hajud dredger were employed, up to the latter end of November, in (Completing the deep- 
ening of the main channel between Aghalane and Ballyconnell ; the steam .dredger was 
then moved txp above BallyCoraiell, and commenced dredging any dams of unfinished 
portions of shoald at Cormeen and Ballyheady to a <]epth of four feet dix inches below 
summer water ; the hand dredger wa9 removed below (|aroul locJk, to clear away the dams 
at Brummettagh, and at Corraback shoal to the same depth. .... 
' Jn Che month of March, a portion of the old foundation and front wall of the eora mill 
at BaUyoonnell gave way in a very ilnexpected manned, carrying with it some of the new 
wort, and disarranging the water-wheel and machinery which had been erected by the 
Commissioners in the year 1851, and which had been working very satisfactorily since 
fiiat time. Immediate steps were taken to repair the injuries to the building and machi- 
nery, for which purpose it was found necessary to turn the water from the mill during 
the months of April, May, and Jime, by the end of Svhich time the w&rks of repair were 
successfully completed, including the rebuilding of the front wall from a secure fonnda- 
tion, and the whole height of the mill. 

While the mill was thus of necessity kept idle, advantage was taken of that circumstance 
te run the canal and mill-race dry, from the regulating weir downwards, and to remore 
the dams above the lock, repair and secure some defective parts of the banks, and to 
point and make stanch the masonry of thei lock. When these works were completed, the 
water was turned down the canal and - through the lock, and the masonry of the large 
sluice and fish-pass in the regulating weir was hi once put in hands, as well as the exca- 
tation of the old river-course below the weir, and the dry walling of the banks throng 
Ballyconnell demesne. As sobn as the masonry at the weir was completed, the dam 
above the sluice was removed, and at the same time, the river at Skalen was conipletely 
closed by a dam, which had the effect of ponding up the water in Garadice lake and tiie 
other lakes on the 6ame level. By these means the reach of river course between'Balty- 
connell and Skalen, about five ttiUes in length, was run dry, or nearly so, and as many 
labourers as could be got at the time were set to remove ariy dams, unfinished portip|» 
of shoals, or deposit from the navigation channel, and were so employed until the works 
ict the mill were completed, when it was necessary to let the water into the river at its 
proper l^vel, for the working of the milL* Subsequently, in the month of Sispiember, if^ 
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same course was adopted, an arrangement having been made with the mill owner to giyi^ ^^^W^^.fi!' 
up the water for three weeks ; at the end of this latter period, all the excavation had beeft ErtnactslGcOTu the -^ 
completed to full depth through the shoals up to Cormeen; at that place, and at Ballyr Aimuai liepoftof. y 
heady shoal, the highest portions were not more than two feet over bottom ; and the spfi J^* .t!.*^* ?4^y*^« 
mud shoal above Ballyheady, the cross dams and deposit at Coologue shoal, and th^ Eugme6r^' 
channel below the lock at Skalen, were cleared to within about three feet of bottom, * - i: 

leaving only a comparatively small amount of work to be done by the steam dredger to 
complete the navigable channel in this portion of the district. j 

The building of Skalen lock was commenced in September, and at the close of the 
year the walls were about four feet high over the springing of the invert. 

The excavation of the rock and gravel shoals at Woodford was completed in the early 
part of the year, as also the improvement of the branch streams at Camagh loughs 
Kiltynaskelan, and Derryniggan. In the latter part of the year the nfew cut from tixe 
Blackwater river at Ballymagauran was enlarged .to the proper dimensions, and the river 
above the new cut sunk as far as authorized by the Commissioners. The county boun* 
dary stream was also deepened and improved from the Woodford river up to KiUyrau 
lough. 

In the central division, from Garadice lake to Lough Scmr, the locks at Ballyduff and 
at Castlefore were finished early in the year, and the lock gates hung ; the weir at Bally* 
duff, one himdred feet long and eleven feet high, was commenced and finished, with large 
sluice and fish-pass complete ; the weir and lock at Aghoo were commenced ; and at the 
close of the year, the weir, with sluice and fish-pass, was about one-half built, but little 
progress had been made with the actual building, of the lock, owing to the difficulty of 
unwatering the foundations at that season. 

The most important reaches of the main channel, in which works of excavation were in 
progress, were those between Garadice lake and Aghoo lock, and between St. John's lake 
and Castlefore lock. It was considered essential to complete the formation of the chann^). 
in those reaches if possible during the past year, j^nd every exertion was accordingly madJf 
for that purpose. The comparatively small number of men that could be procured wa^ 
however, by no means adequate for the accomplishment of this purppse in the. time that 
had been calculated upon. Notwithstanding this difficulty, however^ the excayatix>n wouj4 
have been very nearly complete in both those reaches by ihis time, if it wei;e not for th^ 
peculiarly unsafe nature of the material through which the sinking had to be carried, Jja, 
many places where the channel bed had been excavated within two or three feet of bottojvi 
level, the sides shpped, and the bottom raised* two or three feet more, so that after expend; 
ing much time and money on such places, it often occurred that the bottom was as high .aa 
it had been before the sinking was attempted. The sections which accompany this report 
show approximately the present levels of the excavation at different parts of the reaches 
in question. In consequence of the impracticability of excavating those portions of tb^ 
channel at present to the full intended depth, the Commisfsioners have decided upon 
raising the summer level of the water in those reaches, pro tem.y by one. foot, and opening 
the navigation with a general depth of four feet six inches instead of six feet The depth 
to be attained, therefore, at present, will be two feet six inches less than was originally 
intended, and the greater portion of the material remaining to be removed, even to ajktain 
that depth, will have to be dredged, as there is much less likelihood of tlie bottom rising 
when the water is in th^ channel than when it is attempted to carry on the siji^king by 
means of excavation within, dams. 

Some excavation has also been done in the , main channel below Ballyduff. lopk, , xs^ 
St John's lake, at DerrymacpflBn and Muckross shoals; and the improvement of. ^ 
branch drains at Kihrush, at Castleroggy, and at ^tyfannan, has been completed/ . / 

The cut at Kiltybarden, for the diversion of the Yellow river into St. John's }oug}^ dfi^ 
that at Annagh bog, for the diversion of the Aughacushlawn river into Lough Scur, have 
both been enlarged to the si^ that has been found to be necessary for carryii^ off H^ 
heavy floods of those mountain rivers ; the embankments at the upper ends of those cuts 
have been raised and strengthened, and the sides of the cuts secured where necessa^y^ 
fr6m the action of the flood waters, by stone walling or pitching. \ . 

An accommodation bridge, twenty-five feet span, with strong abutments of 9ia3onrj% 
and wooden superstructure, has beto erected on e£|.ch of those cuts last mentioned; and 
another of thirty-five feet^span over the navigation channel at Derrymacoffin. ,^ 

In the western division, from Lough Scur to the Shannon, the locks, eight; in numbej^ 
were carefully pointed during the summer, and the foot bpards and hand rails, &c., were 
fitted on the lock gates ; a spoon-and-bag dredger has been working in the reach below 
Leitrim lock, and also in that between Killarcan and Sheffield locks, and h^ dredge^ 
about 3,500 cubic yards during the year ; the fencing of the towing paths has been in 
progress in Various parts of the district dtuing the latte): part of the year. 

The Commissioners having decided upon purchasing the ^^f^ter power of the mills at 
Ballinatnore and at Kilolare, and the sdma demanded by the owners being very consider- 
ably beyond the value attached to the property by the Board, tkose cases were refer^ei^ 
to the arbitratot, Mr. Prendergast, who held meet^xgs, Iq November, for the purpose of 
inquiring into those cases^ but has not yet made his final aw^ds., , , t 

The number of aqres of land relievsecjl from, iiyury in this district may be taken to be 
the same as last year; some of >those lands are more effectually relieved, but the benefit 
has not been extended to any new lands ; a ooQsiderahle increase in the tilling of the 
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(bhuned lands is i>6rceptiUe, but die number of acres bas not been ascertained. In all the 
finished or nearly finished reaches of the main channel and in the tfibutaries, the improTe- 
ments upon which have been completed, the channels have been found sufficient to cany 
off the greatest floods which have occurred during the yeur, with perfect safety ta the 
low knds. 

Mr. Robert Armstrong, who had been in charge of the works in the Ballyconnell iin* 
sion of this district almost since their commencement, died very unexpectedly in OctoW 
last. This event rendered it necessary to make new arrangements, and Mr. Leonard, the 
resident engineer for the remainder of the district, was placed in charge of the Balijcon* 
nell division also ; at the close of the year, Mr. Leonard resigned his appointment, haviiig 
accepted of employment in India, and all tiie works now remaining to be done in this dis- 
trict have since been placed under the superintendence of Mr. Farrell, who is also resident 
engineer for the Lough Oughter district. These changes in the parties charged with the 
immediate superintendence of the works, and the difficulties to be overcome by a stranger 
to the district before he can possibly become familiar with all the details of such exten- 
sive works, must have some tendency to interfere with the economical and speedy carrjing 
out of the works ; but from the arrangements that have been made, and the exertions that 
have been, and, I have no doubt, wUl be made by Mr. Farrell, there is every reason to 
hope that the inconvenience will not be of importance. 

District of Lough Oughtee and Gowna and River Ermx. 

In the Lough Oughter division of this district, the excavation of the shoal at Gortna- 
noule, which was in progress at the close of 1853, has been completed, and the dams 
removed. » * • 

On the Annalee river, the dams at Deredis shoal and at the lower portion of Tinkers 
Island shoal, have been to a great extent removed by dredging, and the excavation of the 
upper portion of Tinker's Island shoal has been completed. Arrangements were made in 
September last for purchasing the water power of the mill at Butler's-bridge, and, accord- 
ingly, on the 2nd October, the water was taken from the mill, and preparations were 
immediately made for completing the excavation of Butler's-bridge shoal, and the remo?aI 
of the dams, which was nearly effected at the close of the year, and the tap-drains filled 
in ; the masonry of the weir and the undersetting of the bridge were also completed. 
As soon as the head dam at Butler s-bridge was removed, and the water considerablj 
lowered in the river up towards Ballyhaise, work was commenced at Derrygarra shoal, 
and continued, with some interruptions from floods, to the end of the year ; a tap-drain 
was also opened at Kilnacreeve shoal, preparatory to commencing work in the river st 
that place. 

On the Cavan river some work was done, between its junction with the Annalee river 
and Drumkeen bridge, in the way of removing old dams, filling tap-drains, and levelling 
spoil ; from Drumkeen up towards Cavan the necessary sinking and improvements in the 
river have been completed as far as the flat next below Dr. Babbington's cottage, and in 
the branch streams from Carrickanc and from Latt, and an accommodation bridge, six- 
teen feet span, has been built on the road leading to Lisdarran. In the division of this 
river above the town of Cavan a small accommodation bridge has been erected at Kilna- 
vara, and some rock spoil has been removed near the junction of the Swellan branch, and 
the spoil ground levelled and soiled. 

The sinking of Drummurry branch stream was completed early in the year, and the 
works of deepening and improvement of the Farranseer lough stream and its branches 
were commenced in June, and completed early in August.' 

On the upper Erne river the work done during the year has consisted of the filling and 
levelling of a tap-drain below Bellahillan bridge ; the removal by dredging of the dams 
which had been left in at Clonloscan, Farranseer, and Drumcrow shoals ; tiie completion 
of the channel between Lackan bridge and mil] weir, with the filling of the taps and 
levelling of the spoil, except in part of the lands where the tenant would not permit this 
to be done ; the deepening of a small side stream between the lands of Knockagky and 
Sallaghans, and the filling of the tap at the lower end of Sallaghan shoal ; the old mill 
weir at Lackan and the temporary weir at Woteraghy were repaired and stanched, and the 
new regulating weir at Sallsdians was commenced in the monlJi of August, and completed 
early in November — ^it is one hundred feet in length, built in steps, the centre pcffticm 
being the lowest There was a heavy flood in the month of December, and the water then 
rose six inches over the highest part of the weir, or about to the proposed flood level 

In the Lough Gowna division, the Corfi-ee and the Rossduff tributaries have been sunk 
and improved ; the later only up to Rossduff bridge, at which point the work was discon* 
tinned by order of the Board. 

In the Killeshandra division, the shoal at Foxhole point was excavated in April and 
May, and afterwards, the excavation of the Creevy sboal was completed, (havine been 
commenced and considerably advanced before the suspension of the works in 1848), and 
the dams have since been removed by dredging, the taps filled in, and the spoil levelled; 
. an accommodation bridge of forty feet span and thirteen feet headway, for navigation, the 
abutments being of masonry, and the roadway supported by laminated plank ribs, hai 
been erected across the Creevy cut at Castlehamilton demense ; the old tap-drains «i 
Derrindrehid, Derreskit, and Duimaweel shoals, have been filled in, and some dams and 
flood deposits cleared out while the water was low ; the channels at Gullies river, Cotb^ 
ferst, and TuUy lough divisions, were also cleared of dams and obstructions ; the Jkogifff 
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lough stream, which was in hands in 1868, was completed and opened inio the lake in Afpbvmx C. 
April, and subsequently the branches from Corglass lou^ and from Lough Nabelwy, Extrictsftom the 
were sunk and improved as intended. The Drumanbane mountain stream has been Anniud K^>ort of 
deepened, with a regular inclination for 200 jards, from its junction with the Doogarry Mr. ^'J;^^^^^*"^* 
river, and the lower portion has been brought in a suitable durection to enter the stream, E^^iJ^Jf^ 
and has been paved at bottom, and protected with walling at the sides. Several accom- 
modation bridges and passes have been erected where necessary on the streams in ihiB 
division ; the channels of the Arv«igh river and Guinikin stream were also cleai'ed out, and 
the improvement of the Enaghan stream was finished early in the year ; all the works on 
the KUleshandra division and its branches may now be stated to be complete, and the 
drainage quite effective, above the point to which the influence of the backwater fr^m 
Lough Oughter extends. 

Detailed surveys and valuations were made of all cases in which damages had been sua* 
tained in this district during the execution of the works, and subsequently, meetings wes*e 
held, at which the claiqiants were offered the amounts which the Commissioners considered 
they were entitled to; nearly all the claimants accepted the offers so made and were i>aid at 
once, but a fev^ having refused the sums offered to them, have had their cases referred to 
the arbitrator. * * * 

Longford District. 

The rock cutting below Longford mills and in the weir basin, and the masonry of the 
regulating weirs, sluices, and wheel cases for the manor mill and the distillery have been, 
completed ; the manor mill commenced working with the new water wheel and machinery 
on the 8th of April ; the distillery wheel did not commence to work till the close of 
September, as the proprietors had not got their new mills and machinery ready till then — 
both concerns have worked very satisfactorily since they began ; the new weir is very 
staunch, so that no water whatever is wasted until both wheels have got as much as they 
require. * * * 

In the Templemichael division a large quantity of flood deposit which had accumulated 
in the channel was partially cleared out in October, which had the effect of lowering the 
water^ considerably. In the Carrickglass division, the excavation of the main channel 
was completed, a large extent of the old river-course in the demense was filled with the 
spoil from the hew channel, and an accommodation bridge has been erected across the 
cut, with masonry abutments, twenty-five feet span, and a trussed wooden superstructure 
of ten feet roadway. 

The Agarr division, next above Carrickglass, has been completed for a length of 2,000 
feet, and partly sunk for a further distance up towards Agarr bridge. At Ehine division 
some excavation was done for a short distance above and below the bridge, while the new 
bridge was being erected. At Ballinalee, a little excavation was also done at the high part 
of the shoal near the bridge, and the material was used for the formation of the new. 
approaches. In the Ballymore division, a cut was opened, four feet in depth, up to within 
300 yards of Ballymore bridge, in the early part of the year. 

The foregoing was all the work executed in the main channel of the district during the 
year ; but work was carried on at different periods (particularly when the men were unable 
to work in the main channel, owing to the height of the floods,) in the following branch 
drains: — the Ballyminnion stream, on which the hard shoal in the middle of the division 
has been nearly removed ; the main drains on east and west sides of the town of Longford ; 
the Deanscurragh drain, also, near Longford, which has been finished up to the high 
road; the Cloonbalt, Cloonany, Lismore, and Cloonee main drains, and the Miltown 
stream, which have all been finished, with the exception of some trifling slips, &c. ; some 
work was also done in the Pocket river and its branches, and the Cloonfin main drain was 
in hands at the close of the year ; the building of Cloonfin accommodation bridge has been 
contracted for ; and the old bridge at Cloonbroney being in a dangerous state, was removed 
in the month of October, and a temporary bridge erected in its place. 

The following county works have been in hands during the year : — ^Mullagh and Agarr 
bridges, which were opened for traffic in June, and Rhine bridge, which was opened in 
October; Kilnacarrow bridge was in such a state, that the traffic was turned over it in 
May, but the parapets and approach walls were unfinished, and owing to the severe illness 
of the contractor, the difficrdty of getting masons, and other causes, the work was unfin- 
ished at the close of the year, but was then in course of being completed ; the approach 
walls of Agarr and Rhine bridges are also incomplete, and it was found impracticable to 
procure masons to finish them in time to have the accounts prepared for presentment at 
the spring assizes. * ^ * * 

The raSiway works have been in full operation in the neighbourhood of Longford during 
the year, and the difficulty of procuring labourers was still greater than in the year before. 

Keenagh District. 
• ♦ ♦ ♦ 

In the month of April orders were issued to resume the works of this district, and 
arrangements for the purpose were accordingly made, and a few men commenced to clear 
up and deepen the bog cut in the Killashee turlough division, on the 20th of that 
tnonth. Not more than twenty or twenty-five men could be had at that time; and the 
greatest number which it has been found practicable to procure, up to the close of the 
year, was eighty-nine per day. t - 
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The deep bog cut for the relief of the lands in KiDashoe turlongh was excavated to the 
full dimensions, except a short portion which was not got to the full depth ; several slips 
have occurred in the clay, which had to be cut through under the deep bo^r, and the sides 
of the cut have closed in a good deal in some places ; the drain through the turlough has 
been nearly made. There will be some excess of expenditmre on this division, owing to 
the difficulties of the bog cut above mentioned, but it will be inconsiderable, and may, I 
•xpect, be coimterbalanced by savings on some other portions of the work. 

In the Aghantra and Cloonker divisions, the old county bridges at Gowlan and at 
Cloonker have been removed, and temporary bridges erected to accommodate the traffic 
until the new bridges shall have been built by the county; some excavation was also done 
in the channel near Gowlan bridge ; tiie channel at Cloonker has been completed for a 
length of 200 yards below the bridge, and the work was in progress from the bridge 
upwards at the close of the year; the branch drain next below Cloonker bridge was also 
deepened and finished up to the road, thereby enabling the i)roprietor of the land to pro- 
ceed with some works of land improvement. Preparations were also made for proceeding 
with the work in the Kilmore division. 



District of Enm and Bulck Eiver. 

The works of this district have progressed very steadily and satisfactorily during the 
year. In the main line the channel has been completed from Cloone bridge up to a point 
100 yards above the junction of the stream from l2sgillock glebe, as well as the improve- 
toent of this branch stream, and also of those from Kiltyfea lough and from Tooman , 
the Sunnaghmore stream has been deepened for four-fifths of its length; the Lough Adooc 
and Curraun lough sti-eams have been nearly finished ; the Comulla and the Dromeen 
streams were in hands at the latter part of the year ; and on those main branches, a gros^ 
length of about five and a half miles of channel has been completed ; the Mohill tmd 
Treanmore drains, and the Lakefield stream and its branches, have also been completed.. 

On the Black Kiver, the main channel has been completed from Kesh bridge up to withir? 
a short distance of Bellantra mill. The Board have made arrangements for the purcbas^ 
of the water power of Bellantra mill, and also for the compensation of the owners of some 
eel- weirs which interfere with the improvement of the next reach ; the mill dam has beei 
removed, the mill race deepened to serve as a tap, and a new tap drain was in progress a* 
the close of the yeai\ from the head of the mill race upwards to Esker bridge ; the mair' 
channel, from Esker bridge up to half a mile above Drumbad bridge, "has been completed, 

and the tap drains prepared for the remainder of the division up to Ballinamnck.

Mr. Charles Mayne having accepted employment in India and resigned his appointmer 
in this district at the close of the year, the Board have appointed Mr. Manning as resident 
eng'meer, in place of Mr. Mayne, and he has entered upon his duties. 

iiOUGH Gara and Mantua District. 

The works of this district, as well as those of the Binn and Blaok Biver, were resumen 
in September, 1853, after a lengthened suspension. They have progressed satisfactory; 
during the past year, notwithstanding the difficulties arising from the scarcity of laboiu. 
Every reasonable inducement was held out to labourers to. come to the works, by giviuj: 
advanced prices, and by making the best arrangements for keeping them constantl} 
employed, and these efforts have proved more successful in this district than in other parts 
of the Comity Eoscommon, or in Longford, in consequence of the neighbourhood beina 
generally less of an agricultural district, and the absence of employment on railways oi 
other public works ; the consequence is, that although the available force of men was at oe 
time as much as could have been desired, as much progress has been made in the work^ 
as was calculated upon in my last report. 

The deepening of the channel at Tiuaearra, the outlet of Lough Gara, was finished b/ 
the end of the month of May, and the level of the lake was then considerably lowered: 
the deepening of the shoals in the lake at Tivannagh, Cuppanagh, and Clooncunny, wa.^ 
then proceed^d with, and all completed before the end of Jidy. The permanent lowering 
of the whole lake was then effected, and the means afforded of proceeding eoonomically 
with the works on the Breedogue and Lung rivers, on both of which the influence of the 
surface level of Lough Gara extends for a considerable distance. The only work remain- 
ing to be done in this reach is the removal of the longitudinal dam at Tinnecarra, and tlit- 
portion of the shoal under it, which can be conveniently done whenever men can be spai^*^ 
from the upper divisions, and the delay in finishing which cannot materially afiiect thi^ 
drainage of the lake, or the progress of the works in otiier parts of the district. 

On the Breedogue river, the completion of the wqrk at Clooneen and Cloonacanrov 
shoals (which had been partly excavated before the suspension of the works, in 1848) 
was proceeded with after the surface of Lough Gara had been lowered, and the channel 
through both shoals waa finished by the middle bf- September ; tii^ T^ork at Bre^ogBt 
ahoal, the greater pqrtion of which consisted of a new cut to shorten tiie tery ciicoiton^ 
course, of ihe river, Jis^i been in progress from the early part of tiie year^ and wasjjom- 
plet^d ^t the ^ame ime as the other shoals above mentioned ; the water in the reach of 
river between Breedogue and Bella shoals being then gteatly lowered, <)pteratioi^ were 
resumed at the latter place, and carried on till the middle of November, when ^tkefloodf 
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broke in, but not until the channel had been completed, with the exception of about 300 Apmhdix C 
yards in. length at the upper end, which was in a very forward state ; the removal of the Extractefrom the ' 
head dam at Bella hasreheved a very large tract of land, and opened the way to the easy Annual Report' of 
execution of the works on the Cloonshanville and Ballinagar rivers, and through Lough *^'- T. J. Mnlvwjy;, 
BaUy up to the Mantua bog cut. ^ En^^^?'^ 

After the works were closed at Bella shoal, the men were employed in making the tap 
drains for the Kingsland river, and the lower part of ihe Finisclin river. The proprietors 
of land along the latter stream having objected to the further carrying out of the works, 
the Board consented that they should be omitted ; but, as the chief works necessary for 
the relief of those lands have been already effected by the lowering of the main river, the 
proprietors were informed that the lands would not be exempt from paying their fair pro- 
portion of the cost of those works. 

In the Mantua bog division the cut through the clay and gravel between Cloonkeeran 
bridge and the soft part of the bog was completed to ihe full depth, — owing to the semi- 
liquid state of the matter in the cup of the basin above this barrier, it was not practicable 
to effect the deepening of liie cut through that portion of the bog below the level of the 
then backwater, that is, within three feet of full depth. In the gravel cutting between the 
bog and the turlough, the cutting was carried horizontally so as to reach the full depth at 
the junction of the drains in the middle turlough ; some large slips have occurred in the 
bog cut, but the whole can be easily finished when the cut shall have been carried up from 
Lough Bally, and the work will be freed from any backwater. 

In the turloughs, the drains from the middle to Kinclare turlough has been completed 
to the full depth, also that from the same point to the lower turlough, and the contour 
drain in the latter turlough was commenced in August, and was very nearly completed at 
the end of the year. 

On the Lung river the work was commenced in the latter end of September, as soon as men 
and tools could be spared after the finishing of the lower shoals in Breedogue river. The 
latter months of the year proved unfavourable for the execution of any works in the main 
channel, which discharges a very large quantity of water in wet weather ; but the men were 
profitably employed in making the necessary tap drains for the main rivier work, and also 
for the works in the Keelbanada stream, — and all these taps were completed at the close 
of the year. * * • 

Mr,. John O'Flaherty, who was in charge of this and the Strokestown districts, liaving 
accepted a similar appointment to that of Messrs. Leonard and Mayne, resigned liis oflSce 
also at the close of the year, and Mr. John Mason has since been appointed by the Board 
to succeed him, and is now in charge of those districts. 

Strokestown District. 

In the beginning of September orders were given to proceed with the necessary works 
^f repairs, &c., preparatory to making the final award for this district ; most of ibe river 
courses and drains had been finished for four or five years, and all of them for at least two 
years, and it therefore became necesslury to repair any damaged which the works might 
have sustained in that time, and to clear out all the weeds, deposits, and obstructions of 
-all kinds, which had accumulated in the rivers and drains. 

» ♦ * * • 

As this is the first general clearing since the works were finished, many of the channels 
in the lower reaches of the* district had been a good deal affected by the deposit sent down 
during the deepening of the upper braiiches, and it may be calculated that there will be 

less tendency for the futuise in those channels to become fouL 

^ m •' ^ ♦ * 

Suitable drags, scrapers, and cutting instruments were provided in September, and the 
work of dearingihe water-courses was proceeded with to the end of the year, wiUi the 
BmaU force of men that could be obtained. The work consisted of removing all loose 
stones^ sods, or other obstructions of tiiat description ; cutting the roots, and entirely 
removing all flaggers and weeds found growing in.tiie bottom, and clearing away any accu- 
nudations of deposit, — eate being taken to avoid cutting or injuring &e sides of the 
drains^ Ip the smaller drains and streams, and along the sides of the wide rivers, this 
work was done by men on the baid^ and in the centre of the wide channels a raft was 
used. The. greater portion of the clearing was effected at the end of the year. There 
are some other woi^s of repairs, some unfinished bridges, &c., and a few proposed extra 
works to be done yet, which can be completed by the time the revised valuation is made, 
and other steps taken for the making of the award. Surveys have been made of all lands 
damaged durmg th^ exeoution of the works^ with a view to the settlement of any claims 
that may be made for compensation.

Districts of Kill, Derrtun, and Leesborouoh. 

No works have been executed in any of these districts during the year. The questions 
delating to the charges for county worksin the two latter dismcts were settled between 
the BQard'3 Solicitor and the Grand Juries of Fermanagh and Mona^han, at the last 
spring assizes. 
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EXT&A.CT from the Annual Report of Mr. C.'S. Ottley, c.e.. District Engineer. 

For the year 1854. Dated January 8, 1855. 

DiSTBiGT of Lough Neaoh, Counties of Armagh, Antrim^ Down, Berry, and Tyrme. 

The works on the Lough Neagh District have progressed considerably daring the year 
1864, and those that had been previously executed have in no way suffered from the 
action of another winter. 

Li the beginning of the year the country was deeply covered with snow, and great leui 
were entertained of the effects of a thaw, as on all previous occasions where much snow 
had fallen, the injury from floods was unusually extensive. 

All passed away, however, without damage to the lands ; and I have the satisfaction to 
report, that Lough Neagh, at its maximum, in the winter of 1853-54, was four feet below 
its former usual winter level. 

The following is a brief statement, in detail, of the operations carried on, and the 
measured work done upon each division of the district in 1854. 

Firei^ or Colercdne Divieion. 

Dredging being the only description of excavation remaining to be done on this division, 
a steam-dredger was kept constantly at work upon it till September, when she was shifted 
higher up the river, having removed a large quantity of stuff from the shallower parts on 
the first division. 

The only masonry not previously executed was that in connexion with the intended 
swivel bridge at Agivey. In order to get at this it was necessary to construct a temporary 
bridge, which was done, and the public were turned over it in July, since which tiie 
abutment masonry has been securely founded on piles, and been carried up to coping 
level. The main piles to form the pier for swivel bridge have also been driven* 

The present county bridge over the Bann, at Agivey, which is of timber, is in a decayed 
and unsafe state, and much difGlculty was found in securing it, so as to enable us to pro* 
ceed with the above work at its Antrim end. 

This bridge must soon be replaced by another ; but the swivel bridge masonry will not 
be affected by the removal of the present structure.

Second, or Movanagher Division. 

The important shoal of Booghan, on this division, was partially enclosed in April, 1854, 
and subsequently its whole length, nearly 500 yards, was laid dry, and the excavation of 
it was nearly completed when the floods obliged us to suspend operations. 

The shoal was effectually unwatered during the work by a steam engine, and the excavi* 
tion might have been completed easily but for the paucity of excavators. Moreover, un- 
usually he&vy rains and floods in June and July caused a temporary stoppage of fnllj a 
month in the Lower Bann excavation works* 

The steam-dredger from Ist Division was brought up the river in September, sund fdr 
the remainder of &e year has been employed at the Cainroe dams and shoals. In^addi* 
tion to which much has been done at the removal of dams by barrow work, and dredging 
by spoon and bag. ' * 

Since my last report the Movanagher weir, 600 feet long, has been built, and it has been 
acting since the month of September. It is founded throughout upon solid rock, and ffi 
laced and coped with heavy ashlar, boated from Tamlaght quarry, where the stone for 
Agivey bridge and for Portna weir has also been procured. A fish-pass has becoi provided 
in this as well as in the weir at Oamroe. 

The masonry on 2nd Division has now been entirely completed ; and the quarry is (^nly 
continued for making up the quantity of coping required for Portna weir (on the did 
Division), which is the only weir on the district yet to be constructed. 

The following work has been done in the past season on the 2nd Division :— » 

Dredging and excavation, including dams, • • 47,091 cubic yards.

Third, or Portna Division. 

The masonry of Eilrea swivel bridge, and the new approach to it, has been completed 
this season.' The iron work has been also erected, and the bridge was thrown open to 
the public on the 27th of May. 

. The temporary bridge that had been in use at Eilrea was at once taken do^m^io^ 
applied to a similar use at Agivey^ to which I have referred in my observations on th9 
1st Division. 

Preparations were commenced in August for proceeding to erect Portna weir^ whicb^ 
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the only one yet to be built across the Lower Bann. The construction of this weir was Appbkdk e. 
purposely deferred with a view to encouraging a rapid current in the river above, and witn Extract frolli the 
a hope of thereby forming a deep channel through the soft bottom of Lough Beg, aa was Aimual Beport of 
anticipated by the writer of the original report. This desirable result, however, has not ^^' C. S. Ottley. 
yet been arrived at, and the construction of Portna weir could not with propriety be i^^neer. ^ 
further postponed. Under those circumstances, a length of the weir site was enclosed by 
dams, in September, and 200 lineal feet of the weir has been founded on rock, and buih 
to a height of about four feet, for that length. 

There is no doubt of our being able to complete this weir early next season. The 
stone is all ready, and is conveyed by boat through Movanagher lock and canal from the 
quarry at Tamlaght, which is about three and a half miles down the river. 

The dams about the lock of Portna, and also at the shoal of Gortreaghy, have been 
much reduced by dredging.

Fourthy or Toome Division. 

PORTGLENONE tO LoUGH NeAGH. 

In Lough Beg the steam-dredger, No. 1, has been engaged throughout the year, and a 
large quantity of stuff has been taken out, notwithstanding a considerable delay, which 
arose from the necessity of unshipping the boiler, and giving it a thorough repair. 

The piers and arches of the old bridge at Toome have been altogether cleared away, 
and the site of one half its length of the river bed has been sunk to a depth of ten feet 
below its former leveL In connexion with this excavation the eastern half of the river, 
from the old bridge site to the weir, has been bottomed, and also the canal, up to the 
lock. A very large quantity of material has been removed ; and what yet remains over 
bottom level in the central part of the channel at Toome will occupy but a very short 
portion of next season to take out, when the Toome excavation will be finished. 

The material being loose gravel over the greater portion of the river bed at Toome, 
the un watering formed a heavy item of expense; and two high-pressure pumping engines 
were kept constantly going at this work during the season. 

There is one shoal, half a mile below Toome, yet to be enclosed and removed ; and 
this, with a part of Portglenone, is all that remains to be excavated on the Lower Balim, 
except such as must be done by dredging. 

The stone from the Toome old bridge has been applied to new bridge pilasters (as far 
as suitable) and to the erection of wharf or quay wall, 280 feet in length, above the bridge 
on the town side of the river, which is now ready for the coping, and will be of great im- 
portance to boats trading on the river. 

The lock at Toome has been coped, and the gates completed and hmng. The sluices 
and sluice gear have been adjusted in their place, and the Toome lock thus been put in 
working order, which completes the series of five locks from the sea, at Colendne, to 
Lough Neagh. 

During the past season four tributary streams, discharging into Lough Beg, have been 
opened up, and new channels made for them, by which immediate and permanent benefit 
was afforded to the lands under their influence. Three of these, via.. Cam, Gortgill, and 
Culnafay streams, flow into Lough Beg, on the Antrim side, and oae from the County (rf 
Derry. x 

The principal woric done on the 4th Division was as follows : — 

Excavation, including dredging, . . 112,322 cubic yards.

Stone dressed, 697 cubic feet.

The sand forming the bar at head of Lough Beg has presented much diflSculty, in con- 
sequence of its tendency to accumulate ; and where a channel had been opened in 1858 
it was again shoal in 1854. On entering the broad water of Lough Beg, the sand held in 
suspension by the current above falls to the bottom, and by its deposit creates a bar 
which, I fear, will always be an obstacle to sunmier navigation, unless kept clear by 

periodical dredging. 

^♦* ♦ ♦ ♦ •♦ 

A hand-bucket dredger has been sent from Toome to Baljyronan, to take out the cross 
dams which remained in after the work executed in 1853 for the extension and improve- 
ment of that pier, which is situated on the west shore of Lough Neagh, and is the port for 
the surrounding district. 

Tributaries South of Lough Neagh. 

Upper Bann Division. 

The improvement of the Annagh river, running into the Upper Bann a little above 
Portadown, was extended in 1854, so as to afford entire relief from flooding to about 150 
acres of low lands, previously made to act as a reservoir for water by the embanked head- 
race to Artabrackagh mill. 

S 
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To effect this improvement it became necessary to pturchase and abolish the water power 
at that mill, and the compensation clauses of the new Drainage Act (16 Si 17 Yic. clSO) 
were brought into operation in this case. The amount awarded by the Treasury Arbitrator 
nominated by the Board was accepted without appeal ; and, in the mean time, the race 
was cut through, and the lands Ireed from flood early in August 

The Lower Ballybay river, joining the Bann below Portadown, has been improved, and 
a new channel made for it, which, coupled with the removal of two old bridges (forming, 
from their want of capacity, serious obstacles to dbcharge), has conferred very beneficiil 
results upon the adjoining lands. 

Temporary bridges of wood have been constructed in lieu of those removed, pending 
the erection of permanent structures, which the County Surveyor has been informed will 
be necessary. 

The Upper Ballybay river has also been partially improved, and is still in progress. 

The Cusher river, a large and much obstructed tributary to the Upper Bann, has been 
deepened where most shoal ; but, from its course being confined between the Belfast 
Junction Railway and the Newry Canal, and very closely approaching both, there would 
be much difficulty in sinking the river to the full extent to be desired. 

In the Bann itself the discharge has been improved by the removal of Green Island, 
and a projecting point of land immediately above Portadown bridge, on the east side, 
which prevented the water from flowing fairly through the bridge. 

A shoal at Knock, two miles higher up, has also been partially excavated. 

In addition to the principal streams, &c., I have named, numerous others of smalla 
extent, tributary to the Bann, have been opened up in the season of 1854. Amonst others 
may be noted the Derryhale, the Tarson, Ballyneary, Derryanvil, Derrycorry, Upper 
Farlough, Derrynesken, and the outlet from Lough Gallion to the Bann, all of which hare 
been useful and effective. 



Black waUr Division. 

The main work on this division has been the excavation of the deep bog cut to can7 
the Tall and Callan river by a new course to tite BladLwater at Yemer s-bridge. This 
work was pushed forward with as much force as the nature of the bog and the men at our 
command would permit, and was completed in December, upon the 16th of which month 
the Tall waters were passed down it, and the low lands, which at the same time were ex- 
tensively flooded, were at once relieved of water to the extent of, at least, 1,000 acres. < 
may observe that this cut may be made usefully available for navigation purposes, forming 
a canal for three miles into the interior from the Blackwater at Vemer's-bridge. 

The next step will be to divert the main body of Uie Callan into this new course, and 
the necessary notices have been served upon the landholders to enable us to begin that 
work without delay. The great advantages of this deviation on the Tall and Callan have 
been fully explained in former reports. 

Another important improvement on the Blackwater Division, effected last season, wai 
the widening and deepening of Maghery cut, whereby its sectional area has been enlarged 
about six-fold, and so' made a valuable conduit for discharge of Blackwater floods, as well 
as a commodious channel for navigation. 

The Kesh river, flowing into Lough Neagh, near Maghery, has also been enlarged and 
deepened, and the lands along its course completely freed from flooding. 

The bridge over the Blackwater at Charlemont having been found insufficient for the 
winter discharge, the County Surveyors of Armagh and Tyrone were duly noticed, under 
the special provisions of the recent Drainage Act, to the effect that it would be removed, 
and that a new bridge should be built in its stead. 

In the mean time a strong timber bridge, as a temporary substitute, was erected across 
the river, in connexion with the drainage works, over which the public traffic has passed 
since August last ; and the old stone bridge has been entirely removed, except the portions 
of the piers below the level of sunmier water, which will be taken out when the shoal is 
enclosed for excavation next season. 



Portmore Division. 

This division comprises the Portmore Lake, and a large tract of injured lands adjoining 
it, almost exclusively the property of Lord Hertford. It is situated in the south- 
westerm extreme of the County of Antrim, and is open, at two principal points, to Longh 
Neagh, whose former winter level completely covered the lands referred to. The district 
about Portmore is so little elevated even above the summer level of Lough Neagh, that 
its drainage was deferred till the back-water should be reduced, and the expense of making 
the drains thereby diminished, as well as of keeping them open when made. 

One principal discharging channel has been made for the whole length of these flat 
lands, or " montiaghs," communicating at either end with Lough Neagh. 

This cut is upwards of four miles long, in a straight line, and others have been made 
in connexion with it, making a total of seven miles of new drainage channels in the Port- 
more Division of the district. 

This work was much required, and has already afforded immense benefit to a tract ex- 
ceeding 4,000 acres in extent.

The above items of excavation have reference to deepening of river bed and formation 
of navigation channels, but do not include the large quantity of material applied to the 
construction of dams, or the subsequent removal of Qiose dams. 

* As I anticipated, in my report for 1853, the dearth of labourers has been seriously felt 
in the season of 1854. The progress of railway works, in extension of the Ballymena 
line, has reduced our hands very much ; and we have been obliged to give increased prices 
and wages to induce those we have had to remain upon the drainage works. Moreover, 
Mr. Dargan, the contractor for the railway works referred to, besides giving very high 
wages to his men, pays them by the day, which is a system greatly preferred by the 
labourers to taskwork. 

Fortunately, our heaviest work (which was at Toome) was well suited to cart-work, and 
by employing horses in that way, a much smaller force of men were requisite than barrow- 
work would have required to do the same amount of work. Moreover, the farmers being 
anxious to get employment for their horses, exerted their influence to bring sufficient 
men to keep the horses going, to which I ascribe our having succeeded in getting even 
the limited number we did. 

I have stated that the rate of wages has unavoidably been raised, and I apprehend it is 
likely to advance still further. Eighteen pence a day is now generally demanded, where 
a shilling would have been gladly accepted formerly. 

This state of things must inevitably add to the expense of executing public works, and 
has already done so upon this district. 

Some members of the Standing Committee of Proprietors having suggested that a 
speedier mode of payment might induce men to apply for work, the Board directed that 
the labourers should be paid weekly instead of fortnightly on the southern end of the 
district, where the greatest difficulty existed in procuring hands. This alteration was, no 
doubt, useful, but had not the effect of increasing our numbers to an extent at all com- 
mensurate with our wants. 

The rain-fall of this year of 1854 has much exceeded that of 1853. Indeed it exceeds 
that of any year since 1848, except the extraordinary fall in 1852.

From the above it will be seen that not only was there 7 inches more rain in 1854 than 
1858, but that an unusually large proportion fell in the last seven months, includiog 6j 
inches in December alone; whereas but 1*60, or less than 1 J inches fell in same month 
of 1855. 

The water is not quite so low on this account now, as it was at the close of 1654 ; bat 
it is still satisfactory to report, that Lough Neagh is but one foot above its former summer 
level ; and though it is at the same time one foot higher than it is intended to be in 
winter, yet it is fully three feet six inches below what it usually was at the same date 
in former years. 

The maximum discharge of the Lower Bann river at the cuts, in the year 1854, was 
560,000 cubic feet per minute, which was in January, after a fall of lOj^ inches of ndn 
in the previous three months. The discharge now, after a fall of 12j inches of rain in 
the same three months of 1854, has not yet reached fiOO,000 cubic feet per minute.

Oaiwajf Division. 

Drainaffe. — The additional excavations in the river channel between the tideway and the 
regulating weir, authorized by the Commissioners in consequence of the excessive floods 
of December, 18 j2, and January, 185:^ have been completed; the result of this work has 
been most satisfactory in securing the effectual discharge of the regulating weir daring 
high floods, by relieving it from back-water. 

The river walls have been under-pinned where rendered necessary in consequence of the 
additional deepening of the channel of the river, or where they were undercut or injured 
by the floods of the previous winters, and a portion of the tailrace guard-wall of the Doini- 
nick-street mills was taken down, and rebuilt in a secure and permanent manner. 

The pavement of the regulating weir was found to have been much injured ; some con- 
siderable repairs have been executed, and a timber sill fixed to secure it from aiiy similar 
injury. It was also found necessary to insert a massive counter arch to secure the stone 
sill and pavement of one of the large sluices in the regulating weir. The shoals and 
scattered rocks in the weir-basin, and the dams constructed in it during the erection of the 
regulating weir, have been removed to the extent necessary for the purposes of both drainage 
jmd navigation. 

One of the sluices constructed in the arches under Regan's mil)^ at Nun's Island, for the 
purpose of regulating the waters of the Gaol river, was foimd to have been much injured, 
and both arches to be in a dangerous state from the action of the floods of last winter— 
this work has been permanently repaired. 

Some trifling works of maintenance and repairs have been executed at Terryland em- 
bankment, and walls have been built enclosing the property belonging to the Commis- 
sioners ;in connexion with it. 

A considerable quantity of work was executed in the months of January and February 
with the Derrick barges, in removing a shoal of loose rocks in tlie river channel below Men- 
lough ; this has not, however, been completed^ as it was found necessary to remove the barges 
to the lake, to execute more urgent and pressing works. 

The longitudinal or side dam made during the progress of the excavations at Menlough, 
has been removed to a depth of nine inches below summer water level, and some works oj 
a trifling nature have been executed in the completion of the exti-eme ends of the spoil 
banks at Menlough. 

The improvement of the Friar's Cut has been completed, but it will be uecessaiyto 
remove a shoal which has since been fonned at the lower end of it, by the silt brought down 
the channel during the action of the winter floods. 

Navigation, — The only works which have been executed in this division of the district, 
in connexion with the naviagtion, have been the erection of a four ton crane on the Canal 
quay near Parkaveta ; the deepening of the boat harbour at Sickeen, and some trifling 
works required for the completion and general maintenance of the whole navigation. 

Mill Power Improvements, — The improvement of the mill power in Galway, comprises 
the most important operations which have been carried on in this division of the distnct 
during the past year. 

The alteration necessary in the Newtownsmith mills, to suit them to the lowered level of 
the water, was commenced on the 13th March, and completed so as to adnit of the vm 
resuming work on the '^Sth of the following month. 

The eastern mills tail-race and conduit works were resumed on the 19th August, and 
have been completed, with the exception of the coping of a portion of the walls. 
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The two new wheels for the Bowling Green mills have been completed in a very satis- Appendix C. 
factory manner, and are now in working order. Extract fr^ the 

The improvement of the mills onihe western river has also been executed during the Annual Report oi 
past year ; some difficulty was experienced in obtainmg the assent of the owners of the Mr. Samuel U. 
twelve mills on this branch of the river to the total diversion of the water necessary for the D^rtrirt^Sio^r. 
execution of those works (notwithstanding the benefit to them which would follow their 
completion), in consequence of the great fluctuations that took place in the com market, 
and the large quantity of stock which some of these parties held at the time. These cir- 
cumstances rendered it necessary to use the greatest expedition in the execution of the im- 
provements. All preparatory arrangements having been made, the works were commenced 
on the 21st September, on which day a dam was made across the western river, opposite 
the Presentation Convent, and the channel below it laid dry. The works were then pro- 
ceeded with vigorously, and so far completed as to admit of the seven mills on the lower 
level being set to work on the 18th October, and those on the upper level on the 28th 
October. The remaining portion of the works for the execution of which it was not 
necessary to keep the mills idle, have since been proceeded with, and the whole is now in 
a forward state of completion. 

Western Division, 

Woodstock Riijer Drainage. — This river, which flows through the extensive flat lands lying 
to the west of the Meulough bogs, has been deepened and improved for a length of 217 
perches ; this work has been effected chiefly by means of spoon dredging, as no facility 
existed for unwatering it at a moderate expense. The improved channel wUl be available, 
not only for the purpose of draining the extensive lands through which it flows, but also as 
a navigable communication between the bogs of Clooniff and PoUagh and Galway. The 
improvement of this tributary will be completed by the end of January. 

Qortmore River Drainage. — The improvement of this tributary, a portion of which was 
executed during the year 1853, has been completed. 

Eastern Division. 

Gi<iregalu>ay River Drainage. — Some works of repair and maintenance have been executed 
on the upper portion of this river, and some boundary fences built, which had been removed 
during the progress of the works. 

Black River Drainage. — Gortbrack mill power has been purchased, and the weir and 
shoal upon which it was built have been removed, and all the works on this tributary com- 
pleted, but the dredging of the shoal at the mouth of the river, which it is contemplated to 
execute in the approaching season. 

Cong Division. 

Drainage and Navigation. — During the early months of the year the progress in this 
division of the district was confined to the .completion of such portions of the navigation 
works as were free from the influence of the winter floods. The puddle-staunching, hning 
walls, and formation of the trackways between Strandhill lock and Dnimsheel, were pro- 
ceeded with as vigorously as possible. 

The accommodation bridge and approaches at Drumsheel have been completed. 

The masonry in the Cong lock was commenced in March, and was progressing rapidly 
when I received instructions from the Board, in April, to suspend the execution of all navi* 
gation works in this division of the district, and complete only such as were necessary for 
the regulation of the waters of Lough Mask, for drainage purposes. 

The shoals, eel weirs, and other obstructions in the Cong river, between Mr. MaUey's mill 
and Lough Corrib, have been removed, with the exception of some massive loose rocks in 
the channel opposite Cong Abbey, which portion of the work is yet to be executed. A 
channel has been excavated through the shoal opposite Ashford, and the projecting point 
of that demesne removed, which has rendered the river sufficient to discharge floods without 
injury to the mills and lands at Cong. The bridge over the canal, on the road from Bal- 
linrobe and Headford to Cong, has been completed. 

The channel through Lackbui shoal, which divides the inner from the main basin of 
Loucjh Mask, has been excavated to the depth and breadth required, with the exception of 
the removal of the seat of the head dam and a small portion of the shoal immediately outside 
it, which it is proposed to execute next summer with a spoon dredge, aided by a diver. 
To admit of the execution of this work, it was necessary to divert the waters from the mills 
at Cong, which are supplied from the inner basin of Lough Mask, for a period of eighty 
days, and even then it was with great difficulty the work was proceeded with in consequence 
of the cavernous nature of the rock, and the difficulty of unwatering it. 

The excavation of the channel from Lough Mask to the Cong river has been completed 
to the full extent necessary for the purpose of discharging the flood water of Lough Mask, 
and the only work which now remains to be executed is the erection of sluices, or such 
other means as the Board may approve of, to regulate the waters of Lough Mask, both 
with the view of effecting the drainage of the lands influenced by it during the winter, and 
securing to the Cong mills the full amount of their working power during the summer 
months. 

In addition to this, it will be necessary to build boundary walls enclosing the Commis- 
sioners' property, and to execute such other works as may be found necessary for the main- 
tenance and efficiency of the measure as at present arranged. 
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Lough Corrib Division. 

Navigation. — Although the operations necessary for the improvement of the navigipttion 
of Lough Corrib have been carried on as vigorously as the means available for executing 
them permitted, a considerable amount of work yet remains to be done. The nature ani 
extent of these operations were greatly miscalculated in the original report and estimate 
for this district. In that report reference is made only to the shoals at Annadown, Illaon- 
neel, and Clydagh ; whereas, throughout the entire length of the course from Annadown 
to Clydagh shoal, a length of %\ miles, either large masses of loose stone or isolated rocb 
have been removed to obtain the depth of water required for navigation purposes ; and 
where dredging has been necessary, as at Annadown, Illaunneel, and Galcharick, tha 
indurated state of the clay, and gravel, intermixed with large boulders, forming the substance 
to be removed, has rendered the work extremely difficult and tedious. 

The two dredgers, together with the two Derrick barges, have been occupied since Uie 
beginning of April, in completing the channel required for navigation purposes at Amu- 
down and Illaunneel, and executing the work at Galcharrick, which will not be completed 
before the end of January. 

Twenty-six stone beacons have been built on shoals, and two landing wharfs at the Ferrj 
of Knock. ♦ • • • . 

The following is a Return of the traffic which has taken place on the Canal daring the 
past year ; some of this traffic has passed through from the lake to the sea at Oalway, the 
greater portion has, however, been loaded or delivered on the quays or whar£i of the 
oanal.

TURLOUOHMORE DISTRICT. 

Drainage. — In my last Annual Report, I stated that the works in this district were sus- 
pended in October, 1852, and their completion postponed until the circumstances coimeoted 
with them had been considered by the Commissioners of Special Inquiry. 

On the 2nd May, 1854, the Board authorized me to proceed with the completion of the 

works at a cost of £1,351 7«. ^d,^ and the district was completed early in December last 

» » » » 

The entire district has been free from flooding during the past year, with the exception 
of the following lands, which were flooded for the period stated :—

Draina/^e.— This is one of the twelve districts which, having been suspended in 1851, for ^n^^R^SJrtof 
second assents, was reported upon by the Commissioners of Special Inquiry in 1863. The Mr. BtLm^iV. 
cost of completing the works was estimated in that report at £5,758 V6s. lOrf. ^^Si^* ^*^'' 

During the closing months of the year 1853, a small portion of work was executed at the ^^^'™* Engineer, 
outfall of the Willmount turlough; but such difficulty was then experienced in procuring 
labour, that I suggested to the Board the prudence of completing the works if possible by 
contract, and with that view, plans, sections, and specifications were immediately prepared, 
tenders called for by public advertisement, and in June, Mr. John Miller was declared con- 
tractor ; he entered into an agreement to complete the works in the district by the Ist 
December last, and immediately proceeded with their execution. 

The main river channel has been opened up to the junction of the Esker tributary in 
"Willmount turlough ; 2,900 lineal yards of the Esker, and 110 lineal yards of the Baun- 
more streams, have also been completed. 

The quantity of work which yet remains to be executed is as follows :— 

Earthwork, . . . 60,915 cubic yards* 

Bockwork, . . . 8,100 „ 

Masonry, • • • 180 „ 

It is not probable that this work will be completed before the 1st May next ; tor although 
Mr. Miller brought with him a number of navvies, and has paid the ordinary labourers of 
the country wages varying from 8«. to 12«. a week, he has been unable to procure more 
than an average number of 100 men. I have no doubt but that he has used his best 
exertions to procure men, and that the rapid completion of his work would be a source of 
much larger profit to him than its tardy execution, but I do not think that in the present 
state of labour in this country, any amount of wages he could offer within reasonable Kmits 
would be attended with any considerable addition to his number of hands. 



DuNKELLiN District. 

Drainage. — This district has also been reported upon by tike Commissioners of Special 
Inquiry, and the cost of completing the works in that report is estimated at ^69^880. 

Towards the close of the year 1853, plans, sections, and specifications, were prepao'ed 
with a view of completing the works by contract, and every exertion was made to procure 
competent persons who would undertake their execution. It was anticipated that overseera 
and superintendents who had been employed on such works under the Board, and were 
not then engaged, would have gladly entered upon these contracts ; several such peirsons 
came to the district to estimate and tender for the works, but found,, upon inquiry, so little 
Iftospect of being enabled to procure labour in the country, they would not undertake any 
portion of the works on anything like reasonable terms. Tenders were then called for by 
public advertisement, in the expectation that contractors with larger capital would under*- 
take them, but the same cause influenced these parties, and with simihcr result ; and I was 
therefore authorized to proceed with the works by employing the labourers of the country, 
under the directions of an assistant, aided by skilful overseers. In this manner the works 
were commenced in the middle of April last, and have since been carried on as vigorously 
as the means available would admit. 

In the Monksfield Division the whole of the works have been completed, with the excep- 
tion of the improvement of one of the minor drains, which is at present in progress. 

The improvement of the outfall of the Rahasane turlough, to the extent contemplated 
by the Commissioners of Special Inquiry, has also been completed.. 

In the Strongfort division the water powers of the Roo and Strongfort mills have been 
purchased and removed, and the river channel has been opened up to the junction of the 
St Clerans river, a distance of one mile and 234 perches. 

In the Dunsandle Division the works were commenced at Tooloobann bridge, and have 
been completed for a distance of one mile and 125 perches. 

In the Ijackafinna Division all the works have been completed* 

In tiie Carra Division all the works have been eoiEq^ted. 

The quantity of work which yet remains to 'he exeested is as follows :-^

I do not anticipate that these works can be finished before the 1st September next, and 
I am very apprehensive that the raising of the militia in this county will absorb a great 
portion of the labourers now engaged, and create still greater difficulty in completing them. 
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The largest number of men that could be procured in the district during the past year was 
250, but the average number did not exceed 120, although the works have been carried on 
in three remote parts of the district. 

Notwithstanding the unfavourable nature of the winter season for the execution of drainage 
works, they are now bein^ proceeded with in this district as vigorously as possible, with 
the view of expediting then* completion. 

In December last, I suggested to the Board the pnidence of abandoning the execution 
of the works in that part of the Raford Division situate above Kiltullagh mill, which matter 
is now imder consideration. If this portion of the work be omitted, it will expedite con- 
siderably the completion of the district

Annual Report of Mr. Terence SaiiTH, c.e., District Engineer. For the year 1854. 

Dated January 1, 1855. 

Balltteigb District, County Wex/ord. 

At the date of my last Annual Report (January 18, 1854), the works then remaining to 
be executed to complete this district for award consisted of an extensive repair to the 
canal banks and sluices, rendered necessary by the storms of the preceding winter; the 
formation of an earthen bank connecting the north end of the Cull embankment with the 
adjacent high lands, and the scouring up of the main drains throughout the reclaimed and 
improved hmds. 

These operations were pushed forward during the spring and summer months of the 
year ; but owing the extreme scarcity of labourers, their completion saw the season far 
advanced. On the 30th October I was enabled to report to the Board that the entire 
works of the district were complete and ready for making the Final Award. 

The present winter, so far as it has advanced, has been one of unusual mildness in this 
district, and nothing approaching to the character of either a flood or a storm has yet set 
in, nor has there been a single heavy rain-fall during the past year. 

There have been no crops of any kind whatever cultivated upon the reclaimed niudlands 
during the past year; nor have the proprietors taken any steps to improve this new soil 
either by thorough drainage, by liming, or even by turning it up to the ameliorating in- 
fluence of the weather ; either or all of which operations must certainly precede every 
successful attempt at its profitable culture, or its production of the valuable grasses. 
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A very difficult subject connected with the winding up of this district was the settle- Atpkkdw c. 
ment of the numerous claims put forward for compensation for damage done to lands Annual Report of 
during the progress of the works, and by the overflowing of the tidal waters of the Mr. Terence Smith, 
estuary. c.k.. Dtetriot 

During the past season those claims, amounting severally to over seventy in number, ^"t^inw- 
were subjected by the Board to arbitration ; and although the sums awarded are, in a few 
cases, considerable, yet it is a matter of much importance in connexion with the affairs 
of the district, that the whole has been arranged in a manner which gives general satis- 
faction to both the claimants and the proprietors. 

The total quantity of earth and soil excavated and removed during the year was 30,723 
cubic yards ; and the average daily number of labourers employed was 37, giving an equi- 
valent of 9,160 days' work of one man. 



Extract from Annual Report of Mr. Georoe Tarrant, c.e., Disiarict Engineer. Extract from the

Districts of Dunmore and Monivea, Counties of Qalway, Mayo, and Roscommon. 

The outworks of the district generally were partially suspended during the month of 
January, in consequence of the severity of the weather ; but early in February, a favour- 
able change having taken place, they were resumed and carried 'on in tlie following order 
during the year: — 

'Curragfum Stream, 

The excavation of a cut for convejdng the waters of the above stream for a length of 
'3,000 feet, conmienciug at a point one mile and a half distant from the main channel of 
the river Clare, and terminating at the public road leading from Kilcreevanty to Tullina- 
daly ; and a collateral cut, 3,000 feet in length, has been completed. 

A considerable tract of waste moor has been reclaimed by the lowering of this stream, 
and is now used for pasture and tillage ; 7,060 cubic yards of clay, gravel, and boulder, 
have been excavated and deposited along the banks of tiie cut, and three cattle accommo- 
dation bridges put up. 

Loufihaohureen Stream. 

The widening and sinking 2,100 feet of the cut for lowering the waters of the lough 
nine feet under their original level have been completed, and a channel cut through the 
lake 2,600 feet in length; also the mearing drain between Fartamore and Castlegrove 
widened and sunk for its entire length, 5,600 feet. The bed of the lake, and a large tract 
of moory bottom suitable for reclamation, can now be converted into good meadow land. 
13,956 cubic yards of hard gravel, boulder, clay, and moor, have been excavated. 

Fartamore Division. 

The mearing drain between the townlands of Fartamore and Sehid has been widened 
und sunk for a length of 3,000 feet; and 10,200 feet of minor drains throu^ low cut-out 
bog and marsh have been made, relieving a large tract, a portion of which has been tilled 
this year, producing excellent crops of potatoes, turnips, mangel, cabbage, &c. 

A quantity of spoil, east of Fartamore bridge, has been formed and dressed off, and 
several shoals cleared out of the main channel. 10,495 cubic yards of clay, gravel, and 
moor have been excavated. 

Qnarrymeunt Btver. 

The excavation of the cut, from a point one mile and three quarters from the main 
•chamiel of the river Clare to a point 1,500 feet above Kilcloony bridge, making a distance 
of 5,300 feet, has been completed, and a temporary bridge put up in lieu of the Kilcloony 
bridge, the rebuilding of which was presented for last assizes. A fine tract of rich pas* 
ture lands and improvable bog has been reclaimed by the lowering of the waters of the 
river ;*5,214 cubic yards of rook, boulder, clay, gravel, and moor, have been excavated. 

Liskeevy Division. 

The excavation of the main channel of the river Clare for the entire length of the dila- 
tion, two miles, wliich was partially opened in 1852, was resumed in May last, and is now 
nearly completed, and a large quantity of spoil arranged along the sides of Uie channel, 
secured by a rough pitching of stone. 

A cut, 1,500 feet in length, has been made from the main channel, south of Liskeevy 
bridge, into the swallow-holes in the turlough, which will act as an offtake and aid the 
-discharge of the main channel. 

The Belmont tributary, north of Liskeevy bridge, has been partially opened up for a 
length of 3,800 feet from the main channel ; when this shall have been completed, a 
splendid tract of rich bottom lands, heretofore useless for nearly the entire year, covered 
with alluvion, will be reclaimed; 36,059 cubic yards of rock, clay, gravel, and boulder, 
have been excavated and nm into spoil. 
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Milltown Division. 

The excavation of the mam chamiel for 1,200 feet, from the termination of the Liskeevy 
Division, was commenced in August last and carried on until November, when the dams 
were obliged to be cut to let off the floods. The works in the main channel were not 
resumed for the remainder of the year ; 800 feet in length of tiie part opened are com- 
pleted, and 5,302 cubic yards of rock, clay, gravel, and boulder, have been excavated and 
run into spoil. 

Scarcity of labourers retarded considerably the progress of the works this year, the 
number of hands offering for emplojrment being only as many hundreds as there were 
thousands employed in 1852, an extraordinary change, caused partiy "by emigration, but 
chiefly by the prosperity of the small farming class, who now get such remunerative prices 
for their crops as to be able to live without seeking employment on public works, or else- 
where, for their subsistence. 

The arrangements for the completion of the district as far as Milltown consist in 
employing all available hands during the winter season in finishing the excavation of the 
tributary streams, named Curraghan, Lough Aclaureen, Quarrymount river, Belmont and 
Cloonrane river, and in arranging the spoU along the edges of the main channel in several 
places, and as early as possible in spring to resume the excavation of the main channel in 
the Milltown Division * and after its completion to finish off the excavation of the Straw- 
berryhill river, which joins the main channel at MUltown. 



MoNivEA District. 
Ardskea Division. 

An accommodation bridge, composed of timber and iron, supported on abutments of 
masonry, has been constructed across the main channel, near the head of the division, for 
the passage of horses and carts, and several shoals and loose stones removed out of the 
bottom of the channel. 

Brooklodge Division. 

An accommodation arch has been constructed under Uie western embankment forming 
the approach to the new bridge at Ballyglooneen, and 3,000 feet of protecting walls have 
been built ; also a public watering-slip formed south of the new bridge, and a boundaiy 
wall built in lieu of the old water-course, which was the mearing between Annagh and 
Ballyglunin demesnes. 

A quantity of spoil has been formed in Annagh, Ballyglunin, and Brooklodge demesnes, 
watering-slips made, approaches to two acconmiodation bridges formed, tap-drains filled 
in, and several breaches in boundary walls thrown down during the execution of the 
works made good. 

Pallas Division. 

The entire of the river channel between Pallas and Abbey bridges has been widened 
and deepened, and the spoil thrown up from the excavation arranged and dressed off^ the 
tap-drains filled in, several main drains cleared up, and the fences thrown down during the 
execution of the works made good. 

A bridge, constructed of timber and iron, resting on abutments of masonry, has been 
^constructed across the river, ^midway between Pallas and, Abbey, for the accommodation 
of the adjacent villages ; 14,596 cubic yards of clay, gravel, and boidder, have been exca- 
vated and run into spoil. 

Abbey Division. 

The dam for keeping up a supply of water for Abbey mill has been rebuilt, and four 
filuices inserted in the line of the channel, capable of discharging 20,000 cubic feet per 
minute during floods ; the embankment to the pond has been puddled and strengthened, 
and the sides of the river, between the pond and the bridge, secured with rubble stone 
pitching. Several shoals have been cleared out of the river between Abbey and Newtown, 
the spoil arranged and dressed off, and the tap-drains for this reach filled in ; the piers 
of Chapelfield bridge underpinned, and the approaches to Abbey bridge finished off, and 
a public watering slip formed for the accommodation of the village of Abbeyknockmoy. 

Boggan River. 

A new cut, 8,000 feet in length, has been made for conveying the waters of the above 
tributary, commencing at a point 1,300 feet west of Abbey bridge, and terminating at 
the boundary of Moyne demesne ; and two timber accommodation bridges put up for 
carrying the traffic of the public roads leading from Tuam to Abbey, and from Tnam 
to Monivea. 

A considerable tract of pasture land and improvable bog has been laid dry by the 
work executed, and is now available for tillage purposes: 19,924 cubic yards of clay» 
gravel, and moor, have been excavated and run into spoU.

As directed by the Act 7 & 8 Vict., c. 81, sec, 66, I have the honour to 
submit herewith, in order to their being laid before Parliament, Genersd 
Abstracts of the Marriages registered in Ireland, from 1st January to 31st 
December, 1854. 

In reference to these Abstracts, I beg to state, that they do not contain the 
entire number of Marriages solemnized in this country, as all those celebrated 
by the Roman Catholic clergy are specially exempted from registration by 
the provisions of the Act referred to, — sec. 3. 

The following Table shows the number of Marriages recorded in each year 
from 1845* to 1864; the mode in which they were performed; the numbers 
and proportion per cent, of Minors, of Widowers and Widows ; and of persons 
who signed the Registers with marks 4 —

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^ The Act Z 4 8 Tia» a 81, came into operation on the lat of April, 16iB^ 
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The Marriages registered in 1854 amounted to 771 (or 7'6 percent.) less 
than those in 1853, and were also below those registered in 1849, '50, and '52. 
The decrease in 1854 extends to every class included in the Abstracts, Jews 
excepted ; amongst the Society of Friends is the largest relative diminution, their 
Marriages, in 1854, having been 42 per cent, under those of 1853. In the Estab- 
lished Church the falling off has been only 6*7 per cent., and in the Presbyterian 
Church 6'5 per cent. ; whilst in Registered Buildings, which include the Marriages 
of Methodists, Independents, and other religious communities, the Marriages are 
23 per cent, under those of 1853 ; in the Registrars' oflRces, (or by civil contract,) 
they diminished 11 per cent. These decreases are shown in the following table: — 
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The proportion of persons who married under 21 years of age was greater in 
1854 than in 1853, the increase being 0-37 per cent, males, and 072 per cent. 
females. The proportion per cent, of parties re-married slightly decreased ; and 
it is satisfactory to observe, that the numbers who signed the Registers with marks 
have diminished — the males being 067 per cent., and the females 1*64 per cent. 
less than in 1853. 

The total number of Marriages in each province, and in those counties and dis- 
tricts in which Marriages were most numerous ; also, the numbers by seasons and 
provinces, are given in the following summaries for each year from 1848 to 1864: —

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From the foregoing it will be seen that in every year the Marriages during the 
quarters ending 31st March and 31st December were more numerous than those 
in the quarters ending 30th June and 30th September. 

In the following table is given the number of churches belonging to the 
Established Church ; of Registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses ; and of Regis- 
tered Buildings, in which Marriages might lawfully be solemnized, in each 
district in Ireland, on 31st December, 1854: — 
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Six Presbyterian Meeting-houses were registered for the solemnization of 
Marriages during 1854. Since the Act 7 & 8 Vict., c. 81, came into operation, 
to the 31st of last December, 561 places of worship, in connexion with tne Pres- 
bjrterian body, were registered ; of these, 33 have been from time to time either 
disused as places of public worship, or re-registered in consequence of having 
been transferred from one presbytery to another ; there were, therefore, only 628 
Presbyterian Meeting-houses at the close of 1854, in which Marriages might law- 
fully be celebrated. 

There were not any " Buildings" registered under sec. 27 during 1854. The 
total numbers registered at the end of that year were 126, of these three have 
been disused, and one is a Meeting-house belonging to the Society of Friends ; 
there were, therefore, 122 Registered Buildings in which Marriages might law- 
fully be solemnized on 31st December last. They may be classified thus: —

743 Licenses for Marriage were granted bv District Registrars in 1854. 

At the period of transmitting the Annual Abstracts in former years, I con- 
sidered it my duty to bring under the notice of the Lord Lieutenant the great 
want which is experienced of a general system of Registration of Birilis, Deaths, 
and Marriages in this country ; and in 1852 I submitted an estimate, for His 
Excellency's consideration, showing that the probable cost of so important a 
measure would little exceed one farthing in the pound on the Poor* Law Valua- 
tion of Ireland in 1851.* 

The applications made at the General Register OflRce, for certificates of Births 
and Deaths have considerably increased, and instances are very numerous in 
which great difficulty is experienced and much expense incurred in endeavouring 
to procure certificates from local Registers, which are often found to be very 
defective. 

With regard to Burths, the evils which arise from the want of their registry, as 
bearing upon the employment of Irish children in factories, are very forcibly 
pointed out in the following extracts from the Reports of the Inspectors of 
Factories, presented to Parliament in January last : — 

'* The Act for the general Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths has now heen in operation 
for so many years, that young persons of the age of 17 years may ascertain the day of their hirth ; 
there is, therefore, little difficulty in checking, by a reference to the Begister, the fanciful and capii^ 
cious opinions in which many certifying surgeons were formerly wont to indulge, in estimating the 
age of a child for whom a certificate of their opinion that it was 13 years of age, was required at their 
hands. They are now supplied with requisitions to the District Registrar, entitling the applicant, to 
whom they may have refused a certificate of 13, to obtain firom the Registrar a duly authenticated 
copy of the entry in the Register of Births, whereby the fact may be ascertained beyond a doubt ; and 
wheneyer I have been appealed to by surgeons on the subject of ihe difficulty of forming a true opinion 
of the Bfe of a child, I have desired them to refuse a certificate in every case in whioh,from the appearance 
of the child they entertain a doubt whether it is fully 13 years old, and to tender to the applicant, in 
lieu of their certificate of opinion, a requisition, whereby the h^t itself may be ascertained from the 
Registry of Births. And this practice has caused the law to be much better observed than it was 
before the Registration Act had been passed for a sufficiently long period to be available for this pur- 
pose, and when, consequently, the certificate of the surgeon s opinion was necessarily substituted for 
proof of the fcbct. The ardy exception to this is to be found in the case of Irish (SiMdren, who are 
employed in considerable numbers in the manufacturing districts of England^ and in respect of whom, 
for want of a system of general registration in Ireland, we are stM dependent upon the dumsy substiibute 
qfihe surgeorCs opinion. Now that there is a general Registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, not 
inly in England, but also in Scotland, it is much to be regretted that the same advantage is not extended 
to Ireland, Of course I feel the want of such assistance to a greater extent in my Irish than in my 
English district ; but I am not more anxious for the introduction of a system of genercd registration into 
Ireland than are the certifying surgeons themselves, and the members of the medical profession generally 
in Ireland, with whom I have necessarily much intercourse, and who are fully alive to ike. importance, m 
a sanitary and scientific point of view, of having, as we have in this part of the United Kingdom, the ad- 
vantage of an authentic record of the vital statistics of their country ; which, besides its intrinsic worth, 
would, by affording the means of comparison with the vital statistics of England and of Scotland, increase 
the value of all. Connected as I am officially with so many members of the medical profession in 
Ireland, I have not met with one who is not anxious for a general Registration Act for that portion 
of the empire." — Report of T. J. Howell, Esq., Inspector of Factories, England and Ireland, pp. 20, 2 1. 

^^ A Registration Act has been happily passed for Scotland during the last Session of Parliament ; 
hul until a similar act has been obtained for Ireland, much inconvenience wiU continue to be felt in this 
district, from the nuwhers of young persons, natives of thai country, who are presented for employment 
with false baptismal certificates, the worst feature of which is, that the parents are induced to commit 
the fraud for the sake of finding employment for children at the wages of ' young persons.' " — Report of 
Sir John Eincaid, Inspector of Factories for Scotland, p. 56. 

Since my last Report, dated 10th June, 1854, the legislature has passed a 
Registration Act for Scotland, so that Ireland is now the only portion of the United 
Kingdom which is without the advantages of a general measure for the Regis- 
tration of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages of its population ; — ^upon these 
advantages, both in a social and sanitary point of view, it is imnecessary for me 
at present to dwell, as from your Excellency's great official experience they must 
be fully known to you.
